Evening classes are held Monday through Thursday to meet 
the needs of area residents unable to attend regular day 
classes. Evening students are required to adhere to all College 
procedures and policies. 


Throughout the year, usually during fall quarter, telecourses 
are offered, providing individuals with a chance to earn college 
credits at home. Information on courses, registration and costs 
is available upon request to the College’s Learning Resources 
Center. 

Telecourses are also offered to individuals wishing to com- 
plete high school studies. Requests for information should be 
directed to the Continuing Education Department. 


Selected high school juniors and seniors who are at least 16 
years of age and who have completed a majority of graduation 
requirements may register for College courses through the Pre- 
freshman program. The program must, however, be approved 
by the respective county board of education, the RCCC Board 
of Trustees, and the State Board of Community Colleges. Prior 
to seeking admission to the College, applicants are required 
to obtain written approval from their high school principal. Ad- 
ditional requirements are listed in the Admissions Section of 
this Catalog.

CURRICULUM 
OFFERINGS 


General Education programs consist of basic course work in 
English literature, fine arts, philosophy, social science, science 
and math. They are designed for students desiring two years 
of general education studies beyond the high school level. 

Since many of the courses offered in the General Education 

program at the College are under a contractual agreement 
with East Carolina University in Greenville, applicants must 
meet ECU’s admission requirements in addition to meeting 
RCCC’s. ECU requirements are listed below, and ECU admis- 
sion decisions are made by University officials 

1. Minimum age of sixteen by date of intended registration. 

2. High school diploma (or the equivalent). 

3. Twenty acceptable units of secondary school credit (see 
section 3, “Admissions,” ECU CATALOG). 

a. English - four units 

b. Mathematics - three units 
c. Natural science - two units 
d. Social science - two units 
e. Electives - nine units 

4. Acceptable SAT scores - The SAT requirement can be 
waived if 30 semester hours of college credit are earned 
and a “C” average is maintained. 

5. ECU students, previously enrolled, or currently enrolled 
at ECU, or eligible to return to ECU, may continue their 
education by enrolling in the RCCC Associate in General 
Education Degree program. However, permission forms 
signed by the ECU department chairperson and by the 
ECU Registrar must be presented. 

Students entering the General Education program must have 
a high school diploma or GED certificate and must score sat- 
isfactorily on placement tests. If scores indicate additional skill 
building work is needed, students will be required to take 
Guided Studies courses. These courses are not included in 
the total number of credit hours required for graduation. 


Roanoke-Chowan Community College offers a two-year Gen- 
eral Education curriculum designed for individuals who wish 
to broaden their education in English, literature, the fine arts, 
health, the social sciences, the natural sciences, mathematics, 
and computer studies. The curriculum has been developed to 
provide the first two years of general college courses for stu- 
dents interested in continuing their education at senior col- 
leges. 

Since many of the courses in the General Education curric- 
ulum are offered at Roanoke-Chowan Community College un- 
der a contract agreement with East Carolina University, 
students enrolling must also submit an application for admis- 
sion to the Division of Continuing Education at East Carolina 
University, Greenville, North Carolina. The Student Develop- 
ment Services office at Roanoke-Chowan Community College 
aids the student in all admission procedures.

Technical programs are designed primarily to meet the career 
needs of students who desire to begin work in a specific area 
after graduation. Approximately two years in length, technical 
programs lead to an Associate in Applied Science degree. 
However, some College technical programs also offer certifi- 
cate and diploma options. 

Unless otherwise stated in program descriptions, all stu- 
dents entering technical programs must have a high school 
diploma or GED certificate and must score satisfactorily on 
placement tests. If scores indicate additional skill building work 
is needed, students will be required to take Guided Studies 
courses. These courses are not included in the total number 
of credit hours required for graduation. 

Some programs, such as Nursing, list additional entry re- 
quirements. 





Administrative |S curriculum prepares individuals to perform secretarial and

administrative support duties in a variety of offices including 
those offices with computerized, automated functions. 
Students in this curriculum study keyboarding and word/ 
information processing to develop skills in the preparation of 
business correspondence, reports, statistical copy, manu- 
scripts, and business forms. Administrative support courses 
emphasize typical office tasks such as scheduling appoint- 
ments, Composing correspondence, and performing repro- 
graphic duties. Training is also provided in analyzing and 
coordinating office duties and systems. Skills and knowledge 
are taught in the areas of electronic document storage and 
retrieval and computer software utilization. 
Graduates of the program may be employed in offices in pri- 
vate business establishments involved in retailing, marketing, 
advertising, and manufacturing as well as offices in local, state, 
and federal government.

The primary objective of the Business Computer Programming 
Curriculum is to prepare individuals for gainful employment as 
computer programmers. The objective is fulfilled through study 
and application in areas such as computer and systems the- 
ories and concepts, data processing techniques, business op- 
erations, logic, flow charting, programming procedures and 
languages and types, uses and operation of equipment.

The Criminal Justice Technology curriculum is designed so 
that it may be a multi-faceted program of study. It may consist 
of study options in corrections, law enforcement and security 
Services. 

The curriculum is designed with a core of courses to afford 
one the opportunity to acquire basic knowledge, skills and 
attitudes in the generally accepted subject areas associated 
with a two-year study of correctional services, law enforcement 
services and security services. It includes subjects such as 
interpersonal communications, law, psychology and sociology. 

In addition to core subjects, the correctional services option 
provides an opportunity to study other generally accepted sub- 
jects indigenous to a two-year correctional services program 


such as confinement facility administration, correctional law, 
counseling, probation-parole services and rehabilitation op- 
tions. Similarly, the law enforcement option provides an op- 
portunity to study other generally accepted subjects included 
in a two-year law enforcement services program such as crim- 
inal behavior, criminal investigation, patrol operation, traffic 
management, and other aspects of law enforcement admin- 
istration and operations. The security services option provides 
an opportunity to study other generally accepted subjects re- 
lated to a two-year security services program such as accident 
prevention and safety management, common carrier protec- 
tion, fire prevention, private security, industrial security, retail 
security, security systems and surveillance. 

Job opportunities are available with federal, state, county 
and municipal governments. In addition, knowledge, skills and 
attitudes acquired in this course of study qualify one for job 
opportunities with private enterprise in such areas as industrial, 
retail and private security.

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Nursing 
Education 
Options 
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The Nursing Education Options: Associate Degree with Prac- 
tical Nursing is a unique nursing Curriculum designed to pre- 
pare graduates to practice as a practical nurse (LPN) or a 
registered nurse (RN). Students who choose to exit after the 
first four (4) quarters have received fundamental preparation 
in nursing enabling them to be eligible to take the licensing 
examination (NCLEX-PN) required for practice as a Licensed 
Practical Nurse. Graduates of the second year have developed 
the knowledge and skills which will enable them to be eligible 
to take the licensing examination (NCLEX-RN) required to prac- 
tice as a Registered Nurse. Licensed Practical Nurses who 
meet specific criteria may also enter this program with ad- 
vanced credits toward the Associate of Applied Science De- 
gree. 

The first year graduate possesses a sound basic knowledge 
of nursing theory and proficiency in fundamental nursing skills. 
The graduate may provide care and treatment to selected 
patients under the supervision of a registered nurse or phy- 
sician. The practical nurse graduate is prepared specifically 
to: (1) participate in assessing the patient’s physical and men- 
tal health; (2) record and report the results of the nursing as- 
sessment; (3) participate in implementing the health care plan; 
(4) reinforce the teaching and counseling of a registered nurse, 
physician, or dentist; and (5) record and report the nursing 
care rendered and the patient’s response to that care. 

The graduate of the second year is prepared to carry out 
nursing measures as well as medically delegated procedures 
utilizing the principles and theories of nursing and the sci- 
ences. The associate degree graduate is prepared to: (1) as- 
sess the patient’s physical and mental health; (2) record and 
report the results of the nursing assessment; (3) plan, initiate 
and deliver and evaluate appropriate nursing acts; (4) teach, 
delegate to or supervise other personnel in implementing the 
treatment regimen; (5) collaborate with other health care prov- 
iders in determining the appropriate health care for a patient; 
(6) implement the treatment and pharmaceutical regimen pre- 
scribed by any person authorized by State law to prescribe 
such a regimen; (7) provide teaching and counseling about 
the patient’s health care; (8) report and record the plan for 
Care, nursing care given, and the patient's response to that 
Care; and (9) supervise, teach and evaluate those who perform 
or are preparing to perform nursing functions. 


Special Admission Requirements: 

Unlike other curriculum programs, the nursing program admits 
students only in September. Admission is on a first-come first- 
served basis, with a maximum of 30 students being accepted 
in each level. 

In addition to meeting the College’s general admission re- 
quirements, first-year applicants must submit completed 
health and dental certificates and three references from former 
teachers or employers. Applicants also must have completed 
high school biology or general science and chemistry with a 


grade of “C” or higher (these courses may be taken at RCCC 
if needed to fulfill this requirement). 

Licensed practical nurses wishing to enter the second level 
of study for RN licensure must be graduates of an accredited 
PNE program and have a current North Carolina license to 
practice. Completed health and dental certificates also must 
be submitted along with three references from former PNE 
Program and current or former employer. 

LPNs also must have completed first-level related courses 
with an average of “C” or higher and successfully Challenge 
first-level nursing courses, demonstrating an 85 average or 
above. A clinical challenge is also required. If the Challenge 
is unsuccessful, LPNs may then audit the nursing courses and 
attempt the challenge again. First-level nursing courses are 
videotaped so that LPNs may check them out to view at their 
convenience. 

Transfer students must provide transcripts to the Admissions 
Office at RCCC. Related courses taken will be assessed on 
the basis of the course syllabus, and credit for nursing courses 
will be evaluated on the syllabus from previous course work. 
Students may be asked to challenge the clinical and theory 
components of any completed nursing course work in ques- 
tion. 

All applicants, first and second level, will be interviewed by 
the Nursing Review Committee, which makes final decisions 
concerning admission of students into the program. 

To allow more concentrated study on nursing courses, ap- 
plicants may take required related courses before entering the 
nursing program. A grade of “C” or better is required on related 
courses. 

Students admitted to the nursing program must maintain a 
“C” or above average on all related courses and a‘B” or above 
on all nursing courses before registering for the next quarter. 

All students are required to follow the clinical dress code 
and to purchase liability malpractice insurance. A sweephand 
watch, bandage scissors, stethoscope, and name pen also 
must be purchased. __ 

The NEO program utilizes a modified mastery competency 
based approach to nursing education. Students are required 
to purchase a syllabus (costing $4 to $10) to accompany each 
nursing course. The syllabus contains specific objectives out- 
lined for daily class and clinical sessions. Based on these 
objectives, unit tests are given and a score of 85 or higher 
must be made. Study sessions and retests are offered to Stu- 
dents failing to reach the 85 score. If students fail to reach the 
minimum 85 score on the third retest, they will be asked to exit 
the program. Exiting students are encouraged to complete 
related course work and apply for re-entry into the program 
(at the point of their exit) the following year. Students who have 
not met the NEO objectives may be readmitted to the program 
only once. : 

The nursing department reserves the right to dismiss sty- 
dents from the program who present physical/emotional prob- 
lems, providing such problems do not respond to appropriate 
treatment/counseling within a reasonable period of time. Stu- 
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dents may be dismissed if they demonstrate behavior conflict- 
ing with safety essential to nursing practice. 

All policies specific to the NEO program are addressed in 
detail in the NEO Program Policies booklet. 

The Nursing Education program is approved by the NC 
Board of Nursing. Formal classroom teaching is conducted at 
the College, while clinical experience is obtained at area health 
agencies and the following hospitals: Roanoke-Chowan, Ports- 
mouth Naval, Peninsula Psychiatric, and Cherry.

Programs 


Vocational programs are designed primarily for those who wish 
to enter a skilled occupation or trade immediately after grad- 
uation. These programs consist of a sequence of Courses 
which generally can be completed in one year or less by full- 
time students. Successful program completion leads to a di- 
ploma or, upon successful completion of certain courses, to 
a certificate. 

Unless otherwise noted in program descriptions, all students 
entering vocational programs should have a high school di- 
ploma or GED certificate; however, non high school graduates 
18 or older, may be admitted if the ability and maturity to 
succeed in the program are demonstrated. 

Satisfactory scores on placement tests also must be 
achieved. If scores indicate additional skill building work Is 
needed, students will be required to take Guided Studies 
courses. These courses are not included in the total number 
of credit hours required for graduation. 
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Air 
Conditioning, 
Heating, and 
Refrigeration 


The Air Conditioning, Heating, and Refrigeration curriculum 
develops an understanding of the basic principles involved in 
the construction, installation, operation and maintenance of 
climate control equipment. Courses in blueprint reading, duct 
construction, welding, circuits and controls, math, science and 
general education are included to help provide supporting 
skills necessary for the mechanic to function successfully in 
the trade. 

The air conditioning, heating, and refrigeration mechanic 
installs, maintains, services, and repairs environmental control 
systems in residences, department and food stores, office 
buildings, industries, restaurants, institutions, and commercial 
establishments. Job opportunities exist with companies that 
specialize in air conditioning, heating, and commercial refrig- 
eration installation and service. The graduate should be able 
to assist in installing mechanical equipment, duct work, and 
electrical controls necessary in residential and commercial 
projects. With experience the graduate should be able to serv- 
ice various air conditioning, heating, and refrigeration com- 
ponents; troubleshoot systems; and provide the preventive 
maintenance required by mechanical equipment. This person 
may be employed in areas of maintenance, installation, sales, 
and service in the field of air conditioning, heating and cooling.

Manual skills are developed in practical shop work and the 
technical understanding of the operating principles involved 
in the modern automobile are taught through class assign- 
ments, discussions and shop practice. 

Automobile mechanics maintain and repair mechanical, 
electrical and body parts of passenger cars, trucks and buses. 
In some communities and rural areas they also may service 
tractors or marine engines and other gasoline-powered equip- 
ment. Mechanics inspect and test to determine the causes of 
faulty operation. They repair or replace defective parts to re- 
store the vehicle or machine to proper operating Condition and 
use shop manuals and other technical publications as refer- 
ences for technical data. Persons completing this curriculum 
may find employment with franchised automobile dealers, in- 
dependent garages, or may start their own business.

The field of cosmetology is based on scientific principles. The 
Cosmetology curriculum provides instruction and practice in 
manicuring, shampooing, permanent waving, facials, mas- 
sages, scalp treatments, hair cutting and styling, and wig serv- 
ice. 

Upon completion of this program and successful passing of 
a comprehensive examination administered by the North Car- 
olina State Board of Cosmetic Arts, a license is given. The 
cosmetologist is called upon to advise men and women on 
problems of makeup and care of the hair, skin and hands 
including the nails.

Manual skills are developed in 
practical shop work. 


The use of diesel engines is found in farm and construction 
equipment, electric generators, trucks, buses, trains, auto- 
mobiles and ships. Many diesel vehicle mechanics specialize 
in maintenance and repair of equipment, others specialize in 
rebuilding engines. 

Diesel vehicle mechanics are instructed through class as- 
signments, discussion and shop practice to maintain and re- 
pair engines, chassis and suspensions, and power trains used 
to power farm equipment, construction equipment, buses and 
trucks. They use handtools, precision measuring and testing 
instruments, and power tools in overhauling and maintaining 
diesel powered equipment.

Industrial maintenance persons may be required to install, 
maintain and service mechanical equipment; follow blueprints 
and sketches; and use hand tools, metalworking machines, 
measuring instruments and testing instruments. They operate 
metalworking machines such as the lathe, milling machine, 
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and drill press to make repairs. They use the micrometer and 
calipers to verify dimensions. They assemble wires, insulation, 
and electrical components using hand tools and soldering 
equipment. They test electrical circuits and components to 
locate shorts, faulty connections and defective parts. They 
inspect, test and repair hydraulic equipment.

The Light Construction curriculum prepares individuals for em- 
ployment in the building trades industry. Instruction is provided 
in Carpentry, masonry, electrical wiring, and plumbing. Stu- 
dents study applied mathematics, blueprint reading and 
sketching, safety and other related subjects. They learn the 
methods used in laying out a small structure, mixing and pour- 
ing cement, rough framing, laying brick and block, roofing and 
exterior finishing. 

Graduates may find employment with home builders or with 
commercial building contractors. They may enter the building 
trades as apprentices; or work as building maintenance me- 
chanics in small industries or public buildings including 
schools, hospitals, and apartment houses. After sufficient ex- 
perience in the trade, some workers may establish their own 
business.

Certificate programs are designed primarily for students wish- 
ing to gain marketable skills in a specific area, such as ac- 
counting. These programs can be completed in less time than 
degree and diploma curricula since they require only 16 or 
more quarter hours credit. Upon successful completion of all 
courses, certificates may be awarded upon request. 

Certificate programs in Air Conditioning, Heating & Refrig- 
eration, Automotive Mechanics, Business Administration, Die- 
sel Vehicle Maintenance, Industrial Maintenance, Light 
Construction, and Welding are offered at RCCC. General Tech- 
nology and Nursing Assistant certificate programs are shown 
below. 


The General Technology Curriculum Core is designed for tech- 
nical students to acquire the general education and related 
Courses in subject areas such as humanities, communications, 
social sciences, and theoretical and applied sciences such as 
biology, chemistry, physics, mathematics, general computer 
studies and general graphics (drafting) that are foundation 
courses to specific curriculums in the technical field. The stu- 
dent may take this program prior to enrolling in a specific 
technical curriculum as an intended objective component of 
that technical curriculum. Students may also take this program 
for transfer to a technical curriculum at another community 
college system institution either prior to or concurrently with 
enrollment at the institution at which they intend to pursue or 
are pursuing a technical curriculum degree.

The Nursing Assistant program prepares graduates to assist 
registered and practical nurses and physicians in carrying out 
nursing care and services to patients. The nursing assistant 
performs simple health care procedures such as bathing and 
feeding patients, providing comfort measures, positioning pa- 
tients, preparing patients for physical examinations and spe- 
cial tests, observing and recording vital signs, admitting, 
transferring and discharging patients, and collecting speci- 
mens. 

Graduates may be employed in hospitals, clinics, doctors’ 
offices, nursing homes, and extended care facilities. 

Individuals desiring a career as a nursing assistant should, 
if possible, take English, biology and social science courses 
prior to entering the program. 

Those enrolling in the Nursing Assistant program must have 
a desire to learn and be able to benefit from the instruction 
offered and must score satisfactorily on the reading placement 
Lesh; 

lf offered during the day, the program is one quarter in length 
and if offered during the evening, two quarters are required to 
complete the courses. Course descriptions for the Nursing 
Assistant program are listed as PML 1101, PML 1101a, and 
PML 1101b.

How to Apply 


Operating under an apen-door admissions policy, RCCC is 
open to all individuals, 18 or older, who wish to continue their 
education. 

Admission to the College, however, does not ensure admis- 
sion into the applicant’s choice of program. Admission into a 
specific program of study is granted after applicants have 
satisfactorily met the specific requirements for that program. 
Prospective students with academic deficiencies will be given 
an opportunity to remove deficiencies by taking preparatory 
work offered through the Guided Studies Department. 


Applications to the College are maintained in the Student De- 
velopment Services Department. To apply for entry into cur- 
riculum programs, applicants must: 

1. Submit a completed application to the RCCC Admis- 
sions Office. Associate in General Education Degree 
applicants also must submit a completed East Carolina 
University application. 

2. (a) Request their high school to forward a transcript to 
the Admissions Office. A supplementary transcript 
of the final semester's work should be submitted by 
the school after high school graduation. Applicants 
with a high school equivalency certificate must sub- 
mit a copy of their test scores in lieu of a transcript. 

(6) Request official transcripts of all previously com- 
pleted work at other post-secondary education in- 
stitutions attended be submitted to the Admissions 
Office. 

3. Schedule an appointment (except special students) 
with a member of the counseling staff prior to entering 
school. Special students are, however, also urged to 
meet with a counselor to discuss educational plans. 
Individual or small group sessions are held to discuss 
interests, abilities, career planning, and the applicant’s 
first-year program at the College. 

4. Take diagnostic test for placement purposes. After the 
test has been scored, test results will be recorded on 
a five-part Results Form. One copy of this form will be 
immediately routed to the applicant's faculty advisor. 
Applicants will return after taking the diagnostic test to 
discuss the test results with a member of the counseling 
staff. At this time, the applicant will receive a copy of 
the Results Form and then be directed to either the 
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curriculum advisor for admission and registration into a 
curriculum or to the Guided Studies Department for reg- 
istration. Any testing exceptions must be approved by 
a member of the Student Development Services coun- 
seling staff. 
Additional requirements for nursing or other curricula pro- 
grams are listed in the individual program descriptions in this 
Catalog. 


New students should begin the admissions process as early 
as possible (at least one month before registration). Early ap- 
plication allows a student adequate time to meet with a coun- 
selor to plan his/her program of study, have questions 
answered, and take any required admissions tests. 


Students who register for one or more credit courses without 
designating a specific curriculum are classified as special 
credit students and may be exempt from pre-admission testing 
and counseling. However, students who attempt or complete 
21 cumulative hours of courses in a given curriculum must 
declare a major and meet all College and program admission 
requirements. If no such statement of intent is made, the stu- 
dent will receive only audit credit for additional courses beyond 
the 21 initial hours attempted or completed. 


Transfer students may enter RCCC upon meeting general ad- 
mission requirements of the College, including submission of 
official transcripts of all previous college work. Credits will be 
allowed where applicable. 

In addition to the general admission requirements, students 
seeking admission to the Associate in General Education De- 
gree program must have (1) a 2.0 GPA on all work attempted 
at other post-secondary institutions and (2) received an hon- 
orable dismissal and eligibility to return to the college or uni- 
versity last attended. 


| Educational work done in other accredited institutions in which 


a grade of “C” or better was earned and a comparable course 
is offered at RCCC may be accepted as transferable if appro- 
priate to the student's program of study. 

Records of prior work will be evaluated and final acceptance 
or rejection of the transfer of credit lies with the College.

Auditing 


RCCC admits non-immigrant students with proper authoriza- 
tion through the immigration and naturalization services. In 
addition to general admissions requirements, foreign students 
who wish to enroll must (1) demonstrate a satisfactory achieve- 
ment on the Test of English as a Foreign Language with a 
score of at least 500; (2) submit official transcripts of high 
school and college records with certified English translations; 
(3) submit a statement from a bank or appropriate official cer- 
tifying that the applicant has sufficient funds to cover all ex- 
penses incurred while attending RCCC. For tuition purposes, 
a foreign student is classified as an out-of-state student and 
will be charged out-of-state tuition. 


High school students enrolling in the Pre-freshman program 
must have written approval from their high school principal 
prior to their admission to the College. The students must also 
complete and submit a RCCC application for admissions. In 
addition, students may be required to take a placement test 
to ensure they possess adequate skills in math, reading, and 
English to be successful in their selected course/s. High school 
students wishing to take courses in the Associate in General 
Education Degree program must complete RCCC general ad- 
missions requirements as well as meet the requirements of 
East Carolina University. The University requires that the stu- 
dents be high school seniors in the top 25 percent of their 
class, have above average scores on the PSAT or SAT, have 
successfully completed Algebra | and Il and geometry, and 
be recommended by their high school principal. 


Individuals who wish to audit courses must follow regular reg- 
istration procedures and pay the required tuition fee, as well 
as abide by all College regulations. Although no credit is given 
for audited courses, students are expected to attend classes 
regularly and participate in class activities. A student who au- 
dits a course cannot change to credit nor can a student who 
enrolls in a course for credit change to audit after the deadline 
for dropping a course. A student who audits a course may 
repeat the course for credit. 
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Students who wish to attempt to receive credit for a course by 
taking a proficiency exam must receive permission from the 
appropriate department chairperson. The exam must be taken 
during the quarter prior to the end of the first five class days, 
and only one attempt to successfully complete the exam is 
allowed. A score of 85 or higher must be made on the exam 
to be exempt from taking the course. Upon successful com- 
pletion of the examination, a CE (Credit by Proficiency Ex- 
amination) grade will be awarded. This grade has no effect on 
quality points or grade-point average. 

Regular registration procedures and tuition rates apply for 
all courses attempted by proficiency examination. 


Students who fail to register for a fall, winter, spring, or required 
Summer quarter must apply for readmission to the College. 
Students who have withdrawn in good academic standing will 
be referred to their advisor for assistance with readmission and 
registration. If the application for readmission is for a different 
Curriculum, standard admissions requirements for new stu- 
dents will apply. 

Students who have withdrawn as a result of unsatisfactory 
academic progress are required to reapply through the Ad- 
missions Office. 

Readmission decisions will then be made by the Admissions 
Committee. Students granted readmission should contact a 
counselor in the Student Development Services Department 
for information concerning registration. 


Students enrolled in 12 or more credit hours in a given quarter 
are Classified as full-time; less than 12 hours, part-time. 

Students who complete, with a passing grade, 45 or more 
credit hours are classified as sophomores; less than 45, fresh- 
men. 

Students who register for one or more credit courses without 
designating a specific curriculum are classified as special stu- 
dents. (A major must be declared upon accumulation of 21 
Credit hours.) 


Operating on a four-quarter academic year, student registra- 

tion is held each fall, winter, spring and summer quarter. 
The official registration period consists of three days (the 

first day of registration and the first two days of classes) each

quarter. A two-day pre-registration is held during each pre- 
ceding quarter (see College Calendar for specific dates). Open 
enrollment courses (all vocational courses) may be entered 
through the 20% point of the quarter with a recommendation 
from the instructor. 


The College offers a continuous orientation program. All first 
time entering curriculum students, other than special students, 
are required to enroll and complete Orientation 101 (ORI 101) 
the first quarter they register. The objectives of the program 
are as follows: 
1. To assist students with articulation to RCCC. 
2. To acquaint students with the facilities, services, activ- 
ities, policies, and organizations of RCCC. 
3. To encourage and assist students to take advantage of 
the opportunities offered by the College. 
4. To offer instruction in areas of study skills, time man- 
agement, and test-taking techniques. 

The one credit hour of Orientation will not be counted toward 
the number of credits completed for graduation, except for the 
General Education curriculum. This requirement may be 
waived by the Assistant Dean for Counseling Services or de- 
signee. 


Tuition is low at RCCC—only $7.50 per credit hour, up to a 
maximum of $90 per quarter for NC residents. 

Out-of-state students pay $70 per credit hour, up to a max- 
imum of $840 per quarter. 

To qualify for in-state tuition, a legal resident must have 
maintained domicile (residence) in North Carolina for at least 
the 12 months immediately prior to his/her classification as a 
resident for tuition purposes. Additional regulations concerning 
residence classification of students for tuition purposes may 
be obtained from the Student Development Services Depart- 
ment. 


Tuition refund to a student shall not be made unless the student 
is, in the judgment of the institution, compelled to withdraw for 
unavoidable reasons. In such cases, two-thirds of the student's 
tuition may be refunded if the student withdraws within ten 
calendar days after the first day of classes as published in the 
College Calendar. Tuition refunds will not be considered for 
tuition of five dollars ($5) or less, except for a course or Cur- 
riculum which fails to materialize. 
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In order to comply with Federal regulations in institutions not 
regionally accredited, the State Board of Community Colleges 
has authorized modification of the tuition refund policy so that 
veterans or war orphans receiving benefits under U.S. Code 
Title 38, Chapters 33 and 35, can be refunded the pro rata 
portion of the tuition not used up at the time of withdrawal of 
such students. 

Where a student, having paid the required tuition for a 
quarter withdraws from the institution before the end of the 
quarter and the reasons for the withdrawal are found excusable 
by the institution's administration, the student may be allowed 
credit for unrefunded tuition if he applies for readmission dur- 
ing any of the next four calendar quarters and petitions in 
writing to be allowed such credit. 

Where a student, having paid the required tuition and fees 
for a quarter, dies during that quarter (prior to or on the last 
day of examinations of the institution he is attending) all tuition 
and fees for that quarter may be refunded to the estate of the 
deceased. 


Student activity fees are paid each quarter by all day and 
evening students. 

Students pay $7 if registered for six or more credit hours; 
$3.50 if registered for less than six. Fees collected are used 
by the Student Government Association (SGA) to support 
dances, athletic events, contests, and other activities. 


Senior citizens, 65 years of age or older, and prison inmates 
are exempt from tuition and student activity fees. 


The cost of books and supplies varies according to the pro- 
gram in which the student is enrolled. Estimated average costs 
per quarter for a full-time student is $50 to $100. 


All students enrolled in curriculum classes or continuing ed- 
ucation vocational classes are required to purchase accident 
insurance. 

The insurance is $1 per quarter payable at the time of reg- 
istration. It provides coverage while on campus and during 
approved off-campus activities. 

Students in the Nursing Education Options program also are 
required to purchase malpractice insurance. Annual costs av- 
erage about $15.

A $15 fee is charged to all graduating students to cover the 
cost of cap, gown and diploma. The fee, along with the ap- 
plication for graduation, must be submitted to the Registrar 
during the first week of the quarter in which a student plans 
to complete studies. 


A transcript of courses taken at RCCC will be issued to the 
appropriate institution, agency or individual upon written re- 
quest by the student. One transcript will be prepared without 
charge; however, additional transcripts will cost $1 per copy. 

In the event a student has an outstanding debt to RCCC, 
no transcript will be released until the student clears his/her 
account with the Business Office. 


Students driving on campus must purchase a parking permit 
from the Business Office. Parking permits should be displayed 
on the left rear bumper or bottom left corner of rear glass of 
automobiles and in the most prominent place on motorcycles 
and motor scooters and must be clearly visible from the rear. 
Parking permits will not be honored unless they are displayed 
correctly. The identification number must be legible at all times. 


Students having an outstanding debt to RCCC must have all 
debts cleared in order to register, receive grades, graduate, 
receive a diploma or certificate, or participate in student ac- 
tivities. The Dean of Student Development Services may, how- 
ever, grant a waiver for a student in extraordinary 
circumstances. 
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FINANCIAL AiD 


Roanoke-Chowan Community College makes every attempt 
possible to locate financial resources for students who, without 
aid, would not be able to continue their education. 

Financial aid is available to qualifying students in the form 
of scholarships, loans, grants, and part-time employment. The 
amount of aid received is varied and based on financial need, 
which is the difference between the estimated cost of edu- 
cation and the amount a student and/or family can realistically 
contribute toward that cost. 

All students may apply for financial aid assistance; however, 
the majority of aid is awarded to those enrolled in six or more 
credit hours per quarter. Requests for aid should be made at 
least six to eight weeks prior to the intended date of enrollment. 

Financial aid forms, guidelines and regulations may be ob- 
tained from the Financial Aid Office located in the Student 
Development Services Department. 


Pell Grant 


Pell Grants are federally funded, with awards determined 
by the US Department of Education. 


Supplemental Education Opportunity Grant (SEOG) 


Supplemental grants are available through the federal gov- 
ernment for exceptionally needy students. The grants are made 
to a limited number of students. 


North Carolina Student Incentive Grant (NCSIG) 


These grants are available to legal residents of North Car- 
olina who are accepted for full-time enrollment or to students 
enrolled full time and who maintain satisfactory progress. 


Wachovia Technical Scholarship 


Full-time students enrolled in the second year of a two-year 
technical program are eligible for this scholarship program 
established by Wachovia Bank and Trust Company. In addition 
to financial need, scholarships are awarded on the basis of 
scholastic promise and prior performance at the College. 


Carolina Telephone Scholarship 


Carolina Telephone and Telegraph Company established 
the Carolina Telephone Scholarship to assist North Carolina 
residents enrolled or intending to enroll in a curriculum leading 
to a technical degree or vocational diploma. Priority in award- 
ing these scholarships is given to minorities and “displaced 
workers.” Carolina Telephone defines minorities as Blacks, 
Spanish Surname Americans, American Indians, Native Alas- 
kans, and Orientals. Displaced workers are defined as persons 
who have lost their job because of obsolete job skills or be- 
cause of economic recession in their former field of employ- 
ment. 


Carolina Telephone College Transfer Scholarship 


Also established by the Carolina Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, this scholarship is awarded to an in-state resident 
enrolled or intending to enroll in the General Education pro- 
gram. Priority in awarding the scholarship will be given to 
Blacks. However, other factors considered include scholastic 
achievement, financial need, and participation in community 
activities. 


North Carolina Community College Scholarships 


The State Board of Community Colleges, with appropriations 
from the General Assembly, established this scholarship pro- 
gram in 1984 to provide educational funds to those persons 
hit hardest by the rising cost of education. To qualify as a 
scholarship candidate, a person must be a resident of North 
Carolina, be enrolled or intending to enroll as a full- or part- 
time curriculum student, and maintain a passing grade aver- 
age at or above the level required for graduation. Priority in 
awarding the scholarships will be given to persons with the 
greatest financial need as determined by the College’s Finan- 
cial Aid Committee; minorities (Blacks, American Indians, 
Spanish Surname Americans, Native Alaskans, Orientals): 
Black students enrolled in college transferable curriculum pro- 
grams; displaced persons seeking new job skills; and women 
in nontraditional curriculum programs. Other factors consid- 
ered in the selection process will include, but not be limited 
to, scholastic achievement and participation in College and 
community activities. 


Betsy Ussery Blanton Memorial Nursing Scholarship 


The Betsy Ussery Blanton Memorial Nursing Scholarship 
was established in 1984 by John C. Blanton in memory of his 
wife. The scholarship is awarded to a rising second-level nurs- 
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ing student displaying outstanding academic performance, 
sound leadership abilities, and commitments to civic activities. 
Financial need may be a determining factor when two or more 
candidates are considered equally eligible. 


Ahoskie Woman’s Club Scholarship 


Established in 1989, this scholarship is awarded annually to 
a student beginning second-year studies at RCCC. The stu- 
dent must be a resident of the Ahoskie area and must be 
continuing the second year of the two-year program in which 
previously enrolled or entering the first year of a different Ccur- 
riculum. 


Sylvia Flack Hunt Scholarship 


This scholarship is awarded to a rising second-level Nursing 
Education Options (NEO) student who exemplifies the profes- 
sional nursing attributes of leadership, scholastical achieve- 
ment, and clinical performance combined with empathy and 
respect for others. The scholarship was established in 1982 
by nursing alumni in honor of the program’s founder, Sylvia 
Flack Hunt. 


Freeman Scholarship 


The Freeman Scholarship was established in 1986 in 
memory of Julian P. Freeman, dean of Continuing Education 
at RCCC for many years. This endowed scholarship is awarded 
yearly to a student entering a vocational program. Applicants 
must be a NC resident and demonstrate leadership potential. 
Financial need and participation in outside activities, 
community and church also are determining factors in the 
selection of the recipient. 


Jernigan Scholarship 


This endowed scholarship was established in 1986 in mem- 
ory of Roberts H. Jernigan, Jr., a founder of the College and 
RCCC Board of Trustee chairman for 19 years. The scholarship 
is awarded annually to a high school senior in the upper third 
of his/her graduating class, or to a rising RCCC sophomore 
having a 3.0 grade point average. Applicants must be a NC 
resident and demonstrate leadership potential. Other factors 
considered in the selection process are participation in outside 
activities, community, church, and financial need. 


Loans 


Young Scholarship 


Established in 1987 in honor of the College’s first president, 
John W. Young, Jr., this endowed scholarship is awarded 
yearly to a Hertford County high school graduate in the upper 
third of his/her graduating class. Applicants must be a NC 
resident and demonstrate leadership potential. Other factors 
considered in the selection process are participation in outside 
activities, Community, church, and financial need. 


Hertford County Commissioners Scholarship 


Established with funds from the Hertford County Board of 
Commissioners, this scholarship is awarded annually to a grad- 
uate of a Hertford County high school. Applicants must be in- 
state residents and demonstrate leadership potential. Partici- 
pation in community, church, and other outside activities may 
be considered in the selection process. 


Stafford (Guaranteed Student Loan) 


The Stafford Loan is a low-interest loan made by banks, 
credit unions, savings and loan associations, and other com- 
mercial lenders. In North Carolina, College Foundation, Inc. is 
the central lender. 


NC Student Loan for Health, Science, and Mathematics 


The North Carolina General Assembly, in an effort to assist 
and encourage state residents seeking careers in the health, 
science, and mathematics disciplines, provides appropriation 
for loans in certain instructional programs. These programs 
include allied health, health sciences, clinical psychology, and 
medical social work. 

At present, only students in the College’s Nursing Education 
Options program may apply for this loan. 


Nurse Education Scholarship Loan Program (NESLP) & 
Nurse Scholarship Program (NSP) 


Nursing Education students also may apply for these two 
financial assistance programs, which were established by the 
1989 North Carolina General Assembly to address the current 
shortage of nurse practitioners in the state. The NESLP works 
in conjunction with existing financial aid resourses to ensure 
enrollment and retention, with awards based on financial need. 
Awarding of the NSP is based on academic merit and not 
financial need. 
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NC Vocational and Technical Loan 


This loan program is designed to provide financial assis- 
tance to North Carolina residents enrolled or expected to enroll 
as full-time students in vocational and technical programs of- 
fered in an institution in the North Carolina Community College 
System.

Students who are in good standing with the College and who 
are facing an immediate financial need may apply for a short- 
term, interest-free loan through the Student Emergency Fund. 
Loans are made to cover direct college expenses (tuition, 
books, activity fees, insurance, transportation costs to and from 
school). In extreme emergencies, additional expenses may be 
approved by the Financial Aid Officer and Dean of Student 
Development Services. No loan shall exceed $100. 


Robert E. Sessoms Emergency Fund 


Short-term, interest-free loans may be made from this fund 
to help cover the costs of tuition and/or books. Students must 
be in financial need and maintain good standing with the Col- 
lege. This fund was established by several College employees 
in 1985 in honor of Robert Sessoms, dean of Student Devel- 
opment Services at RCCC. 


College Work-Study 


RCCC participates in the federal College Work-Study pro- 
gram which allows students to work part-time at the College 
to help meet educational expenses. Eligibility for College Work- 
Study and the number of working hours per week is based on 
financial need.

Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA) 


Students qualifying for assistance under this federal pro- 
gram will have certain college related expenses paid by JTPA 
to the College. 


Vocational Rehabilitation 


This program provides state funds to assist handicapped 
persons in obtaining necessary training to become gainfully 
employed. 

Vocational Rehabilitation provides funds to support educa- 
tional expenses (tuition, fees, books) for these individuals dur- 
ing their training.

Migrant and seasonal farm workers or their dependents may 
apply for financial assistance through this agency. 


Loans provided directly by the College, such as Emergency 
Fund, must be repaid within 90 days. 

Students failing to make repayment in a timely manner will 
receive written notice from the College. Unpaid student ac- 
counts will be referred to the NC Attorney General’s office or 
Department of Revenue for collection. 


Any student having an outstanding debt to RCCC, including 
charges, fees, fines, defaulted payments or student aid 
overpayments, will not be allowed to register, receive grades, 
graduate, receive a diploma or certificate, participate in stu- 
dent activities, or receive or have an academic transcript for- 
warded until all debts have been cleared. 

Also, students in default of institutional loans or repayments 
cannot be awarded financial aid until satisfactory repayment 
arrangements have been made. 

Students in default of federal student loans or repayment of 
grants at any college cannot be awarded federal financial aid 
until repaid. 

In extraordinary circumstances, the Dean of Student De- 
velopment Services may grant a waiver for a student. 


In addition to maintaining satisfactory progress according to 
the College's academic standards, students also must meet 
certain financial! aid standards every quarter, even if aid is not 
received every quarter. 
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Financial aid standards include:

No Title IV aid will be awarded for NC and AU courses. 
Students receiving WP, WF, W, F or | on a course will 
be allowed to receive aid when repeating that course 
one time only. 

No aid will be awarded for repeating a course for which 
credit already has been awarded, unless curriculum 
standards require that the course be repeated. 


. Students changing programs will be evaluated accord- 


ing to those courses which give credit in the new pro- 
gram of study. These must meet minimum grade point 
average. 


. Courses taken, which are not required for graduation 


from the curriculum program for which a student is en- 
rolled, do not qualify for financial aid, with the exception 
of Guided Studies courses. 

Transfer credits from other postsecondary institutions 
will not be used to determine satisfactory progress. 


. A student who fails to demonstrate satisfactory aca- 


demic progress will forfeit all financial aid awarded and 
disbursements will be terminated. 

Students in default of federal student loans or repayment 
of grants at any college cannot be awarded federal 
financial aid until repaid. Students in default of institu- 
tional loans or repayments cannot be awarded financial 
aid until satisfactory repayment arrangements have 
been made. 

Students enrolled for five or less credit hours are not 
eligible for Pell Grant aid. 

No more than one year’s worth of Guided Studies may 
be taken into account when determining students’ eli- 
gibility for federal financial aid. 


To continue to receive student financial aid, recipients must 
meet the time frame requirements to complete their educational 
degree/diploma and maintain a certain cumulative GPA. Stu- 
dents taking courses numbered 100 or lower will be given two 
additional quarters to meet the time frame.

Appeal of 
Financial Aid 
Termination 


The College has been designated as an institutional member 
of Servicemembers Opportunity Colleges (SOC), a group of 
over 400 colleges and universities providing voluntary post- 
secondary education to members of the military throughout the 
world. As aSOC member, RCCC recognizes the unique nature 
of the military lifestyle and has committed itself to easing the 
transfer of relevant course credits, providing flexible academic 
residency requirements, and crediting learning from appro- 
priate military training and experiences. 


The educational assistance program administered by the VA 
under which a potentially eligible veteran and/or serviceperson 
may be entitled is largely dependent on when the individual 
served on active duty. The VA administers 11 educational as- 
sistance programs, and the basic eligibility criteria may vary 
from one to another. Generally, only the VA can determine an 
applicant’s eligibility for educational assistance. In some in- 
stances, the VA will rely on the military to make the eligibility 
determination.

When a student of the College is given notice of termination 
of financial aid, the student is entitled to procedural due proc- 
ess. Any student who wishes to appeal this decision must 
abide by the following process. 

1. Students may appeal their termination of financial aid 
only for extraordinary circumstances (death in imme- 
diate family or student illness or injury). This appeal must 
be made to the Financial Aid Committee, which is ap- 
pointed each year by the President of the College. 

2. Within five working days following the termination of fi- 
nancial aid, the student must present in writing to the 
chairperson of the Financial Aid Committee his/her rea- 
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sons for an appeal along with documentation or proof 
of circumstances. 

3. Upon receipt of the appeal, the committee will review 
the facts of the case based on the evidence presented 
and will send a written recommendation to the Dean of 
Student Development Services. 

4. Within two working days of receipt of the recommen- 
dation, the Dean will decide to uphold or reverse the 
committee's recommendation. 

5. If the student wishes to appeal the Dean’s decision, he/ 
she may appeal to the President of the College. The 
President’s decision is the final administrative authority 
in the resolution of the appeal. 


“Unsatisfactory Progress” occurs when financial aid recipients 
fail to meet all of the measurable satisfactory academic prog- 
ress definitions. When financial aid has been terminated, it may 
be reinstated by one of the following measures: (a) by enrolling 
at RCCC without financial aid benefits (paying your educational 
cost yourself) and meeting the requirements of satisfactory 
progress requirement, aid will be reinstated the subsequent 
academic quarter; (b) by the appeal process. 

Retroactive payments of financial aid are prohibited for un- 
satisfactory progress quarters.

Every aspect of student life at RCCC is a concern of the Student 
Development Services Department. From pre-admission 
through graduation, staff members provide services to help 
students achieve academic, personal and social growth. 
These services include admissions, counseling, academic ad- 
vising, testing and placement, registration, financial aid and 
veterans assistance, referral, records, student activities, ori- 
entation, and more. The Department also is open at night to 
serve evening students. 


Counseling & Advising 


Guidance and counseling are an integral part of the overall 
educational program at the College. 

Trained counselors are available to assist students with ac- 
ademic, occupational and personal problems. Counseling is 
available to every student from pre-admission through grad- 
uation. 

To assist students in their academic programs, the College 
has established an advisor plan where every student is as- 
signed a faculty advisor by the Student Development Services 
Department. The advisor helps plan the student's academic 
program, keeps a record of his progress, and is available for 
additional counseling. 


Testing 

Students wishing to enter a specific curriculum program are 
given a placement test to determine levels of achievement in 
English, reading, and math. Any testing exception must be 
approved by a counselor in the Student Development Services 
Department. 

Test results are discussed with students and if scores in- 
dicate additional skill building work is needed, students will 
be required to take appropriate courses offered in the Guided 
Studies Department. 


Job Placement 

Job placement services are provided to students wishing to 
secure employment while attending RCCC or after graduation. 
Current information on local, state, and regional job vacancies 
is updated weekly. Although RCCC does not guarantee em- 
ployment, every effort is made to assist graduates with em- 
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ployment. Individuals seeking job placement services should 
contact the Career Center. 


Career Center 

In addition to job placement services, the Career Center also 
provides career counseling. Trained counselors assist stu- 
dents with developing realistic and well-informed career goals. 
A library of printed materials also is maintained with ready 
access to information on labor trends, local pay rates, job 
requirements and other pertinent data which help form the 
foundation for making a career decision. Educational/voca- 
tional decision-making workshops and instruction related to 
employment also are provided. 

Students meeting certain eligibility criteria may participate 
in other activities soonsored by the Center. These include train- 
ing sessions in locating, interviewing for and keeping jobs; 
counseling and testing to determine strongest skills and tal- 
ents; and assistance with finding jobs and/or suitable training. 


Child Care Assistance 

Single parents and homemakers enrolled in vocational or tech- 
nical programs may be eligible to receive assistance with child 
care costs through a special day care grant. Assistance is 
provided on a first-come, first-serve basis, with each student's 
income and number of dependent children being considered. 
Students interested in applying for assistance need to contact 
the Child Care Coordinator through the Student Development 
Services Department. 


SGA 


The Student Government Association (SGA) is designed to 
promote the general welfare of the College in a democratic 
fashion and to facilitate communication between the student 
body, the faculty, and the administration. This student council 
provides ameans through which students can promote interest 
in student activities, such as dances, cookouts, and field days 
both on and off campus. 

SGA officers are elected annually by the student body. Elec- 
tions for president, secretary, and treasurer are held during 
spring quarter; vice president, parliamentarian, and sergeant- 
at-arms are elected during fall quarter. The SGA president also 
serves as a non-voting member of the College Board of Trus- 
Lees: 


Student Activities 


In conjunction with the College’s Student Activity Committee, 
a student activities program is developed and sponsored an- 


nually by the SGA and its advisor (admissions/student activities 
coordinator). Such activities may include intramurals, club 
membership, educational, cultural and social events. Any other 
type of curriculum department social functions must be ap- 
propriately approved. 

Students are expected to conduct themselves with honor 
and exhibit high standards of responsible citizenship during 
all College functions whether on or off campus. 


Student Publications 


Student publications will be established according to the 
needs and interests of the student body. The SGA will be 
responsible for determining whether or not there is sufficient 
interest, if adequate funds are available for all publication 
costs, how often the publication will be printed, the type of 
publication desired, and the selection of an advisor. This in- 
formation will then be presented to the Dean of Student De- 
velopment Services for review and presentation to the 
President. The President will make the final decision for ap- 
proval or disapproval of publications. 


iD 


Identification cards are issued to all curriculum students as 
part of the registration process and student activity fee. ID 
cards allow students to attend social, cultural, and educational 
events sponsored by the College. Also, students receiving 
financial aid must present their ID card before checks can be 
issued. ID cards are issued to other students, such as those 
in ABE, GED, and HRD, for a nominal fee. 


Alumni 
The RCCC Alumni Association works to (1) form an everlasting 
bond and open line of communication among RCCC alumni, 
(2) promote the principle that education learning and the quest 
for knowledge is a lifelong pursuit, and (3) promote public 
interest in the welfare of the College and in the areas of de- 
velopment and activity. 

Full membership is granted to any RCCC graduate, with 
associate membership available to current students and other 
persons interested in the College. Membership is free. 


Student Health Services 


Other than for minor first aid, RCCC has no facilities or per- 
sonnel for medical treatment. A first aid kit is maintained in the 
Student Development Services Department. All injuries and 
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accidents should be reported to this Department and to the 
Business Office in the event professional medical services are 
required. Emergency medical services are available at the 
Roanoke-Chowan Hospital Emergency Room if needed. 
Should an outbreak of a contagious disease occur, students 
may be required to provide proof that they have current im- 
munization as recommended by the local health department. 


Student Housing 


The College does not provide student housing. Students who 
wish to live away from home must make their own housing 
arrangements. Assistance in locating living arrangements in 
the community may be provided by the Student Development 
Services Department. However, the College assumes no re- 
sponsibility in any financial arrangement between the student 
and the landlord. 


The Roanoke-Chowan Community College procedure for traffic 
control and parking is to enhance an orderly flow of on-campus 
vehicle traffic and parking in the interest of safety. 

The College reserves the right to withdraw motor vehicle 
privileges at any time from any person who does not comply 
with these rules and regulations. 

Every vehicle driven on campus on a regular basis must be 
registered in the Business Office. 

When a parking permit is issued to an individual, that person 
will be responsible and accountable for that particular permit. 
The individual to whom the parking permit is issued shall be 
responsible for all parking violations of the vehicle registered, 
regardless of who is operating the vehicle. Parking permits are 
not transferable. If a permit is lost or stolen, individuals should 
notify the Business Office. 

Parking permits should be displayed as soon as they are 
obtained. They should be displayed on the left rear bumper 
or bottom left corner of rear glass of automobiles and in the 
most prominent place on motorcycles and motor scooters and 
must be clearly visible from the rear. Parking permits will not 
be honored unless they are displayed correctly. The identifi- 
cation number must be legible at all times. 

Parking will be on a first-come, first-serve basis unless oth- 
erwise posted. Parking areas for students, staff, faculty, visi- 
tors, and special reserved areas are indicated by signs. 

The following are designated as No Parking Areas, and 
violators may be ticketed.

The following are designated as Restricted Parking Areas, 
and unauthorized vehicles parked in any of these areas may 
be ticketed.

Handicapped Parking—A limited number of spaces 
have been reserved for handicapped visitors, students, 
and employees and are appropriately marked. Other 
handicapped spaces will be reserved as needed. Au- 
thorization for parking in these areas may be given for 
the following: 
(a) by having an official state-issued Handicapped li- 
cense plate 
(b) by having a statement signed by a physician stating 
type and duration of handicap. 
All persons qualifying for a reserved handicapped park- 
ing space must be registered as such in the Business 
Office, and the vehicle in which they are being trans- 
ported must display either a state-issued license plate 
or an RCCC handicap sticker issued by the Business 
Office. 


_ Institutional Vehicle Parking—Parking spaces will be re- 


served and marked by signs for RCCC vehicles. Other 
vehicles are not to park in these spaces at any time. 


Any vehicle left unattended on campus for seven (7) con- 
secutive days will be considered as abandoned and may be 
towed away at the owner's expense without warning. 

A speed limit of 15 miles per hour will be observed for all 
vehicles while on campus. 

Security officers will issue traffic tickets for violations of these 
regulations. 

Fines will be as follows: 

A. For failure to register vehicle: $3 per violation. 
B. For improper parking: $3 per violation. 
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All traffic tickets are due and payable within five (5) days 
after the date of issuance, excluding weekends or College 
holidays. Fines for first offenders will be waived. Fines may be 
paid at the Business Office. The original copy of the violation 
must be presented to the Business Office at the time the vi- 
olation is paid. If the ticket copy is lost, the ticket can only be. 
paid if the person presents his vehicle license number and 
parking permit number to the Business Office. 

Any student who fails to pay his financial obligation to the 
College relating to traffic violations will not be allowed to reg- 
ister in school or secure a transcript of records until the obli- 
gation has been cleared. Willful disregard of traffic regulations 
or of unpaid fines may subject a student to disciplinary action. 

Any person feeling that his vehicle has been unjustly ticketed 
may appeal. Appeals must be received within five days, ex- 
cluding weekends or College holidays, after issuance of the 
ticket or the right to appeal is forfeited. 

All appeals must be in writing. 

Student Appeals are made to the Dean of Student Devel- 
opment Services. He will make a determination if the penalty 
for the ticket is to be enforced, reduced, or eliminated, and 
will notify the student of the decision in writing within five days. 
Students need not appeal in person to the Dean. Payment of 
fines must be received within five days of the date of the ticket, 
excluding weekends or College holidays. If the ticket penalty 
is reduced or eliminated, refunds will be made upon presen- 
tation of the Dean of Student Development Services’ written 
decision to the Business Office. 

Students may, within five days after an appeal is denied by 
the Dean of Student Development Services, make a second 
appeal to the Dean requesting the appeal be presented to an 
appeal committee. This committee will consist of a staff mem- 
ber, a faculty member, and one student. The Dean of Student 
Development Services will appoint this committee. The second 
appeal also must be made in writing with the notation, “Second 
Appeal for the Appeal Committee.” The decision of the appeal 
committee will be final, and the student will be notified of the 
decision in writing within ten days of the date of appeal. Pay- 
ment of any fine must be received within five days of the date 
of the ticket, excluding weekends and College holidays. If the 
ticket penalty is reduced or eliminated, refunds will be made 
upon presentation of the appeal committee's written decision 
to the Business Office.

A short-order food service is available in the student lounge. 
In addition to hamburgers, hot dogs, french fries, and various 
sandwiches, breakfast foods and daily specials are available. 
Drink and snack vending machines also are available. Normal 
operating hours for food services are 8 a.m. - 2:30 p.m. and 
6 p.m. - 8 p.m. 


Smoking is not allowed in classrooms and in other areas des- 
ignated by NO SMOKING signs. Smoking may be permitted 
in open shops or labs where instructors feel smoking is not 
hazardous. Food and drink should be kept within the limits of 
the student lounge or out-of-doors. 


Students needing to make telephone calls may use the pay 
phones located in the student lounge of the Jernigan Education 
Center and in the lounge of the Freeland Center. 


Located in Room 111 of the Jernigan Center, the bookstore 
carries textbooks, student supplies and materials, and other 
various items. Operating hours are posted on the bookstore 
door. 


Students who are properly registered in on-going curriculum 
or extension vocational classes are permitted to use shops, 
labs, and equipment in these particular classes. 

The following rules apply to the use of school shops and 
facilities. 

1. All shops and other school facilities must be closed by 
five o'clock each day. They should be open at night only 
for regular night classes. Anyone wishing to use any 
shop or other facility after five o'clock may do so only 
with special permission of the department chairperson 
and the Business Manager. 

2. No work of a commercial nature may be done in any 
shop. Work on vehicles and other equipment for stu- 
dents and direct employees of the institution may be 
done only if this is part of the class work or project. 
Using state time or tools to work on personal equipment 
during the regular school day is strictly forbidden, - 

3. No charges may be made for anything other than spec- 
ified for parts and the regular service charges previously 
established. 
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4. Any student or employee found abusing these regula- 
tions will be subject to immediate suspension or dis- 
missal. 

5. Individuals or organizations desiring to use College fa- 
cilities need to contact the Business Manager or Dean 
of Instruction. Fees may be required in some instances. 


During fire drills and actual fire emergencies, fire alarms will 
be signaled by a constant ringing of the fire bell system. 
Procedures to be followed are: 

1. close classroom windows and doors 

2. evacuate the building using the nearest fire exit from 
any room 

3. evacuate in a quiet, orderly fashion—single file—no run- 
ning or pushing 

4. move and remain at least 200 feet from the building. 

A tornado warning will be announced over the PA system. 
When this occurs: 

1. open as many windows in the exterior wall as practical. 

2. relocate to areas offering the greatest tornado resis- 
tance (interior classrooms, halls, vaults). 

3. sitonthe floor with backs to corridor walls or glass areas. 
Coats and jackets should be used to cover head, arms, 
legs, as to reduce injuries from flying glass and other 
debris. 


In certain curriculums, such as Cosmetology, patrons or clients 
may receive student services at a minimal cost. Also, as part 
of student training, live projects and services may be provided. 


When classes must be canceled due to severe weather con- 
ditions, critical power failure, etc., official announcements will 
be made over various radio and television stations. Other pub- 
lic and private school closings in Hertford and surrounding 
counties do not mean that RCCC will be closed. 


All visitors should report to the receptionist’s desk in the lobby 
of the Jernigan Education Center. Visitors should not interrupt 
classes and should be directed to the Student Development 
Services Department if needing to see students. Visitors seek- 
ing permission to do any kind of sales or solicitation are to be 
directed to the Business Manager. Persons involved in political 
Campaigning are to be directed to the President’s Office.

Faculty and staff should inform students and visitors that 
according to College procedure children should not be 
brought on campus. Children brought on campus by students 
or other individuals should be seated in the student lounge 
and not left unattended by an adult. 

Any visitor who causes a disturbance should be reported to 
a security guard and to the Dean of Student Development 
Services (in the evening to the Assistance Dean, Evening Pro- 
grams) immediately by any employee who observes the dis- 
turbance. The visitor should be asked to leave immediately. If 
the Dean of Student Development Services is not available, 
the incident should be reported to the President. If neither the 
Dean of Student Development Services nor the President is 
available, it should be reported to the next person in the chain 
of command (Dean of Instruction, Dean of Institutional Ad- 
vancement, Dean of Continuing Education, or Business Man- 
ager). 


Requests for any type of on-campus solicitation must be made 
in writing to the Business Office. 


Any student who impairs, impedes, or disrupts the legal mis- 
sions, processes, or functions of the College may be subject 
to suspension or expulsion from the College and in some 
cases, referred to civil authorities. 

1. Under no condition will alcoholic beverages or narcotics 
be allowed on College property, nor will any student 
under the influence of alcoholic beverages or narcotics 
be allowed on campus. Any violation may result in ex- 
pulsion or suspension on the first offense. 

2. Any student proved to have cheated will be subject to 
appropriate disciplinary action. 

3. Students who engage in such acts as stealing, gam- 
bling, profane language, personal combat, or posses- 
sion of firearms and dangerous weapons will be subject 
to appropriate disciplinary action. 

4. Students who lose, damage, or degrade school prop- 
erty will be charged for the full extent of damage or loss 
and will be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. 

5. Students who engage in disruptive activities, such as 
unlawful protests, demonstrations or other group activ- 
ities, will be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. 
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Students infected with the AIDS virus will not be excluded from 
enrollment or restricted in their access to College facilities or 
services, unless medically based judgments in individual 
cases establish that exclusion or restriction is necessary to the 
welfare of the individual or the welfare of other persons in the 
College. Students with the virus should share that information, 
on a confidential basis, with the Dean of Student Development 
Services. 

Also, students who have reasonable basis for believing they 
are infected are expected to seek expert advice about their 
health circumstances and are obligated, ethically and legally, 
to conduct themselves responsibly in accordance with such 
knowledge for the protection of other members of the com- 
munity. 


Sexual harassment of any student or employee by any other 
student or employee is a violation of the policy of the RCCC 
Board of Trustees. The complaint of any student who believes 
that he or she has been subjected to sexual harassment is a 
grievance to be resolved through the student grievance pro- 
cedures as outlined in the College Catalog, except that pres- 
entation is made to a grievance officer appointed by the 
President. 


Any student has the right to raise a complaint or lodge a griev- 
ance claim whenever he/she feels an injustice or unfair treat- 
ment has occurred. 

To insure that the grievance is given proper attention, the 
student should follow these steps: 

1. Request a conference with the curriculum advisor. If the 
advisor can solve the problem to the satisfaction of the 
student, the matter should be settled there. 

2. |f the advisor cannot resolve the problem, he/she should 
take the student to the curriculum chairperson (if advisor 
and curriculum chairperson are not the same person) 
who will attempt to reach a satisfactory solution. 

3. If no satisfactory solution has been reached thus far, 
the curriculum chairperson should arrange a confer- 
ence between the student and a counselor in the Stu- 
dent Development Services Department. 

4. lf the student is still not satisfied, the Dean of Student 
Development Services shall bring the student to the 
President. The President shall hold a hearing, using as 
many witnesses as necessary to hear all sides of the

complaint. Following the hearing, the President shall 
issue a ruling or decision concerning the problem. The 
ruling of the President shall be final, subject only to the 
student’s right of appeal to the Board of Trustees. 


. Nothing in these procedures will prevent the student 


from carrying the complaint directly to the Dean of Stu- 
dent Development Services or to the President, if he/ 
she prefers. 


When a student is given notice of suspension or expulsion, the 
student is entitled to procedural due process. Any student who 
wishes to appeal this decision must abide by the following 
process: 


aD, 


Within five working days, the student must present in 
writing his/her reasons for such an appeal to the ap- 
propriate dean to ask for a Board of Review. 

A Board of Review is appointed by the President to hold 
a hearing within five working days of the receipt of the 
appeal. 

The Board of Review will review the charges as pre- 
sented by the dean and present a written copy of its 
findings to the President within two working days. 
Either party may have counsel and/or witnesses heard. 
The Board of Review will determine the facts of the case 
based on the evidence presented. The Board of Review 
shall give prime consideration to the following ques- 
tions: 

a. Has a school policy or law been violated? 

b. Is the student charged the guilty party? 


_ Within two working days of receipt of the Board of Re- 


view's findings, the President will issue a decision to 
uphold or reverse the decision of the dean and notify 
the student. 

The President will act as the final administrative authority 
in resolution of the appeal. 

lf the appeal has not been resolved at this final step in 
the College’s administrative process, the student will 
notify the President of the College in writing requesting 
a hearing before the Board of Trustees. 


The Guided Studies Department is designed especially for 
students who, according to scores on the College placement 
test, need to improve basic educational skills. Guided Studies 
courses, those numbered 100 and lower, are grouped into two 
divisions—Basics and Bridge—and cannot be included in the 
total number of hours required for graduation. 
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The length of time that a student remains in the department 
depends upon placement test scores and progress made by 
the student. In some cases, a student may be allowed to take 
curriculum and Guided Studies courses during the same 
quarter. Students are required to maintain a certain GPA in 
order to remain in gocd standing. 


Student Support Services is a federally funded program which 
offers support services to a specific group of students who 
may not otherwise show their true academic potential. These 
services include counseling, tutoring, assistance in applying 
for financial aid, cultural enrichment activities, and a special 
study skills course. To participate in the Student Support Serv- 
ices program, students must meet certain eligibility require- 
ments and complete an application form. Forms may be 
obtained from the Student Support Services office. 


The Learning Resources Center (LRC) provides library, learn- 
ing lab, audiovisual and computer-assisted instruction serv- 
ices to Support and enrich the College's instructional 
programs. Open to community residents, as well as students 
and staff, the LRC hours are 7:30 a.m. - 9:30 p.m. Monday - 
Thursday; 7:30 a.m. - 4 p.m. Friday; and 8 a.m. - 12 noon on 
Saturday when curriculum classes meet. 


Library 


In the spring of 1987, library users began using computers 
rather than the standard card catalog to locate books, giving 
the library the distinct honor of being the first in the NC Com- 
munity College System to have an automated catalog. 

The library maintains a comprehensive reference collection, 
more than 30,000 volumes and 225 periodicals, a best-seller 
collection, and numerous daily and weekly newspapers. Inter- 
library loan service also is available, as well as a coin-operated 
photocopying machine, telefax machine, job listings, films, 
video tapes, and many other print and nonprint media. 


Audiovisuals 


Audiovisual equipment and materials are available for in-house 
and community group use. Video cassette recorders, over- 
head, slide and opaque projectors, record players, cassette 
tape recorders, and screens are a few of the many types of 
equipment available. The borrowing or renting of 16mm films 
from many state and federal agencies also is provided.

Learning Lab 


The learning lab is a structured, but flexible, learning center 
where students and area residents are given individual assis- 
tance in a variety of study areas. Many of the courses offered 
are free of charge and may be entered at any time. 

In addition to curriculum courses which may be offered, 
many special interest and noncredit courses are available. 
These include pre-college studies, basic skills improvement, 
supplementary instruction in high school studies, SAT prep- 
aration, foreign language, and more. 

Individuals 18 years of age or older may enroll in courses 
offered through the lab. High school students (grades 9-12) 
may receive services under special provisions. 


Computer-Assisted Instruction Lab 


The CAI lab maintains a variety of computerized materials to 
support RCCC’s curriculum programs and provides additional 
learning experiences for students. Although students usually 
enter the lab upon instructor referral for drill and practice ex- 
ercises, students may choose to enter on their own, provided 
space is available and the students can benefit from available 
instructional materials. 

Any awarding of credit or grades for work completed in the 
lab will be determined by the referring instructor. 


The RCCC Child Development Center provides on-campus 
child care services for three, four and five-year-old children of 
students and employees. Community residents also may enroll 
their children, providing space is available. The Center can 
accommodate a maximum of 25 children and charges a weekly 
fee per child. In addition to providing quality child care serv- 
ices, the Center also serves as an observation and internship 
lab for students in the Early Childhood and Special Education 
curricula. Specific information regarding fees and operation, 
can be obtained directly from the Center, which is located in 
the H. C. Freeland Center. 
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ACADEMIC 
POLICIES 


The College considers regular class attendance and prompt- 
ness important to good scholarship. Instructors who have stu- 
dents experiencing attendance problems are encouraged to 
refer these students to one of the counselors. 

Absences from class do not relieve the student of meeting 
all the requirements of the course. Regardless of the reason, 
when the student accumulates absences totaling 15 percent 
of the instructional hours of the course, the instructor has the 
authority to drop the student from the course. Being late three 
times will be recorded as one hour of the absentee limit for 
that course.

The student who is dropped may request an appeal to the 
Dean of Student Development Services for reinstatement con- 
sideration. 

The following steps will be taken when a student is to be 
dropped from a course for excessive absences. 

1. The instructor drops the student from course enrollment 
using the drop section of the standard drop-add form. 

2. The Registrar's Office will process the drop-add form. 

3. A student who wishes to appeal must do so in writing 
one (1) working day after returning to school. 

4. The dean or his designee will investigate the evidence 
provided by the student, faculty member, and available 
records. 

5. The dean or his designee will make a decision and notify 
in writing both the student and instructor within one (1) 
working day of the appeal. 

6. If the decision is to reinstate, the student must fill out 
the add section of the standard drop-add form and turn 
it in to the Registrar's Office for processing. A student 
who Is absent a second time after reinstatement, will be 
dropped with no further reinstatement consideration. 

At any time reinstatement is denied, the student may follow 
the student appeal process as outlined in the College Catalog. 

During the appeal process, the student will not be allowed 
to attend the class under consideration.

Students may add courses during the first five class days of 
the quarter. Students are permitted to drop without penalty 
from courses prior to the end of the fourth week of class. When 
a course is officially dropped during the prescribed time pe- 
riod, the student’s record will show a W (withdrawal). If the 
student drops a course after the end of the official drop period, 
he/she will receive a grade of WP or WF. 

A student may add/drop a course by securing the proper 
form from the Registrar’s Office, completing it, securing the 
advisor’s signature, and returning the completed form to the 
Registrar's Office. 


A student who finds it necessary to withdraw from all classes 
must complete the appropriate form, securing all his/her in- 
structors’ signatures and the advisor’s signature, and return 
the completed form to a Student Development Services coun- 
selor’s office where an exit interview will be held. A grade of 
W will be given if the withdrawal is during the drop period. If 
the withdrawal is after the drop period, a grade of WP or WF 
will be recorded. 


Students may not repeat a course for credit in which they have 
already received a grade of “C” or higher. Courses transferred 
from other institutions may not be repeated for credit, but the 
student may audit the courses. If such a course is repeated, 
the original grade will be the grade of record; and AU (AUDIT) 
will be entered on the permanent record. 

Students may repeat a course for credit in which they have 
received a grade of “D” or “F” under the condition that in each 
case credit hours will be considered hours attempted and used 
in computing the quality point average. 

Financial aid recipients and veterans will not receive assis- 
tance or benefits for repeating courses in which they have 
received a D grade unless required by the academic depart- 
ment.

The WE denotes official withdrawal when the student 
is not passing the course.

Credit by Proficiency Examination: This grade is 
awarded for credit hours only and does not affect 
quality points or grade point average.

For the purpose of determining grade-point averages (GPA), 
final grades have the following values or points: A=4,B= 
3-C = 2:D = 1; WF = 0;F = O. Other grades are not included 
in the GPA. The cumulative grade-point average is computed 
by multiplying the points for each course by the quarter hours 
for that course, then dividing by the total number of quarter 
hours. A GPA of 2.00 for work taken at RCCC is required for 
graduation. Some departments may have additional gradua- 
tion requirements. 


Each curriculum student is expected to make satisfactory prog- 
ress toward obtaining a degree or diploma. At the end of each 
quarter, a student's grade-point average for that quarter and 
his/her cumulative grade-point average are examined. The 
minimum cumulative grade-point average for remaining in 
good standing is as follows in the scale below.

A student who fails to maintain the minimum academic re- 
quirements will be placed on academic warning for the next 
quarter. He/she will be notified in writing by the Assistant Dean 
of Counseling Services and must consult his/her advisor before 
registering again. Should he/she fail to reestablish the required 
average during the warning quarter, the student will be placed 
on academic probation and must meet the requirements of the 
Admissions Committee before being allowed to re-register. 

Any student classified as “Academic Probation” at RCCC is 
considered to be making UNSATISFACTORY progress, and is 
NOT eligible for financial aid. 

Student status will be calculated each quarter for all full-time 
and part-time students. 
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At the close of each quarter, full-time curriculum students (stu- 
dents carrying a load of 12 or more credit hours, none of which 
are numbered 100 or lower, or ‘I’ grades) will be included on 
the President's List, providing they have achieved a grade 
point average of 4.0. 

At the close of each quarter, full-time curriculum students 
(students carrying a load of 12 or more credit hours, none of 
which are numbered 100 or lower, or “I” grades) will be in- 
cluded on the Dean’s List, provided they have no grades lower 
than a‘“B” and that the quality point average of all their grades 
for that quarter is 3.25 or better. 


To receive a degree, diploma, or certificate, a student must 
satisfactorily complete all program requirements with a mini- 
mum cumulative GPA of 2.0 (a '“C” average). Transfer students 
must have attended RCCC a minimum of two quarters on a 
full-time basis (with proper transfer credits applied). 

Students wishing to participate in graduation exercises held 
each August must contact the Registrar’s Office to complete 
required paperwork and pay a $15 fee to cover the cost of 
Cap, gown and earned award. This contact should be made 
during the first week of the quarter in which students plan to 
complete studies. No cap or gown orders are placed after July 
iKsy 

Students having an outstanding debt to RCCC will not be 
allowed to graduate until all debts have been cleared. 

Graduation requirements for GED students are given in the 
Continuing Education section of this catalog. 


Many of the courses taught at RCCC are transferable to four- 
year colleges and universities. These senior institutions usually 
accept credits from other institutions on an individual basis. 

Any student planning to transfer credit earned at RCCC to 
a four-year college or university should contact the college 
where transfer is sought to obtain specific information regard- 
ing transfer credits. A request should be made by the student 
to the Registrar at RCCC to send an official transcript directly 
to the transferring institution. If applicable, the student also 
should request to have a copy of his financial aid transcript 
mailed to the college where transfer is planned. 


Access to 
Records 


All currently enrolled students 18 years and older, parents of 
current students younger than 18, and parents of dependent 
current students have the right to examine and challenge the 
official student records. Official records are those maintained 
by any unit of the College, except those created by an indi- 
vidual staff member for the member's eyes only and are not 
accessible to any other persons. Confidential records, such 
as those of counselors and financial records of parents, also 
are excluded and not open to students or parents. 

Other than directory information (student’s name, address, 
telephone, program of study, participation in official activities, 
awards and degrees), student records may not be released 
without written consent of the student or parent of a minor. 
Records subpoenaed by legal authorities will be released, but 
only if the student or parent is notified. 
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CONTINUING 
EDUCATION 


The Continuing Education Department offers a wide variety of 
programs and courses, both on and off campus, which are 
designed to meet the needs and interests of area adults, busi- 
ness and industry, and community service agencies. 

The majority of Continuing Education courses are classified 
in four categories (academic, occupational extension, practi- 
cal skills, avocational) and usually are offered when 12 to 15 
people express interest. Specific training Courses and pro- 
grams are offered routinely and upon request for fire, law, and 
rescue personnel. 

Some of the other programs offered are Adult Basic Edu- 
cation (ABE), high school completion (GED), new and ex- 
panding industry training, and small business courses and 
seminars.

Continuing Education courses are non-curriculum credit 
courses. Continuing Education Units (CEUs) may, however, be 
awarded for certain courses. One CEU is equal to ten hours 
of instruction. 

A High School Diploma Equivalency Certificate will be 
awarded to students successfully completing the GED pro- 
gram.

To register for Continuing Education classes, students must 
be at least 18 years of age. Under special provisions, individ- 
uals between the ages of 16 and 18 may be allowed to enter 
ABE and GED programs. 

Fees are paid at the time of registration. To comply with NC 
law, a $15 fee is charged for occupational extension courses; 
$10 for academic, practical skills, and avocational courses. 
These fees are waived for people 65 years of age or older, 
prison inmates, and for law, fire, and rescue squad personnel 
taking job-related courses. A $1 accident insurance fee also 
is charged to all individuals taking a vocational course, such 
as woodworking. Students also are responsible for purchasing 
any necessary supplies, materials or textbooks. 


Enrollment is accepted during the first 20 percent of total class 
hours. Students are required to attend at least 80 percent of 
all class meetings in order to satisfactorily complete courses. 


Academic courses are designed to meet the educational 
needs of students. Such courses include estate planning, sign 
language, and preparation for the National Teachers Exam. 

Avocational courses are arts and crafts or hobby courses 
that may lead to a vocation. These include drawing and paint- 
ing, doll making, needlecraft, photography, basketweaving, 
cake decorating, ceramics and more. 

Occupational extension courses can help prepare stu- 
dents for jobs or upgrade present job skills. Real estate, notary 
public, first aid, law enforcement, emergency medical and fire 
training are examples of these courses. 

Practical skills courses are designed for persons looking 
to satisfy a special interest, which may eventually lead to em- 
ployment or additional income. Courses such as chair caning, 
quilting, upholstery, sewing, woodworking, and microwave 
cooking are in this category. 


Through the new and expanding industry program, customized 
training may be provided at no charge to meet special man- 
power needs when new or expanding industry is ready to go 
into production. 

A supervisory development training program also is avail- 
able to supervisors at various levels of management to prepare 
for advancement. Courses are designed to offer practical ap- 
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plications to current needs of business and industry as well 
as enhance personal growth and development. 


Two literacy programs, Adult Basic Education (ABE) and Gen- 
eral Education Development (GED), are offered for adults who 
were unable to complete high school. Individuals between 16 
and 18 and who have officially dropped out of school also may 
be permitted to enroll, provided they meet special admission 
requirements. 

Classes in ABE and GED are held free of charge on campus 
and at various community locations. In addition, telecourses 
are broadcast routinely over public television stations, provid- 
ing an opportunity for at-home studies. 


ABE provides elementary level education (grades 1-8) for per- 
sons whose basic skills are below ninth grade level. Reading, 
writing, math, spelling, and other subjects are taught on an 
individualized basis. Upon completion of studies, students are 
encouraged to enter the GED program and study for a high 
school diploma. 


Through the GED program individuals can study and prepare 
for the GED exam. The exam, which is given routinely on cam- 
pus and requires a $7.50 first-time testing fee, consists of five 
subjects: reading, writing, social studies, math, and science. 
Students achieving a maximum score of 225, with no single 
test score lower than 35, will receive a High School Diploma 
Equivalency Certificate from the NC Department of Community 
Colleges. Students who pass the GED exam by July may par- 
ticipate in the College’s annual graduation exercises. The July 
deadline may, however, be extended to August 10 if a student 
lacks only one or two GED tests as of July 1, and provided the 
student orders cap and gown, pays the graduation fee, and 
signs a form stating no refunds will be made if GED require- 
ments are not met by August 10. 

A fee of $12.00 is charged to all GED students wishing to 
participate in graduation exercises. 
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The Writing Center is designed primarily for ABE and GED 
students who wish to improve their writing skills in order to 
pass the essay portion of the GED Writing Skills Test. Instruc- 
tion also is offered to help improve job skills as well as daily 
writing skills. Individualized instruction and/or computer-as- 
sisted instruction may be used, as well as printed or audio- 
visual materials. All services are free. 

The Center also is open to other RCCC students and com- 
munity residents needing help with any type of writing. 


The Small Business Center is designed to serve the educa- 
tional and training needs of the small business community, as 
well as those individuals interested in starting a business. 
Working with area chambers of commerce and the US Small 
Business Administration, the Center offers a wide variety of 
courses, seminars, and workshops throughout the year. One- 
on-one consultative assistance is provided as well as referrals 
and resource materials relating to small business occupations. 


The Human Resources Development program is designed to 
help the unemployed and underemployed prepare for jobs 
compatible to their skills and abilities. Students enroll for an 
average eight-week period and are provided with an orienta- 
tion to the world of work; and instruction in human relations, 
reading, writing, and math skills that are essential to securing 
and maintaining employment. 


Roanoke-Chowan Industries provides rehabilitative services 
and training for handicapped individuals who are 16 years of 
age or older. The workshop is affiliated with and supported in 
part by the NC Division of Vocational Rehabilitation Services. 


The Visiting Artist program is a cooperative effort between the 
Department of Community Colleges and the North Carolina 
Arts Council. Through this program, artists are based at insti- 
tutions in the community college system and work as artists- 
in-residence for the communities served by the institutions. 
Residencies are available in all areas of the arts including 
music, dance, theatre, painting, sculpture, printmaking, filrm/ 
video, photography, crafts, poetry and fiction. 

Artists do not teach formal classes, but they do present 
workshops, lecture/demonstrations, exhibitions, in-school ac- 
tivities, readings, concerts, and productions.

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ACA 100 College Survival Techniques F, W, S, SS 
This course offers an environment that reflects positive learning experiences for the student. 
This course will assist the student in succeeding with introspection, generating change, and 
maximizing potential in the college setting. The course is designed to assist the student by 
providing an arena for growth, change, and maturation. The specific skill areas include 
study skills; time management, thinking management, thinking skills, planning skills, setting 
life/personal goals (especially career or academic), intrapersonal skills, relationship skills, 
social skills, communication skills, assertion skills, and stress management skills. Students 
are exposed to experiences in areas that both directly and indirectly increase the student's 
capacity to succeed in terminal-associate degree curricula. Also, the Course focuses on 
affording the student the ability to deal with assertiveness and aggression. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1110 Domestic Refrigeration F 
Emphasis is placed on the maintenance and servicing of equipment used in domestic 
refrigeration systems. The identification and function of the components of a refrigeration 
system and the procedures for handling refrigerants safely will be stressed. Opportunities 
will be provided for experience in locating and correcting equipment failures as well as 
controlling, testing, and adjusting domestic refrigeration controls. 

Contact Hours: 9 (3 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite or Corequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1110a Domestic Refrigeration As Needed 
Emphasis is placed on the maintenance and servicing of equipment used in domestic 
refrigeration systems. The identification and function of the components of a refrigeration 
system and the procedures for handling refrigerants safely will be stressed. Opportunities 
will be provided for experience in locating and correcting equipment failures as well as 
controlling, testing, and adjusting domestic refrigeration controls. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1110b Domestic Refrigeration As Needed 
Included in this course will be the fundamental operating principles of capillary tubes, start 
relays, termination thermostats, and defrost timers, and condenser and evaporator fan 
motors for domestic refrigerators. Opportunities will also be given for diagnosing and re- 
placing these controls. At the conclusion of this course, students will be given opportunities 
for diagnosing refrigeration malfunctions both electrically and mechanically. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: AHR 1110a 


AHR 1111 Commercial Refrigeration WwW 
This course is an introduction to the care of and control of commercial refrigeration units 
such as display cases, walk-in cooler and freezer units, and large ice maker systems. The 
care and use of special tools used to diagnose and replace major components in the system 
are included. 

Contact Hours: 9 (3 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisites: AHR 1110 and EG 1002 


AHR 1115 Fundamentals of Heating ow 
This course is an introduction to the fundamentals of heating as they relate to various types 
of heating systems. Included in this course will be the use and care of special tools used 
to diagnose and replace major components of oil fired, gas fired, and electric resistance 
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heat equipment. The controlling and maintenance of the components of these types of 
heating systems serves as the basic framework for the course. 

Contact Hours: 12 (3 class, 9 shop); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1115a Fundamentals of Heating As Needed 
This course is an introduction to the fundamental principles of heating as they relate to oil 
fired heat equipment. Included in this course will be the care and use of special tools used 
to diagnose and replace components in this type of equipment. The controlling, adjusting, 
and maintenance of this heating system serves as the basic framework for the course. 
Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1115b Fundamentals of Heating As Needed 
This course is an introduction to the fundamental principles of heating as they relate to gas 
fired heat equipment. Included in this course will be the diagnosing and replacement of 
major components of gas heating equipment. The controlling, adjusting, and maintenance 
of this heating system serves as the basic framework for the course. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1115c Fundamentals of Heating As Needed 
This course is an introduction to the fundamental principles of heating as they relate to 
electric resistance heating. Included in this course will be the diagnosing and replacement 
of major components in electric heat equipment. The controlling, adjusting, and maintenance 
of these heating systems serves as the basic framework for the course. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1118 Fundamentals of Cooling Systems S 
Emphasis will be placed on the maintenance and repair of equipment used in comfort 
cooling systems. Opportunities will be provided for experience in locating and correcting 
equipment failures as well as controlling, testing, and adjusting comfort cooling systems. 
Combination heating and cooling systems will also be covered in this course. 

Contact Hours: 12 (3 class, 9 shop); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1118a Fundamentals of Cooling Systems As Needed 
This course is an introduction to the fundamentals of cooling as they relate to equipment 
used for comfort cooling systems. Opportunities will be provided for experience in locating 
and correcting equipment failures as well as learning the procedures for installing cooling 
equipment. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102 


AHR 1118b Fundamentals of Cooling Systems As Needed 
This course is a continuation of AHR 1118a. Opportunities will be provided for experience 
in testing, controlling, and adjusting comfort cooling systems. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2

This course is a continuation of AHR 1118b. Opportunities will be provided for experience 
in testing, controlling, and adjusting comfort cooling systems.

AHR 1119 Introduction to Cooling and Heating Systems Ss 
Covers the basic principles of cooling and heating related to industrial systems. Air con- 
ditioning, refrigeration,and heating systems are studied as well as fluid flow, air distribution, 
and control systems. Special industrial cooling and heating systems are included. 
Contact Hours: 9 (3 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1120 Heating and Cooling Systems Servicing Ss 
This course covers the basic principles of heating and cooling systems servicing as related 
to industrial systems. Starting up of new equipment and setting of pressure, temperature, 
and any controls are covered. Shop work involves locating and correcting equipment failures 
and malfunctions involving correct procedures for changing out all types of controls and 
components within these systems and making proper adjustments to maximize peak per- 
formance. Special emphasis will be placed on applications of electric heat pertaining to 
industrial machinery. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: AHR 1119 


AHR 1121 Principles of Refrigeration As Needed 
An introduction to the principles of refrigeration. Terminology and the use and care of tools 
and equipment and the identification and the function of the component parts of refrigeration 
systems are covered. Practical work with hand tools, materials, piping, and ductwork is 
given to develop basic skills in the installation of refrigeration systems. Standard procedures 
and safety measures are stressed. 

Contact Hours: 13 (3 class, 10 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1121a Principles of Refrigeration As Needed 
An introduction to the principles of refrigeration, terminology, and the use and care of tools 
and equipment, and the identification and the function of the component parts of a system. 
Other topics to be included will be the basic laws of refrigeration; characteristics and 
comparison of the various refrigerants, the use and construction of valves, fittings, and basic 
controls. Practical work includes tube bending, flaring, and soldering. Standard procedures 
and safety measures are stressed in the use of special refrigeration service equipment and 
the handling of refrigerants. 

Contact Hours: 5 (1 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1121b Principles of Refrigeration As Needed 
This course is a continuation of AHR 1121a. 

Contact Hours: 5 (1 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: AHR 1121a 


AHR 1121c_ Principles of Refrigeration As Needed 
This course is a continuation of AHR 1121b. 

Contact Hours: 5 (1 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: AHR 1121b 
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AHR 1122 Domestic & Commercial Refrigeration As Needed 
Domestic refrigeration servicing of conventional and hermetic systems. Cabinet care, con- 
trols, and system maintenance in window air conditioning units and domestic refrigerators 
and freezers are stressed. Commercial refrigeration servicing of display cabinets, walk-in 
cooler and freezer units, and mobile refrigeration systems is studied. Manufacturers’ catalogs 
are used in sizing and matching system components, and a study of controls, refrigerants, 
heat reclamation maintenance, and servicing methods is made. 

The American Standard Safety Code for Refrigeration is studied and its principles practiced. 
Contact Hours: 8 (2 class, 6 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: AHR 1121 


AHR 1123 Principles of Air Conditioning As Needed 
Course covers various heating, cooling, and ventilating systems, and the investigation and 
control of factors affecting air clearing, movement, temperature, and humidity. Use is made 
of psychometric charts in determining equipment needs to produce optimum temperature 
and humidity control. Air conditioning equipment is selected, assembled, installed, wired, 
calibrated, and tested. Sizing, installing, and balancing of ductwork is performed as needed. 
Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1123a_ Principles of Air Conditioning As Needed 
The work in the course includes the selection of various heating, cooling, and ventilation 
systems, investigation and control of factors affecting air clearing, movement, temperature, 
and humidity. Studies will also include commercial air conditioning and ductwork. Standard 
procedures and safety measures are stressed in the use of special refrigeration service 
equipment and the handling of refrigerants. 

Contact Hours: 5 (1 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1123b Principles of Air Conditioning As Needed 
This is a continuation of AHR 1123a.

AHR 1123c Principles of Air Conditioning As Needed 
This course is a continuation of AHR 1123a and AHR 1123b.

AHR 1124 Air Conditioning, Heating & 

Refrigeration Servicing As Needed 
Emphasis is placed on the maintenance and servicing of equipment used in the cleaning, 
changing, humidification and temperature control of air in an air-conditioned space. Shop 
work involves locating and correcting equipment failures and controlling, testing, and ad- 
justing heating and cooling equipment to maximize energy conservation. 
Contact Hours: 11 (3 class, 8 lab); Credit Hours: 5 
Prerequisite: AHR 1119 or AHR 1121 or AHR 1123 and ELC 1102 or ELC 1112 


AHR 1125 Air Treatment Systems S 
Emphasis will be placed on the maintenance and repair of humidifiers, dehumidifiers, and 
electronic air treatment systems. Opportunities will be provided for experience in locating 


and correcting equipment failures as well as controlling, testing, and adjusting air treatment 
systems. 
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Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisites: ELC 1102 and AHR 1110 


AHR 1126 All Year Comfort Systems As Needed 
Equipment used to provide heating and cooling for “all year” comfort will be studied. 
Included will be heat pumps, oil fired, gas fired, water circulating, electric-resistance,and 
an introduction to solar heating and cooling systems. Specialized controls required for all 
year comfort systems, preventive maintenance, and balancing are included in the course. 
Contact Hours: 11 (3 class, 8 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisites: AHR 1121 or AHR 1123 and ELC 1102 


AHR 1127 Fundamentals of Heat Pumps ss 
Emphasis will be placed on the maintenance and repair of heat pumps, both air and water 
source units. Opportunities will be provided for experience in locating and correcting equip- 
ment failures as well as controlling, testing, and adjusting water and air source heat pumps. 
Contact Hours: 12 (3 class, 9 shop); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisites: ELC 1102, AHR 1115, DFT 1116, AHR 1118 


AHR 1128 Automatic Controls As Needed 
Types of automatic controls and their function in heating and cooling systems will be studied. 
Included will be electric, electronic, mechanical, and pneumatic controls for domestic and 
commercial cooling and heating along with zone controls, unit heater and ventilator controls, 
commercial fan system controls, commercial refrigeration controls and radiant panel con- 
trols. 

Contact Hours: 8 (3 class, 5 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


AHR 1129 Transport Refrigeration ss 
Emphasis will be placed on the maintenance and repair of equipment used in transport 
refrigeration. Opportunities will be provided for experience in locating and correcting equip- 
ment failures as well as controlling, testing, and adjusting transport refrigeration systems. 

Contact Hours: 6 (3 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisites: ELC 1102 and AHR 1110 


ANT 101 Introduction to Anthropology (ANTH 1000) As Needed 
A general introduction to Anthropological studies of man and his culture. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


ART 101 Color and Design (ART 1001) S 
Color theory and design principles. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


ART 191 Art Appreciation (ART 1910) S 
An exploratory study of the visual experience intended to enhance the student's under- 
standing and enjoyment of art. Designed for the General College student.

Prerequisite: None 


BIO 111 General Biology | As Needed 
A course stressing the fundamental principles of biology with emphasis on matter and 
energy, cell physiology, cell reproduction, genetics, evolution, and ecology. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 
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BIO 123 Anatomy and Physiology | F, W 
Anatomy and Physiology | is the study of normal structures and functions of the human 
body. Elementary principles and concepts of chemistry, microbiology, and physics, as they 
apply to the human body, are included. 

Contact Hours: 6 (0 clinical, 4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 

Corequisite: None 


BIO 150 Principles of Biology (BIOL 1050) F 
Molecular basis of biology, bioenergetics, control systems, reproduction and development, 
genetics, diversity, evolution, communication and behavior, ecosystems. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BIO 151 Principles of Biology Lab (BIOL 1051) F 
Practical applications of biological principles. 

Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2; Semester Hours: 1 

Corequisite: BIO 150 


BIO 160 Environmental Biology (BIOL 1060) . S 
A basic study of the inter-relationships of organisms with each other and with their envi- 
ronment and human factors. Basic ecological problems, principles, and solutions will be 
presented. 

Contact Hours: 6 (6 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 6; Semester Hours: 4 

Prerequisites: BIO 150 and BIO 151 


BIO 161 Environmental Biology Lab (BIOL 1061) S 
An optional laboratory or field course offered to provide a more in-depth look at habitats. 
Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2; Semester Hours: 1 

Prerequisites: BIO 150 and BIO 151 

Corequisite: BIO 160 


BIO 206 Fundamentals of Microbiology Ss, SS 
An introduction to the study of microorganisms and their relations to individual and com- 
munity health. Groups of organisms studied are yeasts, molds, bacteria, viruses, protozoa, 
and helminths. Laboratory work involves handling cultures, differential stains, cultivation, 
and metabolic activities of representative organisms. Problems in sanitation are also con- 
sidered. 

Contact Hours: 4 (0 clinical, 2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: BIO 123 

Corequisite: None 


BIO 224 Anatomy & Physiology II F, W 
Anatomy and Physiology II is a continuation of the study of human structures and the function 
of these structures at a more advanced level. The cardiovascular, lymphatic, respiratory, 
urinary, endocrine, and neurological systems are studied in detail. 

Contact Hours: 5 (0 clinical, 3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BIO 123 

Corequisite: None 


BIO 225 Anatomy & Physiology III W,S 
This course is a continuation of the study of advanced anatomy and physiology. The gas- 
trointestinal, musculoskeletal, integumentary, and reproductive systems are studied in detail. 
Contact Hours: 5 (0 clinical, 3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 
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Prerequisite: BIO 224 
Corequisite: None 


BUS 101 Introduction to Business F 
This course is a survey of the relationship and responsibility of business to its economic, 
social, and political environment. Particular attention will be devoted to the structure of 
business in a private enterprise system and the effect of the environment, consumerism, 
employee compensation, and other forces on business. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 102 Keyboarding | F, SS 
Introduction to the touch typewriting system with emphasis on proper techniques, mastery 
of the keyboard, simple business correspondence, simple tabulation, vertical and horizontal 
centering, and manipulative skills needed to build speed and accuracy. Speed requirement: 
35 net words per minute for 3 minutes. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 103 Typewriting Il W 
Emphasis on the reinforcement of basic skills and proper typewriting techniques with con- 
centrated development of speed and accuracy. Further mastery of these skills and tech- 
niques is attained through applied typing of manuscripts, letters, memorandums, and 
tabulations. Soeed requirement: 40 net words per minute for 5 minutes. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 102 or equivalent 


BUS 104 Typewriting III S 
Emphasis on production typing and speed building. Attention given to the development of 
the student's ability to function as an efficient typist, producing mailable copies. Application 
made through typing units in tabulation, manuscripts, correspondence, and business forms. 
Speed requirement: 45 net words per minute for 5 minutes. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 103 


BUS 106 Shorthand | F 
A beginning course in the theory and practice of reading and writing Gregg shorthand. 
Emphasis on phonetics, penmanship, word families, brief forms, phrases, punctuation, and 
spelling. Ability to take simple dictation on familiar material is developed concurrently with 
training in theory. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 107 Shorthand Il W 
Continued study of Gregg shorthand theory, with reinforcement of the principles presented 
in BUS 106. Greater emphasis on dictation and elementary transcription at the typewriter. 
Minimum dictation rate of 60 words per minute required for 3 minutes on new material. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 106 or equivalent 


BUS 108 Shorthand Ill Ss 
Further application of Gregg shorthand theory, developing skills for production of mailable 
transcripts. Introduction to office style dictation. Emphasis on development of speed in 
dictation and accuracy in transcription. Minimum dictation rate of 80 words per minute 
required for 3 minutes on new material. 
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Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 
Prerequisite: BUS 107 or equivalent 


BUS 110 Office Machines F,W 
Students will receive training in the techniques, processes, operation, and applications of 
the electronic printing calculator and cash register. 

Contact Hours: 3 (1 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 112 Filing Ss 
Comprehensive study of indexing and filing with emphasis on basic card filing and alpha- 
betic correspondence filing. Projects also include geographic, numeric, and subject filing. 
Miniature filing boxes, guides, folders, and letters are utilized to train the student to process, 
store, and retrieve materials. 

Contact Hours: 3 (1 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 113 Introductory Word Processing As Needed 
Designed for the student with little or no knowledge of word processing or computers, this 
course introduces to the student the importance of electronic word processing equipment 
and the basic concepts and features of a text-editing program utilizing the TRS-80 Micro- 
computer. Through the use of ahands-on approach with step-by-step instructions, emphasis 
will be placed on text-editing concepts, procedures, and terminology. 

Contact Hours: 1 (1 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisites: BUS 102, ENG 101, or permission of instructor 


BUS 115 Business Law | F 
This course is a general study designed to acquaint the student with certain fundamentals 
and principles of business law. Topics to be covered include the nature and source of law, 
courts and court procedures, and contracts. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 116 Business Law Il W 
This course is designed for students who need an understanding of substantive business 
law. The involvement of business law in the following areas will be studied: sales, commercial 
paper, agency and employment, partnerships and bankruptcy. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: BUS 115 


BUS 120 Accounting | W 
The student will apply the basic functions, techniques, principles and concepts of account- 
ing. Emphasis is on business transactions and their effect on the accounting equation; 
debits and credits in double-entry accounting; selecting and recording financial data in 
journals and ledgers; preparing work sheets; balance sheets and income statements and 
an introduction to the basic concepts of internal control. 

Contact Hours: 7 (5 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 121 Accounting II S 
This course is a continuation of BUS 120 with special emphasis on the application of accrual 
accounting as applied to the small retail business. 

Contact Hours: 7 (5 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: BUS 120 
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BUS 122 Accounting Ill F, SS 
A continuation of BUS 121 designed to follow the introductory study in accounting, giving 
special emphasis on the corporate structure. 

Contact Hours: 7 (5 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: BUS 121 


BUS 123 Business Finance Ss 
This course is designed to develop an understanding of the nature and role of finance in 
a free enterprise system. Emphasis will be placed on long-term business and short-term 
financing, analyzing financial statements, cash flow requirements, and consumer financing. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 124 Introduction to Computerized Accounting ss 
This course is designed to offer students with a limited knowledge of computers an easy 
transition from manual to automated accounting. Students will be given hands-on experience 
in recording business transactions and preparing financial statements for a merchandising 
concern. 

Contact Hours: 3 (1 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: BUS 121 


BUS 134 Personai Development W 
This course is designed to help the student look and feel more attractive and to complement 
development in other meaningful areas. Topics of study will include physical control and 
visual poise, personal grooming and make-up applications (women only), wardrobe selec- 
tion, communication skills, social and business etiquette, as well as techniques for obtaining 
a job. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 183 Terminology and Vocabulary W 
Through related activities the student learns to define, spell, and use the vocabulary of his 
Career area. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 101 


BUS 187 Introduction to Transcription S 
A comprehensive study of the rules of grammar, punctuation, and letter form in order to 
develop the skill of producing typewritten business letters in a form that is acceptable to 
business and industry. Emphasis on the efficient use of a secretarial reference manual in 
the production of mailable letters. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 102 


BUS 192 Word Processing Applications | F,S,SS 
The primary objective of this course is to familiarize students with the use of a microcomputer, 
the operating system, and word processing applications software. The main word processing 
software will be chosen by the instructor. 

Contact Hours: 3 (1 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: BUS 102 and/or permission of the instructor 


BUS 193 Word Processing Applications II ow 
This course is designed to give the student intensive training in word processing using an 
advanced software package. Keyboarding, storing, editing, formatting, merging, column 
layout, tables, and mathematical applications are included in the course. 
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Contact Hours: 3 (1 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 2 
Prerequisite: BUS 192 


BUS 200 Word Processing As Needed 
This course is designed to give the student intensive training on the IBM Displaywriter. The 
course covers functions of the electronic keyboard and commands available in a typical 
word processing system. Emphasis is on printing mailable copies of multi-page documents, 
repetitive letters, tables, and making format changes on the IBM Displaywriter. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 205 


BUS 201 Business Communications Ss 
This course offers treatment of the principles governing business writing in general and also 
specific types of business communications. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 102 


BUS 205 Advanced Typewriting | F 
Emphasis on the development of individual production rates. Attention given to the tech- 
niques needed in planning and typing projects that closely approximate the work appropriate 
to the field of study. These projects include the typing of business letters, statistical tabu- 
lations, reports, manuscripts, and business forms. Speed requirement: 50 net words per 
minute for 5 minutes. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 104 


BUS 205L_ Legal Typewriting | As Needed 
This course is designed to introduce the student to legal typewriting. The typing simulation 
is designed to provide students with a wide range of typewriting experiences in as realistic 
a legal setting as possible, using realistic materials. 

Contact Hours: 2 (0 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: BUS 104 


BUS 205M Medical Typewriting | As Needed 
This course is a short typewriting simulation designed to introduce the student to medical 
typing. It is designed to familiarize the student with the correspondence, records, and forms 
that an entry-level employee might prepare in a medical office. It also provides an opportunity 
for the student to develop an elementary understanding of medical terminology. 

Contact Hours: 2 (0 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: BUS 104 


BUS 206 Advanced Typewriting Il W 
Greater emphasis on the development of individual speed and accuracy in typing mailable 
letters, tables, and business forms. New areas of study include government correspondence, 
legal documents, and military correspondence. Speed requirement: 55 net words per minute 
for 5 minutes. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 205 


BUS 206L Legal Typewriting II As Needed 
This course is designed to provide the student with a legal typing background in the areas 


of real estate and property transfer; litigation; wills, estates, and guardianships; partnerships 
and corporations.

BUS 206M Medical Typewriting II As Needed 
This course focuses on the medical typist in three organizations—the physician’s office, the 
hospital, and the extended care facility. Through “hands-on” experience, the student will 
learn how to prepare, manage, and process the kinds of medical forms used in a medical 
office. 

Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: BUS 205M 


BUS 207 Dictation and Transcription | F 
Development of skills in taking dictation and transcribing at the typewriter, covering materials 
appropriate to the course of study. Includes a review of the theory and the dictation of 
familiar and unfamiliar material at varying rates of speed. Concentration on various types 
of business vocabulary, such as sales, employment, travel, finance, credit, good will, per- 
sonnel, and printed media. Minimum dictation rate of 90 words per minute required for 5 
minutes on new material. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 108 


BUS 208 Dictation and Transcription Il W 
Greater emphasis on accuracy, speed, and vocabulary to enable the student to meet the 
stenographic requirements of business and professional offices. Covers materials appro- 
priate to the course of study. Concentration on speed as well as accuracy in producing 
mailable transcripts. Minimum dictation rate of 100 words per minute for 5 minutes on new 
material. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 207 


BUS 210 Typing Office Practice S 
A course designed to familiarize the student with the forms and routines found in a typical 
business. The student learns to think independently regarding style and method. All typing 
must be in mailable form. Speed requirement: 60 net words per minute for 5 minutes. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 206 


BUS 212 Machine Transcription F 
Designed to train students in the skillful operation of transcription machines and to give 
practice in typing mailable letters and memorandums directly from cassettes. Emphasis is 
placed on proficiency in word usage, correct grammar, and letter styles. 

Contact Hours: 5 (1 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisites: BUS 104, BUS 187 


BUS 212L Legal Terminology and Transcription | As Needed 
This course is designed to provide a comprehensive background in legal terminology and 
transcription by emphasizing correct spelling, pronunciation, and definition of legal terms 
as well as transcribing legal documents at the typewriter directly from cassette tapes. 
Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisites: BUS 212, BUS 187, BUS 104 


BUS 212M Medical Terminology and Transcription | As Needed 
This is the first of two sequenced courses designed to provide a comprehensive background

BUS 213L Legal Terminology and Transcription Il As Needed 
This is the second of two sequenced courses designed to provide a comprehensive back- 
ground in legal terminology and transcription by emphasizing correct spelling, pronuncia- 
tion, and definition of legal terms as well as transcribing legal documents at the typewriter 
directly from cassette tapes. 

Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: BUS 212L 


BUS 213M Medical Terminology and Transcription Il As Needed 
This is the second of two sequenced courses designed to provide a comprehensive back- 
ground in basic medical terminology and machine transcription by emphasizing correct 
spelling, pronunciation, and definition of medical terms, as well as transcribing them at the 
typewriter directly from taped dictation. Continued concentration is placed on familiarizing 
the student with an extensive medical word and phrase base, as well as basic medical 
reports. 

Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: BUS 212M 


BUS 214 Secretarial Procedures WwW 
Designed to acquaint the student with the responsibilities encountered by a secretary during 
the workday. These include the following: receptionist duties, handling the mail, telephone 
techniques, travel information, telegrams, office records, purchasing supplies, and office 
organization. Instruction is also given in the operation of various duplicating machines. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 104 


BUS 215 Office Applications As Needed 
This course consists of 44 hours of on-the-job training and 22 hours of related in-school 
instruction. Students are assigned to work in an office on campus for 4 hours per week. 
Provides actual work experience and an opportunity for practical application of skills and 
knowledge previously learned. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 lab): Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisites: BUS 214, BUS 205 


BUS 215M Medical Office Procedures As Needed 
This course is designed to familiarize the student with the administrative and clerical func- 
tions of an efficiently operated medical office. Through simulations, the student is exposed 
to a variety of medical cases and medical terms. The course includes projects for practical 
application of standard medical office procedures, including exercises involving judgment, 
independent action, and coping with interruptions. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisites: BUS 214, BUS 212M, BUS 206M, BUS 201 (or concurrently enrolled) 


BUS 222 Intermediate Accounting As Needed 
Thorough treatment of the field of general accounting. The course includes, among other 
aspects, the balance sheet, income and retained earnings statements, fundamental proc- 
esses of recording cash and temporary investments, and analysis of working capital. 
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Contact Hours: 7 (5 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 6 
Prerequisite: BUS 121 


BUS 226 Payroll Accounting F 
A study in the preparation of the payroll which includes; (1) figuring basic wages, (2) 
deducting for taxes (FICA, FUTA, and Federal Income Taxes), (3) making necessary journal 
entries, as well as other problems encountered in preparing the payroll, and (4) legal aspects 
of employer-employee relationships. 

Contact Hours: 5 (8 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: BUS 120 


BUS 229 Taxes Ww 
Individual income tax preparation. A study of federal income taxes most frequently en- 
countered by the individual taxpayer. Students will prepare tax forms and schedules. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 232 Sales Development Ss 
This course is a study of the principles of selling and their role in the marketing process. 
Emphasis will be placed on the development of the skills needed to succeed in a career 
as a field sales representative. Steps in the selling process both before, during, and after 
a sales call will be analyzed in detail. In addition, the student will be required to develop a 
sales presentation and role play the presentation in class. Various types of sales positions 
along with the characteristics of a successful salesperson will also be discussed. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 233 Personnel Management WwW 
Designed to develop an understanding of problems of employee-management relations, 
recruitment, selection, employment, and training of work force. Emphasis is placed on the 
human phase of organization, personnel efficiency, personnel problems, and governmental 
regulations. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 235 Business Management S 
Principles of business management including a study of the major functions of management, 
such as planning, staffing, controlling, directing, and financing. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


Bus 239 Marketing WwW 
The student will study problems of and be able to apply principles for marketing goods and 
services in a free enterprise system. Emphasis will be placed on product selection and 
development, channels of distribution, and pricing policy and structure. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 243 Advertising As Needed 
Designed to familiarize the student with the role of advertising in a free enterprise system. 
Emphasis is placed on the selection of media, advertising appeals, product and market 
research, and means of testing effectiveness of advertising. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 8 

Prerequisite: None 
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BUS 245 Retailing As Needed 
A study of the role of retailing in the economy including developments and changes occurring 
in the retail structure, functions performed, principles governing effective operations, and 
managerial problems resulting from current economic and social trends. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 247 Business Insurance F 
Designed to familiarize the student with the elements of risk, probability theory, and its 
application to insurance, and the underlying legal principles of insurance contracts, after 
which, various types of personal and property insurance contracts are surveyed. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 250 Real Estate As Needed 
A study of the theories and practices in the real estate market. The study includes the legal 
framework, the economic significance, and the social implications that make up the real 
estate market. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 272 Principles of Supervision Ss 
Designed to develop an understanding of problems confronting the supervisor in planning, 
organizing, staffing, directing, and controlling his operations. Emphasis is placed on problem 
solving by means of communications, motivation, decision making, labor relations, and 
human relations. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 290 Current Trends in Business As Needed 
Designed to aid the student to become more aware of current trends in the business world 
through reading, reporting, informal discussions, and field trips. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Advanced standing in Business Administration 


BUS 299 Estate Planning As Needed 
Designed to acquaint students with the necessity of estate planning and its application to 
protecting and preserving the family property and/or wealth. The course emphasizes plan- 
ning an adequate insurance program, trust, wills, estate and inheritance taxes, anticipating 
distribution of property, and administration of estates. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 1103 Small Business Operations Ss 
An introduction to the business world, problems of small business forms and records, 
financial problems, ordering and inventorying, layout of equipment and offices, methods of 
improving business, and employer-employee relations.

Prerequisite: None 


BUS 1105 Industrial Organization As Needed 
Methods, techniques, and practices of modern management in planning, organizing and 
controlling operations of a manufacturing concern. Introduction to the competitive system 
and the factors constituting product cost. 
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Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: None 


CAR 1101a Carpentry | F 
A brief history of carpentry and the present trends of the construction industry. The course 
will involve operation, care, and safe use of carpenter's hand tools and power tools in 
cutting, shaping,and joining construction materials used in carpentry work. 

Contact Hours: 18 (6 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 10 

Prerequisite: None 


CAR 1101b Carpentry Il W 
Major topics of study will include theoretical and practical applications involving: materials 
and methods of construction, building layout, preparation of site, footings, and foundation 
wall construction including form construction and erection. 

Contact Hours: 18 (6 class, 12 shop): Credit Hours: 10 

Prerequisite: CAR 1101a 


CAR 1102a Cabinetmaking As Needed 
This course is a study of the cabinetmaking and millwork as performed by the cabinet 
builder. Use of shop tools and equipment will be emphasized as the student is taught the 
safe methods of construction of cabinetry and millwork. Practical application will include 
safety, measuring, layout, and construction of kitchen base, wall cabinets, and desk built- 
ins. Materials and finishes will be studied also.

CAR 1102b Cabinetmaking As Needed 
This course is a continuation of CAR 1102a.

CAR 1103 Tools and Their Uses in Home Repair 

and Maintenance As Needed 
This course introduces the basic hand and small power tools used in making minor home 
repairs.

CAR 1104 Methods and Materials in Home Repair 

and Maintenance As Needed 
In this course a number of home repair and maintenance situations will be introduced.

CAR 1105 Home Repair and Maintenance Practicum As Needed

CAT 116 Basic Photography As Needed

in the techniques of photography.

Forces, resultants, and types of force systems; moments, equilibrium of coplanar forces by 
analytical and graphic methods; stresses and reactions in simple structure; equilibrium of 
forces in space; center of gravity, centroids, moment of inertia, and load analysis on structural 
members.

CJC 180 Industrial and Commercial Security As Needed 
This course is designed to acquaint the student to organization, methods, and techniques 
for physical protection of industrial and commercial facilities and loss prevention.

CJC 193 Corrections and the Community As Needed

Prerequisite: None 


CJC 209 Firearms and Self-Defense Ss 
This course is designed to introduce the student to effective techniques of control and 
defense that with practice will aid to successfully encounter combative situations that may 
arise during one’s criminal justice career. The course will provide the student with knowledge, 
judgment, and skill in use of the revolver and shotgun, with safety as the foremost consid- 
eration. Offered only in summer quarter and student must furnish own weapons approved 
by instructor.

Prerequisite: None 


CJC 212 Correctional Supervisory Management Ss 
This course is a study of developing supervisory and management techniques employed 
at various levels of correctional organizations with strong emphasis on mid-level manage- 
ment and supervision. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


CJC 218 Research Project As Needed 
This course allows the student to specialize in an area in which a particular interest is 
possessed. Individual assignments will be given by the instructor in working with each 
student. 

Contact Hours: 1 (1 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: Permission of Departmental Chairman 


CJC 219 Research Project As Needed 
This course is a continuation of CUC 218. 

Contact Hours: 1 (1 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 1

CJC 220 Research Project As Needed 
This course is a continuation of CUC 218 and CJC 219.

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CJC 221 Criminology F 
This course is a broad overview of the background of criminal behavior in America. Topics 
discussed will include the effects of organized crime, the control, treatment, and rehabilitation 
of the criminal behavior.

Prerequisite: None 


CJC 222 Seminar and Project in Criminal Justice SS 
This course will introduce the student to a research paper or completion of a project on a 
subject selected by the instructor. Effort will be given to a topic or project in an area of 
student’s interest and career goals. The course is offered in the summer quarter only. 
Contact Hours: 11 (3 class, 8 lab); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: Student must have completed and passed 36 hours of criminal justice courses 
in the Criminal Justice curriculum 


COS 1001 Scientific Study | F 
This course is a classroom study of principles related to bacteriology, sanitization and 
sterilization, anatomy and physiology, and chemistry. In addition, the student is exposed to 
state laws and regulations of the North Carolina State Board of Cosmetic Art. Procedures 
to follow in basic first aid, good grooming and personal hygiene, and professional ethics 
will be discussed. Disorders and diseases of the skin, scalp, hair, and nails will also be 
emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 8 (8 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 8 

Prerequisite: None 


COS 1001a Scientific Study | As Needed 
This course is a classroom study of principles related to good grooming and personal 
hygiene, bacteriology, sterilization and sanitation. In addition, the student is exposed to 
state laws and regulations of the North Carolina State Board of Cosmetic Art. Procedures 
to follow in basic first aid will also be included. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


COS 1001b Scientific Study |! As Needed 
This course is a classroom study of the principles of chemistry as well as anatomy and 
physiology as they relate to the study of cosmetic art. An indepth study of the skin, scalp, 
hair, and nails and their common disorders will be emphasized. Students will be exposed 
to procedures for developing professionalism within their chosen occupation.

COS 1002 Scientific Study Il Ww 
This course includes advanced principles in chemistry, bacteriology, good grooming and 
personal hygiene. Advanced techniques in pin curling, fingerwaving, the use of rollers, and 
combing will be emphasized. In addition, theory pertaining to the structure, divisions, and 
growth of the hair will be covered. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisites: COS 1001 and COS 1011 


COS 1002a Scientific Study II As Needed 
This course includes advanced principles in chemistry pertaining to forms and properties 
of matter as well as the chemical composition and uses of cosmetics. Principles of bac- 
teriology will be reviewed and examined in relationship to the study of sanitation and ster- 
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ilization. Theory pertaining to the factors that affect hair quality, elasticity, tensile strength, 
and wavability will be covered also. 

Contact Hours: 2.5 (2.5 class, O shop); Credit Hours: 2.5 

Prerequisites: COS 1001 and COS 1011 


COS 1002b Scientific Study Il As Needed 
This course includes advanced techniques in pin curling, finger waving, and the use of 
rollers. Techniques of hairbrushing and blowdrying will be emphasized. A person’s attitude 
toward job success will be examined in terms of character traits as well as human relations 
skills. The ability to cope with emotions and manage stress and frustration will be heavily 
emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 2.5 (2.5 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 2.5 

Prerequisites: COS 1001 and COS 1011 


COS 1003 Scientific Study Ill S 
This course includes advanced principles in permanent waving, marcelling, and croquignole 
curling. Advanced theory in hair coloring, bleaching, frosting, and streaking will also be 
included. Principles and techniques used in hair relaxing and manicuring will be discussed. 
Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, O shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: COS 1002 


COS 1003a Scientific Study Ill As Needed 
This course consists of advanced theory in hair coloring, bleaching, frosting, and streaking. 
Techniques for applying semi-permanent and permanent hair coloring will be emphasized. 
A basic knowledge of color principles will be used as a framework for working with special 
hair coloring problems often encountered by the cosmetologist.

Procedures for giving a professional manicure and pedicure as well as how to apply artificial 
nails and repair broken nails will be covered. Advanced techniques in giving permanent 
waves will be discussed along with the theoretical basis of permanent waving the hair. 
Techniques for chemically relaxing the hair will be emphasized also.

Prerequisite: COS 1002 


COS 1004 Scientific Study IV ss 
Included in this course will be advanced principles in the areas of professional ethics, 
anatomy and physiology, and scalp treatments along with principles of design for creating 
hairstyles. Basic principles of electricity and light therapy as they apply to the field of 
cosmetology are included. Procedures for measuring, shaping, coloring, and conditioning 
wigs and hairpieces are emphasized. The application of cosmetics and facial care will be 
studied in terms of various facial types and conditions. An overview of beauty salon man- 
agement will conclude the course.

Prerequisite: COS 1003 


COS 1004a Scientific Study IV As Needed 
Methods of maintaining professional standards and ethics when working with clients and 
colleagues will begin this course of study. Advanced principles of anatomy and physiology 
will include units of study dealing with the skeletal, muscular, nervous, and circulatory system 
as applied to the practice of cosmetology as well as a brief introduction to the endocrine, 
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excretory, respiratory, and digestive systems. Major emphasis in this course will be on 
facials, superfluous hair removal, and makeup application.

COS 1004b_ Scientific Study IV As Needed 
This course will begin with a study of basic electricity and light therapy as applied to the 
field of cosmetology.

Meas- 
uring, Shaping, coloring, and conditioning wigs and hairpieces will be included. A study of 
beauty salon management will conclude the course.

Areas to be emphasized 
include cold waving, finger waving, and coloring and bleaching the hair as well as those 
areas emphasized by the State Board of Cosmetic Art.

Included in this course are the techniques and applications for shampooing and rinsing 
hair, giving corrective scalp and hair treatments, applying hair dyes and bleaches, frosting 
and streaking, demonstrating hairdressing and combing skills, making finger waves, pincurls 
and roller placements, giving basic hair cuts, and performing care and styling of wigs. The 
techniques and applications of permanent waving, marcelling, croquignole and hair pressing 
will also be included.

COS 1011a Mannequin Practice As Needed

DAT 101 Introduction to Chemical Abuse and Addiction F 
An historical overview of alcoholism and drug addiction, this course provides the student 
with an introduction to chemical use, abuse, and addiction. Areas of emphasis include 
physiological effects, the addiction process, and the service delivery system. The course 
will include didactic educational learning through lecture, discussion, films, and experiential 
exercises both individually and in a group process. Laboratory time will allow the student 
opportunity to engage in guided study activities that relate to the class content. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


DAT 110 Pathophysiological Effects of Drugs and Alcohol W 
Study of the pathophysiological effect (dysfunction) of alcohol and drugs on the human 
body. Emphasis on human body responses to opiates, cocaines, cannabis, amphetamines, 
barbiturates, hallucinogens, deleriants and alcohol. Additional topics may include signs and 
symptoms of abuse, identification, drug abuse in public education and problems of abuse. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


DAT 111 Crisis Intervention Ss 
Study of different crisis situations involving the chemically dependent client and family to 
include suicide, physical abuse and violence, and sexual abuse by the chemically de- 
pendent, family, and significant others. Skill building in areas of communications, stress 
management, responsible assertion, decision making, and referral in crisis situations. The 
Student will also study how to facilitate a planned intervention and the dynamics of inter- 
vention. 

Contact Hours: 7 (3 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: DAT 110 or permission of instructor 
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DAT 112 Human and Social Problems and Services Ss 
This course is designed to introduce the student to those institutions, public and private, 
which perform designated human and social service functions in society. Agencies may 
include those whose primary function is financial assistance, corrections, mental health 
services, family counseling and welfare services. Contemporary social problems such as 
family disorganization, crime and delinquency, minority groups, chemical abuse, industrial- 
ization and urbanization are reviewed. Examination is made of social interventive methods 
utilized to solve social problems. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: DAT 111 


DAT 115 Health Care Skills Ss 
Focuses on procedures and practices commonly used to meet the needs of persons. 
Emphasized principles and techniques underlying good patient care. Skill development will 
include management of medical emergencies such as preventive intervention techniques, 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation, and clinical practice in basic health care skills. 

Contact Hours: 7 (3 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


DAT 120 Interviewing and Counseling | Ss 
Basic counseling practices and theory in relationship to addiction and recovery are dis- 
cussed. The student explores the communication process and how to develop interpersonal 
communication skills. Beginning counseling and problem-solving skills are introduced. 
Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


DAT 121 Interviewing and Counseling II Ss 
A practicum type setting is used to further the already acquired skills. Theories and practices 
of previous courses will be augmented for more indepth study and practice. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: DAT 120 


DAT 122 Interviewing and Counseling Iil W 
Acontinuation of DAT 121. Clinical experience will provide the student opportunity to observe 
and apply interviewing and counseling techniques with assistance. 

Contact Hours: 7 (4 class, 3 clinical); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: DAT 121 


DAT 200 Substance Abuse F 
The major focus of this course will be skill building in the areas of communication, stress 
management, responsible assertion, and decision making. The overall intent is the devel- 
opment of those skills that provide alternatives to alcohol and other drug use/abuse and 
the development of those skills that lead to helping others avoid problems with alcohol and 
other drugs. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: DAT 112 


DAT 201 Techniques of Drug and Alcohol Education 5 
Techniques of designing, conducting and evaluating drug and alcohol education programs 
for private and public groups and agencies including schools, churches, clubs, parent 
groups, businesses, DWI classes, and clients. The course focuses on three levels of edu- 
cation—prevention: primary (not yet using substances); secondary (uses substances and 
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may experience minor problems); and tertiary (abuses substances and experiences prob- 
lems). Emphasis is on assisting to change attitudes through presentation of information. 
Contact Hours: 8 (5 class, 3 clinical); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: None 

Corequisite: DAT 200 


DAT 202 Study of the Twelve Steps F 
This is a study of the history of Alcoholics Anonymous and other self-help groups, traditions 
and philosophy, and its relation to other self-help groups such as Alanon, Alateen, Narcotics 
Anonymous, Narcanon, etc. Student will study the 12 steps in relation to their own lives and 
be familiar with 12-step groups available in the community and how to refer clients. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


DAT 205 Group Process W 
This course !s designed for the student to gain a broad understanding of group development, 
dynamics, group leadership styles, group counseling methods and skills. The student will 
actively participate in a group setting. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: DAT 120, DAT 121 


DAT 210 Professional Roles WwW 
This course provides a broad understanding of professional roles and functions, professional 
goals and objectives, professional organizations and associations, professional history and 
trends, professional ethics and standards, legal aspects of confidentiality, rights, and drug 
laws, and compliance with federal, state, local, and agency confidentiality regulations. Focus 
is on maintaining accurate and current records, documentation, charting, and files. Emphasis 
is also placed on the case management process. The student will visit human and social 
services agencies to study applications of the professional role. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: DAT 121 


DAT 220 Drug and Alcohol Internship Ss 
Students would be required to spend at least 200 hours as interns in substance abuse 
services. This course provides advanced training in all aspects of professional practice as 
encountered in the working shop. 

Contact Hours: 20 (0 class, 20 work experience); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: Completion of all courses in the DAT curriculum with a DAT prefix 
Corequisite: DAT 221 


DAT 221 Drug and Alcohol Seminar S 
A seminar to intensively study and present topics of special interest and to demonstrate 
knowledge and skill competency in preparation of educational materials and teaching in- 
dividuals and groups. Legal aspects and professional ethics will be included. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 


Prerequisite: Completion of all courses in the DAT curriculum with a DAT prefix 
Corequisite: DAT 220 


DFT 101 Technical Drafting | F 
An introduction to drafting and the study of drafting practices. Instruction is given in the 
selection, use and care of instruments, single stroke lettering, applied geometry, freehand 
sketching consisting of orthographic and pictorial drawings. Orthographic projection, read- 
ing, and instrument drawing of principal views, single auxiliary views (primary) will be em- 
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phasized. Dimensioning and note practices will be studied with reference to the phasized. 
Dimensioning and note practices will be studied with reference to the American Association 
practices. Methods of reproducing drawings will be included at the appropriate time. 
Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisite: None 


DFT 102 Technical Drafting Il W 
The student will study simple and successive revolutions and their applications to practice 
problems. Sections and conventions will be studied and both detail and assembly sections 
will be drawn. Intersections and developments will be studied by relating the drawing to 
the sheet metal trades. Models of the assigned drawings will be made from construction 
paper, cardboard, or similar materials as a proof of the solution to the problems drawn. 
Methods of drawing and projecting axonometric drawings will be studied with emphasis on 
the practical applications of pictorial drawings. Various methods of shading will be intro- 
duced and dimensioning and sectioning of axonometric pictorials will be done. 

Contact Hours: 19 (5 class, 14 lab); Credit Hours: 12 

Prerequisite: DFT 101 


DFT 103 Mechanical Drafting S 
An introduction to mechanical drafting beginning with problems concerning precision and 
limit dimensioning. Methods of fastening materials, and fasteners: keys, rivets, springs, and 
welding. Symbols will be studied and drawings will be made involving these items. Principles 
of design will be introduced with the study of basic mechanisms of motion transfer; gears, 
cams, power trains, pulleys, belting and methods of specifying and calculating dimensions 
will be studied. Drawings will be made involving these mechanisms. Piping symbols and 
piping from sewer to pressure piping will also be discussed and then drawn. 

Contact Hours: 12 (2 class, 10 lab); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisites: DFT 101, DFT 102 


DFT 104 Mechanical Drafting Il As Needed 
Principles of design drawings, layout drafting, detailing from layout drawings, production 
drawings and simplified drafting practices constitute areas of study. Specifications, parts 
lists and bills of materials are emphasized in this course. The student will develop a complete 
set of working drawings of a tool jig, fixture, or simple structure. He will primarily be concerned 
with the foundation, floor plan, and the elevation views of the structure. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisites: DFT 101, DFT 102, DFT 103 


DFT 105 Planning for Home Building and Remodeling As Needed 
A course designed to provide the potential homeowner with an opportunity to investigate 
and analyze some of the more commonly encountered problems involved in the process 
of planning for a new home or in the remodeling of an existing house. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: High school graduate or GED (if for credit) 


DFT 107 Architectural Materials and Methods S 
Materials used in the construction of architectural structures will be studied. Field trips to 
construction sites and study of manufacturer's specifications for materials. Properties and 
standard sizes of structural materials, and construction techniques are included. Emphasis 
will be placed on passive solar heat utilization. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 
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DFT 108 Codes, Specifications, and Contract Documents Ss 
A study of building codes and their effect in relation to specifications and drawings. The 
purpose and writing of specifications will be studied along with their legal and practical 
application to working drawings. Contract documents will be analyzed and studied for the 
purpose of client-architect-contractor responsibilities, duties, and mutual responsibilities. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


DFT 200 Architectural Drafting | Ss 
A course designed to introduce basic drafting skills to the beginning student. This course 
has no differential established between architectural and mechanical drafting. Basic tech- 
niques and skills included are: orthographic and pictorial sketching, geometric construction, 
inking and lettering practice and reproduction of drawings. 

Contact Hours: 15 (8 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisite: DFT 103 


DFT 201 Architectural Mechanical Equipment F 
General study of heating, air conditioning, plumbing, and electrical equipment, materials, 
and symbols. Building code requirements pertaining to residential and commercial struc- 
tures. Reading and interpretation of working drawings by mechanical engineers. Coordi- 
nation of mechanical and electrical features with structural and architectural designs. 
Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


DFT 220 Architectural Drafting II F 
Drawings of structural plans and details as prepared for building construction include steel, 
concrete, and timber structural components. Appropriate details and drawings necessary 
for construction and fabrication of structural members. Reference materials will be used to 
provide the draftsman with skills and knowledge in locating data and in using handbooks. 
Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisite: DFT 200 


DFT 221 Architectural Drafting III W 
Drawing of plans and details as prepared for mechanical equipment such as air conditioning, 
plumbing, and electrical systems by using appropriate symbols and conventions. Consid- 
eration is given to coordination of mechanical and electrical features with structural and 
architectural components. Calculations, designs, and methodologies involved in energy 
conservation measures will be implemented in this course. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisite: DFT 220 


DFT 230 Structural Drafting Ss 
A concentrated study and drawing of structural plans, details, and shop drawings of the 
structural components of buildings to include steel, reinforced concrete, and timber struc- 
tures. Appropriate symbols, conventions, dimensioning practices, and notes as used by 
the draftsman will be included. Emphasis will be placed on drafting of appropriate drawings 
for fabrication and erection of the structural components. 

Contact Hours: 10 (4 class, 6 lab); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: DFT 220 
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DFT 1104 Basic Blueprint Reading F 
Interpretation and reading of blueprints. Information on the basic principles of the blueprint: 
lines, views, dimensioning procedures and notes. 

Contact Hours: 2 (0 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: None 


DFT 1110 Blueprint Reading and Building Trades F 
Principles of interpreting blueprints and specifications common to the building trades. De- 
velopment of proficiency in making three-view and pictorial sketches. 

Contact Hours: 2 (0 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: None 


DFT 1111 Blueprint Reading and Sketching W 
Principles of interpreting blueprints and specifications common to the building trades. Prac- 
tice in reading details for grades, foundations, floor plans, elevations, walls, doors and 
windows, and roofs of buildings. Development of proficiency in making three-view and 
pictorial sketches. 

Contact Hours: 2 (0 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 1

DFT 1113 Blueprint Reading: Electrical WwW 
This course will include an interpretation of schematics, diagrams and blueprints applicable 
to electrical installations with emphasis on electrical schematics for industrial machinery. 
Sketching schematics, diagrams, and electrical plans for installation of industrial electrical 
circuits using symbols and notes according to the applicable codes will be a part of this 
course.

DFT 1116 Blueprint Reading: Air Conditioning W 
This is a specialized course in drafting for the heating, air conditioning and refrigeration 
student. Emphasis will be placed on reading blueprints common to the trade: blueprints of 
mechanical components, assembly drawings, wiring diagrams and schematics, floor plans, 
heating system plans including duct and equipment layout plans and layout air conditioning 
systems.

A thorough study of trade drawings in which welding procedures are indicated. Interpre- 
tation, use and application of welding symbols, abbreviations, specifications, and tolerances.

DFT 1118 Pipe Pattern Development SS 
Continued process of blueprint reading and geometry. Methods used in the layout of a pipe 
joint or sheet metal turn. Special emphasis is placed upon developing pipe angled layouts 
by parallel lines through triangulation.

DFT 1145 Specifications and Contracts S 
The purpose and writing of specifications will be studied along with their legal and practical 
application to working drawings. Contract documents will be analyzed and studied for the 
purpose of client-architect-contractor responsibilities, duties, and mutual protection.

Prerequisites: DFT 1110, DFT 1111 


DSE 1050 Introduction to Diesel Electrical Systems F 
The student will be introduced to the basic electrical components of the diesel engine. The 
student will study the electrical components and their functions that comprise preheating, 
starting, generating, and monitoring circuits common to diesel engines.

DSE 1101 Introduction to Diesel Mechanics As Needed 
The student will be introduced to the field of diesel mechanics composed of commercial 
trucks, power plants and marine use. The student will develop a thorough knowledge and 
ability in utilizing, maintaining and care of hand and special tools, and measuring devices 
required in diesel engine repair and servicing. He will be instructed in general shop safety 
and safe handling of tools and equipment. Special emphasis will be applied to proper use 
and utilization of applicable maintenance manuals.

DSE 1102 Internal Combustion Engine, Two and Four Cycle As Needed 
A thorough study of construction, operating principles, compression ignition, cycles and 
displacement of ratio of diesel engines will be provided.

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1103 Cooling and Lubrication Systems As Needed 
A thorough study of construction, operating principles, testing, repair and servicing of all 
components of the cooling and lubrication systems. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1104 Fuel System, Detroit Diesel Engines As Needed 
A thorough study of two cycle fuel systems utilized in Detroit Diesel engines inclusive of: 
construction, operating principles, testing, repair and servicing of components utilized in 
Detroit Diesel engines.

A thorough study of four cycle fuel system applications, inclusive of their: construction, 
operating principles, testing, repair and servicing of components utilized in PT, Sleeve 
Metering and distributor type fuel systems. 
Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: DSE 1102 or permission of instructor 


DSE 1106 Electrical System As Needed 


A study of basic electrical components of the diesel engine to include testing and repair. 
Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: None 
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DSE 1107 Tune-up and Troubleshooting As Needed 
The student will be taught to perform tune-up and troubleshooting of diesel engines utilizing 
correct procedures as outlined in accordance with manufacturer's recommendations and 
specifications. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisites: DSE 1104, DSE 1105, DSE 1109 or permission of instructor 


DSE 1108 Equipment Preventive Maintenance and Servicing As Needed 
The student will be taught preventive maintenance program development and perform 
proper preventive maintenance and servicing requirements as prescribed by manufacturers 
of diesel equipment. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1109 Air Induction and Exhaust System As Needed 
A thorough study of the construction, operating principles, testing, repair and servicing of 
all components of the air induction and exhaust systems of a diesel engine. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: DSE 1102 or permission of instructor 


DSE 1110 Diesel Engines | F 
The student will be introduced to the field of diesel mechanics composed of automobiles, 
farm tractors, and trucks. The student will develop a thorough knowledge and ability in 
utilizing, maintaining, and caring for hand tools, special tools, and measuring devices re- 
quired in diesel engine repair and service. The student will be taught the proper use of 
applicable maintenance manuals. The student will develop a thorough knowledge of the 
diesel engine’s construction, components, disassembly, inspection, repair, and rebuilding, 
utilizing technical publications, maintenance manuals, and service bulletins to insure that 
manufacturers’ specifications are met. 

Contact Hours: 13 (4 class, 9 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1110a Diesel Engines | As Needed 
This course will introduce the student to the field of diesel mechanics. Instruction will be 
given on using service manuals, tools, and measuring devices. The student will be instructed 
on how to disassemble and reassemble a Detroit (2 cycle) diesel engine. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1110b Diesel Engines | As Needed 
Principles of operation for the 4 stroke cycle diesel engine will be covered. Instruction will 
be centered on disassembling and reassembling a 6 cylinder Cummins diesel engine. 
Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1110c Diesel Engines | As Needed 
This course will deal primarily with automotive and small tractor type diesel engines. Prin- 
ciples of operation for the 4 stroke cycle diesel engine will be reviewed. Opportunities will 
be provided for disassembling and reassembling a 5.7 liter GM diesel and a 219 cubic inch 
4 cylinder John Deere or a volkswagon diesel engine. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 
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DSE 1111 Diesel Engines Il W 
The student will study the basic designs and theory of the modern diesel engine, as well 
as its construction and operating principles. Disassembly, inspection, repair, and reassem- 
bly of the diesel engine utilizing safe shop procedures while referring to appropriate technical 
manuals will be the basis for this course. The proper use of measuring devices and equip- 
ment used for rebuilding the diesel engine will be stressed. 

Contact Hours: 16 (4 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 8 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1112 Basic Hydraulics F 
This course will cover basic theories, adjustments, and repairs of the hydraulic system. It 
deals primarily with the hydraulics used on farm and construction equipment, such as 
tractors and backhoes. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1144 Introduction to Air Brake Systems WwW 
Deals with hydraulic and pneumatic systems as used in construction equipment, road 
vehicles, and farming equipment. It covers basic theories, construction, adjustment and 
repair of hydraulic and pneumatic control and power systems. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1151 Fuel Injection and Electrical System As Needed 
A study of the operating principles of the modern diesel fuel injection system. Component 
functions, service, repair, and adjustment of components to include mechanical and hy- 
draulic governors. Principles and design of fuel systems used on modern diesel engines. 
Diagnosis and correction of problems within the governors, pumps, and injectors. The study 
of the electrical components and their functions as related to the diesel engine. The use of 
electrical testing instruments and laboratory diagnosis procedures will be covered. 
Contact Hours: 7 (4 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: DSE 1050 


DSE 1152 Diesel Fuel Systems S 
The student will study the operating principles of the modern diesel fuel injection system. 
Service and minor adjustment of the components in the system will be covered. Diagnosis 
and correction of problems within the governor, pump, and injectors will be emphasized. 
Contact Hours: 7 (4 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1152a Diesel Fuel Systems As Needed 
The student will study the operating principles of the modern diesel fuel injection system. 
Service and minor adjustment of the components in the system will be covered. This course 
deals primarily with Detroit and Cummins fuel systems. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1152b Diesel Fuel Systems As Needed 
The student will study the operating principles of the modern diesel fuel injection system. 
Service and minor adjustments of the components in the system will be covered. This course 


deals primarily with the fuel systems used on the 5.7 liter GM diesel, volkswagon diesel, 
and Mack 6 cylinder diesel engines. 
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Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 
Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1153 Diesel Electrical System Servicing S 
This course is designed to give the student hands on practical experience in the repair and 
troubleshooting of the many components of the diesel electrical system. Principles of elec- 
trical wiring and using wiring schematics will be heavily emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1154 Diesel Tune-up and Troubleshooting Ss 
The student will perform tune-up procedures in accordance with manufacturer's specifi- 
cations utilizing proper methods and testing procedures. Instruction will be given in basic 
troubleshooting, which can be applied to engine trouble analysis utilizing recommended 
manufacturers’ procedures and proper test equipment to isolate and define the problem. 
Contact Hours: 8 (2 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1154a Diesel Tune-Up and Troubleshooting As Needed 
This course develops the student’s ability to perform tune-up procedures in accordance 
with manufacturer’s specifications and testing procedures. The student will perform tune- 
up procedures on a 6 cylinder Cummins and 6-71 Detroit diesel engine. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1154b Diesel Tune-Up and Troubleshooting As Needed 
This course will cover basic tune-up procedures. The student will construct a basic troub- 
leshooting program which can be applied to engine trouble analysis utilizing recommended 
manufacturer's procedures. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1155 Diesel Power Trains ss 
This course introduces the student to power train components. It covers the theory of 
operation, light repairs, and replacement procedures for clutches, transmissions, drive shot 
u-joints and differentials. Truck and farm tractor power trains will be used in shop activities. 
Contact Hours: 8 (2 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1156 Diesel Engine Servicing As Needed 
The understanding of the requirement for periodic maintenance, the effects and benefits of 
preventive maintenance and the construction of a preventive maintenance program to meet 
the recommended minimum requirements stated by manufacturers of diesel engines utilized 
in road service, industrial and farm application. Emphasis is placed on the use of test 
equipment to insure that engine performance meets the specifications outlined in engine 
specification figures as provided by manufacturers. 

Contact Hours: 17 (5 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 10 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1157 Steering, Suspension, and Brake Systems ss 
This course introduces the student to the components that make up the steering, suspension, 
and foundation brakes. It covers the theory of operation, repair, and replacement procedures 
for these systems. Shop activities will cover these systems as they apply to trucks and farm 
tractors. 
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Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1158 Air Induction and Exhaust Systems S 
This is a course designed to give a working knowledge of the construction and operating 
features of air induction and exhaust system components. It will include servicing, disas- 
sembling, and inspecting of blowers and turbochargers, as well as the inspection and 
replacement of exhaust components. 

Contact Hours: 6 (3 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


DSE 1159 Diesel Vehicle Air Conditioning Systems Ss 
This course introduces the student to the air conditioning system used on trucks and farm 
tractors. The theory of operation, repair, and replacement procedures for the components 
of the air conditioning system will be covered. The refrigeration system (reefers) on straight 
trucks and trailers will also be emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


ECO 102 Economics | W 
The fundamental principles of economics including the institutions and practices by which 
people gain a livelinood. Included is a study of the laws of supply and demand both in 
relation to the individual enterprise and to society at large. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


ECO 104 Economics Il Ss 
A more in-depth study of principles of economics; topics include the composition and pricing 
of national output, distribution of income, international trade and finance, and current eco- 
nomic problems. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ECO 102 


ECO 108 Consumer Economics As Needed 
This course is a study to help students become more informed and better consumers, 
thereby becoming effective citizens working for a greater awareness of factual information. 
The course develops attitudes and personal codes of ethics for making real commitments 
to make positive changes in the American marketplace. The student will be instructed in 
how to get the most for his dollar by understanding the market system, and how to become 
a voting consumer knowledgeable of his rights and responsibilities. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDP 101 Computers in the Classroom W 
With the rapidly expanding technology of today, computers have become tools for instruction 
within the classroom. This course will expose individuals to the basic terminology and use 
of computers in an educational environment. 

Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDP 104 Introduction to Data Processing F,S, SS 
This course provides the student with an introduction to the electronic data processing field 
and computerized data processing applications. Students will become familiarized with the 
various types of computing equipment and the functioning of several kinds of peripheral 
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devices. An introduction to the BASIC computer language will also be presented in the 
classroom. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDP 108 Business FORTRAN As Needed 
This course provides a study of the FORTRAN language and its use in scientific and com- 
mercial applications. It includes such language structures as arithmetic statements, control 
statements, input/output statements, arrays, functions, and subroutines. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 109 BASIC Language Programming | W 
This course provides a study in the fundamental practices and techniques of computer 
programming. Students will become familiar with the fundamentals of flowcharting, pro- 
gramming logic, and the structure and commands of the BASIC language. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 110 BASIC Language Programming Il Ss 
This course builds on the language skills developed in EDP 109. It is designed to amplify 
the student’s understanding of BASIC and develop skills useful in the manipulation and 
processing of data into useful information. Major topics of discussion will include manipu- 
lation of tables and input/output operations with external files. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 109 


EDP 115 Pascal Programming As Needed 
This course provides a study of the Pascal language and its use in scientific and commercial 
applications. It includes such language structures as arithmetic standards, input/output 
statements, looping statements, selection statements, functions, and arrays. The student 
will also learn to design and implement modular programs. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 116 Business Programming | (COBOL) Ss 
This course is the first of three courses designed to provide an in-depth study of the COBOL 
language, and techniques in the manipulation of mass storage files. Designed to accent 
structured programming techniques, this course will concentrate on the Identification, En- 
vironment, Data, and Procedure Divisions of the language. Problem solving and data input/ 
output handling will be stressed. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 130 Database Processing | S 
This course is designed to introduce students to the concept of database organization and 
structure. Students will use dBase ||| PLUS to create, access, and process database files. 
Students will also code simple dBase ||| PLUS programs and use the application generator 
to generate applications programs. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 
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EDP 131 Database Processing Il As Needed 
As a continuation of EDP 130, this course carries on the study of database organization 
and structure. Major topics of discussion include selection of a database management 
system, writing database programs, and the future of database systems. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 130 


EDP 140 Lotus 1-2-3 Ss 
This course is designed to introduce students to the Lotus 1-2-3 software package. Students 
will use Lotus to create and then manipulate an electronic spreadsheet. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 160 Computer Operations Ss 
This course introduces the student to various computer center operations. It includes a 
hands-on approach to general maintenance of a microcomputer and printer, as well as an 
indepth study of MS-DOS commands. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 207 Report Programming (RPG Il) F 
Students will study the usage of specifications forms in performing arithmetic operations 
and simple comparisons. Other major topics of study will include control breaks, multiple 
record formats, and looping and branching. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 104 


EDP 208 Advanced Report Programming RPG Il As Needed 
This Course is a continuation of EDP 207 and includes advanced programming techniques 
used in the RPG language. Among the topics to be covered are user input, multiple record 
formats, looping and branching, tables and arrays, subroutines, and sequential and indexed 
file maintenance. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 207 


EDP 212 Assembly Language F 
This course provides a study of microcomputer structure. It includes a study of the binary, 
octal, and hexadecimal number systems along with such topics as internal and external 
data representation, logic operators, microcomputer logic, and memory dumps. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: EDP 116 


EDP 216 Data Processing Applications Ss 
This course places the responsibility on the advanced student to solve a significant problem 
with a minimum of assistance from the instructor. It will give the student the opportunity to 
initiate and carry out a project involving the interaction of data files in a multi-program 
system. Given an initial system design, the project will include the complete development 
of a working system of programs. The major role of the instructor is to provide supervision 
and act as a consultant/advisor for the student. Student internship may be used to satisfy 
the requirements of this course when available. Standards of professionalism will be main- 
tained throughout this course. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 lab); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisite: EDP 110, EDP 207, EDP 224 
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EDP 221 Business Programming II (COBOL) F 
Cobol II is an extension of EDP 116 and provides the student with a knowledge of the file 
handling capabilities and techniques associated with the COBOL language. Using struc- 
tured programming techniques, the course focuses on the use of relative record file or- 
ganizations. Storage and retrieval, record editing, extensive use of tables and table 
searching methods highlight the course. Other topics of major importance include control 
break processing, programming style, and printing formats and methods. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 116 


EDP 224 Business Programming Ill (COBOL) W 
This course is centrally structured around mass storage and magnetic media storage of 
data files. Topics include tape files, disk files, ISAM file organization, Random (Direct) Access 
and Sequential Processing. Students will write programs utilizing ISAM and Direct Access 
files and the file maintenance programs necessary for the updating of these files. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: EDP 221 


EDP 230 System Analysis and Design As Needed 
System Analysis and Design is a study of the many practical problems encountered in the 
data processing department in its endeavor to provide its services to business, industrial, 
and institutional organizations. Case studies in information gathering, data analysis, forms 
design, and file organization, distribution and management information are used in the 
classroom. Class assignments will require research, analysis, organization, documentation 
and presentation. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: EDP 221 


EDU 102 Care of Infants and Young Children F 
This course includes a study of the basic needs of infants and young children. Attention 
will be given to principles and goals of group care as well as the characteristics of quality 
caregiving. Developmental considerations as well as methods of satisfying the basic phys- 
ical, social, emotional, and intellectual needs of young children will be discussed. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 103 Orientation for Paraprofessionals WwW 
The role of the paraprofessional in the classroom will be examined. Guidelines for performing 
both instructional and non-instructional duties will be established with field experience pro- 
viding opportunities for practice. 

Contact Hours: 7 (3 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 104 Art in Early Childhood Education WwW 
The field of art will be examined in terms of promoting self-expression, appreciation, and 
creativity in young children. Topics will include techniques for: developing creative art 
activities, learning to use art media, and using resources in teaching selected art skills. 
Opportunities will be provided for the preparation of bulletin boards and the display of 
children’s work. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 
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EDU 105 Safety and First Aid Ss 
Instruction will include techniques required in the following areas: organizing and maintaining 
a safe and orderly environment, demonstrating safety practices, performing basic first aid 
and health procedures, and handling emergency situations. Opportunities will be provided 
for observing and working with children in these areas. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 109 Introduction to Early Childhood Education F 
This introductory course is designed to promote an understanding of the role and respon- 
sibilities of early childhood educational workers. A study of the history and philosophy of 
early childhood education will be included. Field trips to a variety of child care centers will 
be conducted. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 110 Language Arts F 
Instruction is designed to help students understand the development of skills included in 
a language arts program. A study of the basic skill areas will include listening, verbal 
communication, written expression, and reading readiness. Activities will be developed to 
reinforce these specific language areas. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 112 Music in Early Childhood Ss 
The study of music appropriate for young children will be examined in terms of promoting 
both music appreciation and skills. Sessions will include opportunities for developing, eval- 
uating, and participating in musical activities for various age groups. Opportunities will be 
provided for preparing assemblies and programs using a variety of materials for dramatic 
play. 

Contact Hours: 3 (8 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 116 Introduction to the Exceptional Child W 
This course will include historical facts as they relate to the study of the exceptional child. 
Special attention will be focused on recognizing the needs and understanding the legal 
rights of exceptional children. An overview of the characteristics of children with physical 
health impairments focusing on learning disabilities, emotional disturbances, mental retar- 
dation, Down's Syndrome, cerebral palsy, spinal bifida, autism, fetal alcohol syndrome, and 
epilepsy will be included. Attention will be focused upon the expected traits of development 
in each condition listed. Included will be methods of identifying the needs of parents of 
exceptional children as well. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 118 Methods of Teaching Math Ww 
Activities and materials for promoting basic math concepts for young children will be ex- 
plored. Emphasis will be given to sources useful in developing math skills as well as texts 
and materials used in teaching math. Students will be given case studies and asked to 
develop activities for teaching selected math skills. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab): Credit Hours: 3 


Prerequisite: Satisfactory placement test scores or appropriate courses in the Guided Stud- 
ies Department 
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EDU 120 Health and Nutrition Ss 
Basic health and nutritional concepts will be studied along with various activities to develop 
these skills in young children. Communicable diseases and child abuse will be explored in 
terms of the overall health of a child. Opportunities will be provided for students to practice 
skills in the areas of routine health tasks, serving meals and snacks, and encouraging self- 
help skills. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 121 Literature for Children Ss 
Emphasis will be on the importance of reading to children and improving their listening 
skills. Stress will be placed on the various types of literature appropriate for young children. 
Materials and techniques useful in storytelling will be included. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 122 Classroom Management Ss 
Techniques in classroom management will be emphasized. Situations will be provided for 
developing positive teacher-student relationships. Factors that influence self-concept and 
a Child’s acceptance of self and peers will be examined in terms of behavior management. 
Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 123 Science and Social Studies in Early 

Childhood Education . Ss 
Concepts and skills in the fields of both science and social studies will be studied together 
with learning activities to develop these skills in young children. Opportunities will be pro- 
vided for the selection of activities to teach specific skills. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: None 


EDU 124 Physical Activities for Children SS 
Emphasis will be on organizing and teaching games and activities using basic movement 
skills. The importance of non-structured free play will also be encouraged. Techniques in 
supervising playground activities will be identified. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 125 Audiovisual Aids Ss 
Experience in the operation and proper care of equipment and materials will be provided. 
Sources will be used to collect and maintain an extensive resource file in all subject areas. 
Opportunities will be provided for making educational materials using various types of 
equipment. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 126 Learning Disabilities S 
This course is an in-depth study of the characteristics and special needs of children with 
learning disabilities. Emphasis will be placed on teaching strategies and remedial tech- 
niques, as well as instruction in using information provided by assessment tools. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 
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EDU 128 Teaching the Moderately/Mildly Handicapped ss 
This is a study of assessment, curriculum planning, individualized instruction, and the de- 
velopment of special materials designed for moderately and mildly mentally and physically 
handicapped exceptional children. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 129 Physical Education and Adaptive Recreation ss 
This course is a study of modifications and adaptations used in recreation and physical 
education activities for handicapped children. Discussion and demonstrations of techniques 
and equipment used in adapting various sports, games and other activities to fit the limi- 
tations of the handicapped will be included. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 136 Marriage and Family Relations W 
A study of dating relations and preparation for marriage, leading to an examination of the 
marriage process, stressing individual responsibility in making marriage and parenthood 
meaningful. Includes relationships among family members. The dysfunctional family process 
is reviewed and interventive methods discussed. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 201 Physical Handicaps F 
This Course includes therapeutic procedures, adapting the physical handling of children to 
special situations, and adapting feeding procedures. This course will include theory as well 
as discussion and participation in handling the physically handicapped child. 

Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite or Corequisite: EDU 116 


EDU 204 Program Planning for Young Children F 
This course is a study of the basic planning, principles, and guidelines for identifying, 
organizing, and implementing appropriate programs for various levels of development. 
Special projects will include: pre and post activities, organizing and presenting materials, 
scheduling, using a child’s special talent in the program planning process, assessing a 
child's stage of development, and evaluating and maintaining interest centers. 

Contact Hours: 9 (5 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


EDU 208 Parent Effectiveness Training WwW 
This course focuses on the parent-child relationship. The quality of that relationship is studied 
so that students can become more effective in working with parents. Special attention will 
be given to P.T.A. meetings, volunteer responsibilities, development of skills to improve the 
child's self image, and suggestions for home learning activities. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 210 Day Care Administration | Ww 
The student will be exposed to the day care governmental requirements for licensing and/ 
or certification and techniques involved in setting up day care centers. Special attention 
will be given to selecting, supervising, and evaluating staff members. Planning staff de- 
velopment programs and methods of maintaining open communication with staff will also 
be emphasized. 
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Contact Hours: 8 (4 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 6 
Prerequisite: EDU 102 or permission of instructor 


EDU 211 Day Care Administration II Ss 
The student will be exposed to the concepts of organizing and operating day care centers. 
The student will be instructed in how to establish operational policies and procedures. 
Special attention will be focused on: providing leadership in planning, organizing and staff- 
ing; evaluating and/or modifying existing programs; evaluating, selecting and supervising 
staff; ordering professional material for staff use; establishing and maintaining open com- 
munication with staff; compiling job descriptions and coordinating work to emphasize 
strengths of each team member; planning a staff development program; selecting and 
purchasing supplies and equipment; planning special diets and daily and weekly menus; 
maintaining records related to staff; following accounting procedures; and submitting an 
annual projected operating budget. 

Contact Hours: 8 (4 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: EDU 210 


EDU 213 Behavior Modification F,S 
This course is a study of the methods of applying scientific procedures of discipline in order 
to change children’s behavior in a positive way. Attention will be focused on classroom 
management and guidance techniques, determining appropriate disciplinary action, as- 
sisting children in developing self-discipline techniques, and setting standards for behavior 
appropriate to the developmental level of the child. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 214 Program Planning for Exceptional Children Ss 
Included in this course will be basic planning, principles, and guidelines for identifying, 
organizing, and implementing appropriate programs for various levels of development of 
exceptional children. Discussion will include assessment tools for screening, assessment 
information for program planning, instructional techniques, activities and crafts, and health 
and safety practices for exceptional children. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


EDU 220 Student Practicum Ss 
This course will involve practical experiences in various work situations with opportunities 
to analyze problems and discuss individual observations. Attention will be focused upon 
assuming responsibility for assigned children, planning assemblies and programs, main- 
taining children’s records, assessing personal and professional goals and reading profes- 
sional literature. 

Contact Hours: 12 (2 class, 0 lab, 10 work experience); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


EDU 224 Instructional Materials for Young Children S 
Activities and materials for promoting basic concepts for young children will be explored. 
Emphasis will be given to sources useful in developing concept skills as well as texts and 
materials used in teaching. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 
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EDU 225 Teaching the Severely/Profoundly Handicapped E 
Objectives, assessment, methods and materials for teaching severely and profoundly re- 
tarded individuals, including adaptive aids for those with multiple handicaps will be em- 
phasized. 

Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 226 Emotional Disorders W 
A study of the development and characteristics of emotional disorders will be emphasized 
in this course. Assessment techniques as well as methods of working with children exhibiting 
emotional disorders will be included. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 230 Methods of Teaching Reading W 
This course is designed to acquaint the student of early childhood education with the skills 
a child needs as he begins to learn to read and the methods used to teach reading skills. 
Attention will be given to recording the child’s experiences in the child’s own vocabulary. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


EDU 236 Phonics Ss 
This course is designed to acquaint the student with the principles of phonetics and phonics. 
Also included are techniques and materials for teaching phonics within the reading program. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


EDU 238 Activities and Crafts for Exceptional Children F 
Activities and materials for promoting self-expression in exceptional children will be included. 
Emphasis will be placed on the use of various creative activities and craft forms as therapy 
with consideration of appropriate age-level activities and physical and mental abilities. 
Topics will include techniques for: developing creative art activities, learning to use art 
media, and using resources in teaching selected art skills. 

Contact Hours: 7 (5 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: None 


ELC 1101 Introduction to Basic Electricity As Needed 
Introduction to Basic Electricity provides the students with the necessary basic information 
on electricity, electrical devices, circuits, and materials which are used extensively in in- 
dustrial mechanization. The emphasis in this course is on the understanding of electrical 
concepts and the proper and safe use of devices and materials. The course is designed 
to serve as a basis for further study in the electromechanical field. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


ELC 1102 Applied Electricity F 
In this course, principles of basic electrical theory will serve as the foundation for study in 
the areas of electrical controls, including relays and switches, and electrical transformers. 
An introduction to the National Electrical Code will also be included. The identification and 
use of basic tools, test instruments, and equipment used in servicing air conditioning, 
heating, and refrigeration equipment will be stressed. An opportunity will be given for the 
Student to become exposed to safety principles necessary within the classroom and lab as 
well as on-the-job situations. 
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Contact Hours: 12 (6 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 8 
Prerequisite: None 


ELC 1102a Applied Electricity As Needed 
The identification and use of basic tools, test instruments, and equipment used in servicing 
air conditioning, heating, and refrigeration equipment will be stressed. An opportunity will 
be given for the student to become exposed to safety principles necessary within the 
classroom and lab as well as on-the-job situations. Principles of basic electrical theory will 
serve as the foundation for study in this course. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


ELC 1102b Applied Electricity As Needed 
Principles of basic electrical theory as they relate to electrical controls including relays and 
switches will be emphasized in this course. Students will be given the opportunity to wire 
both series and parallel circuits. Principles of magnetism and electromagnetism as well as 
using Ohm's Law will be discussed. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102a 


ELC 1102c Applied Electricity As Needed 
Principles of mutual inductance as well as basic electrical theory as it relates to transformers 
will be discussed. An introduction to the National Electrical Code as well as opportunities 
to practice reading schematic diagrams will be included. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ELC 1102b 


ELC 1103 Basic Electrical Controls As Needed 
Included in this course are fundamental concepts in single phase and polyphase alternating 
current circuits, voltages, currents, power measurements, transformers, and motors. Instruc- 
tion is in the use of electrical test instruments in circuit analysis. The basic concepts of AC 
and DC machines and simple system controls will be explored. An introduction to the type 
controls used in commercial and industrial environments such as thermostats, timers, se- 
quencing switches, and pressure switches will also be included. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ELC 1101 


ELC 1104 Industrial Applications of the National Electrical Code ss 
This course is designed to assist individuals in the study of those parts of the electrical 
code which affect the work of an industrial maintenance electrician. It assists individuals in 
applying the problem solving process of electrical circuits and devices. Electrical mathe- 
matical problems, conductor problems, branch circuit calculations and many various types 
of industrial calculations will be included in this course content. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


ELC 1112 Direct and Alternating Current F 
This course includes a study of the electrical structure of matter and electron theory, the 
relationship between voltage, current, and resistance in series, parallel, and series-parallel 
circuits. An analysis of direct current circuits by Ohm's Law and Kirchoff's law and a study 
of the source of direct current and alternating current voltage potentials will be conducted. 
Fundamental concepts of alternating current flow, reactance, resistance, power, and ca- 
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pacitive circuits will be explained. System analysis of alternating current circuits will be 
interpreted. 

Contact Hours: 17 (5 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisite: None 


ELC 1113 Alternating Current and Direct Current Machines and Controls W 
This course provides fundamental concepts in single and polyphase alternating current 
circuits, voltages, currents, power measurements, transformers, and motors. Instruction in 
the use of electrical test instruments in circuit analysis will be included, as well as the basic 
concepts of AC and DC machines and industrial machinery control. An introduction to the 
different types of controls used in industrial environments, such as thermostats, timers, 
switches, or sequencing switches and various kinds of electrical control components and 
Circuitry are discussed and demonstrated. 

Contact Hours: 17 (5 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 9 

Prerequisites: ELC 1112 or ELC 1102 and MAT 1101 


ELC 1123 Electrical Installation S 
Provides instruction and application in the fundamentals of blueprint reading, planning, 
layout, and installation of wiring in residential application such as: services, switchboards, 
lighting, fusing, wire sizes, branch circuits, conduits, National Electrical Code regulations 
in actual building mock-ups. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: DFT 1110 


ELN 1101 Specialized Electronics F 
This course is designed to provide the student with knowledge and skills required to un- 
derstand electrical circuits, electronic components and microprocessor controlled vehicle 
electrical systems. This course also prepares students for advanced training in diagnosis 
and repair of computer controlled vehicles. 

Contact Hours: 6 (4 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


ENG 091 Grammar Fundamentals | F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to teach students the parts of speech and simple sentence patterns. 
Basic spelling, punctuation, and writing skills will also be emphasized. Students will be 
required to keep a journal. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


ENG 092 Grammar Fundamentals II F, W, S, SS 
Correct grammar usage, types of sentences, basic punctuation, and composition skills will 
be emphasized in this second-level grammar course. The journal will give students practice 
in writing compositions. A brief review of parts of speech and sentence patterns will begin 
the course. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: ENG 091 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


ENG 100 Prewriting Skills | F, W, S, SS 
This course is a review of basic grammar and punctuation. Revisions of journals, free writing, 
and other writings will provide opportunities to apply the concepts studied. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: ENG 092 or satisfactory placement test score 

Corequisite: GUI 100 
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ENG 101 Composition | 5 
This course provides experience in prewriting, writing, and rewriting as preparation for 
composing written communications in technical areas. Emphasis is on organization, clarity, 
conciseness, and correctness. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: ENG 100 or satisfactory diagnostic (placement) test scores 


ENG 102 Composition Il W 
This course provides experience in prewriting, writing, and rewriting as preparation for 
composing written communications in technical areas. Emphasis is on organization, clarity, 
conciseness, and correctness. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 101 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


ENG 103 Report Writing F, W, S, SS 
The fundamentals of English are utilized as a background for developing the techniques of 
modern report writing. Students will complete exercises in primary and secondary research, 
in organization, in strategy, in format, and in writing. Students gain practical application in 
the preparation of typical informal business reports as well as the formal research report. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 102 


ENG 106a Vocabulary | (Learning Lab) F, W, S, SS 
This course is based on a programmed approach to vocabulary building that will enable 
students to add new words to their vocabularies, reinforce and refine their knowledge of 
partially known words, and provide instruction in a vocabulary building technique that will 
enable students to continually add to their knowledge in all reading and study situations. 
Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


ENG 106b Vocabulary II (Learning Lab) F, W,S, SS 
This course is a continuation of ENG 106a. 

Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: ENG 106a 


ENG 107 Punctuation (Learning Lab) F, W, S, SS 
This course provides a review of the basic areas of punctuation. 

Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: High school background of English grammar 


ENG 110 Composition (ENGL 1100) F,W,S 
Readings and essay assignments designed to introduce principles of expository writing and 
their application to various writing tasks. Emphasis on methods of organization; techniques 
for developing unified, well-supported paragraphs and essays; grammatical conventions, 
proofreading and editing skills; and other important aspects of the writing process. 
Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Satisfactory score on diagnostic English test or ENG 102 


ENG 111 Composition | w,s 
English 111 will emphasize the reading and writing skills that are necessary for successful 
communication in most academic and professional areas. The first half of the course is 
devoted to a study of grammar and punctuation, culminating in a proficiency test which the 
student is required to pass. The last half of the course involves writing three expository 
essays on topics drawn from assigned readings. 
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Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: ENG 102 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


ENG 112 Composition Il Ss 
English 112 is a continuation of English 111 and, thus, will continue to emphasize the reading 
and writing skills that are needed in academic and professional areas. Students will write 
five expository essays based on topics drawn from short story selections. In addition, stu- 
dents are introduced to the techniques of library research and are required to write a research 
paper. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 111 


ENG 113 Composition Ill As Needed 
ENG 113 is a continuation of English 111 and ENG 112. Accordingly, the course will em- 
phasize the reading and writing skills that are needed in academic and professional areas. 
Students will write eight critical essays based on topics drawn from poetry and drama 
selections. Approximately equal portions of the quarter are devoted to the study of drama 
and poetry. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 112 


ENG 120 Composition (ENGL 1200) W,S 
Instruction in critical reading, library research, and research writing, including analytical and 
argumentative writing. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 110 


ENG 204 Oral Communications F, W, S, SS 
Activities in this course are designed to give the student experience in speaking with and 
to others in job-related situations. Opportunities to improve listening skills, voice quality, 
diction, pronunciation, and poise are provided. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 100 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


ENG 207 Technical Communications SS 
The fundamentals of English are utilized as a background for training the student to prepare 
written communications for business and industry. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 102 


ENG 210 Major British Writers (ENGL 2100) W 
Major works of English literature. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisites: ENG 110, ENG 120 


ENG 220 Major American Writers (ENGL 2200) F 
Major works of American literature before World War II. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisites: ENG 110, ENG 120 


ENG 1101 Reading Improvement As Needed 
This course is designed to improve the reading skills which are so critical on the job market. 
Emphasis is on word attack, word meaning, comprehension, and speed. 

Contact Hours: 2 (2 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 2 
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Prerequisite: Satisfactory placement test scores or completion of appropriate courses in the 
Guided Studies Department 


ENG 1102 Communication Skills FAS 
This course is designed to promote effective communication through the practice of good 
language habits in speaking and writing. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: ENG 091 or satisfactory placement test scores 


GEO 210 World Geography: Developed Regions (GEOG 2100) Ss 
An introductory survey of the regions of the U.S. and Canada, Western Europe, Eastern 
Europe, Soviet Union, Australia, and Japan. Emphasizes geographic aspects of the physical 
environment, population, economy, resources, and current issues in each region. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


GER 101 German | (Learning Lab) F, W, S, SS 
This course consists of a text-tape approach to the study of beginning German. The student 
will learn to speak, write, and read simple German, as well as comprehensive spoken 
German. 

Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: Elementary reading level of English 


GUI 100 Basic Skills F, W, S, SS 
Students enrolled in the Guided Studies program will be required to spend four hours per 
week in a laboratory (CAI or Learning Lab). These students will be provided individualized 
instruction in basic academic areas including: English, reading, mathematics, and writing. 
Assistance will be given in other areas such as note-taking, study habits, and test-taking 
strategies. Students may be required to take make-up tests for MAT 100, ENG 100, or RDG 
100 while in the laboratory. 

Contact Hours: 4 (0 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite or Corequisite: Enrollment in ENG 100 


HEA 101 Health in Modern Society (HLTH 1000) S 
An investigation of mental, social, and physical health problems related to man’s internal 
and external environments in technological and leisure-oriented societies. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3; Semester Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 101 Western Civilization | As Needed 
A general survey of the ancient near East; the classical civilizations of Greece and Rome; 
the new religious civilizations of the early Middle Ages; and the Renaissance. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 102 Western Civilization II As Needed 
A survey of the Age of the Reformation; exploration, colonization, and the Commercial 
Revolution: the Age of Absolutism; the Intellectual Revolution; the Age of Democratic Rev- 
olutions; and the Napoleonic Era. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 
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HIS 103 World History (Learning Lab) F, W, S, SS 
This course is a study of the history that shaped Western society with particular emphasis 
on cultural history—the history of art, science, and philosophy. This historical account sur- 
veys the history of Europe from prehistoric beginnings to the present day. 

Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 104 Afro-American History (Learning Lab) As Needed 
This course is an account of essential facts in the history of the American Negro from his 
ancient African beginning to the present time. This course also fully chronicles the role of 
the Negro during the Colonial period, the Revolutionary War, the Civil War era, and on into 
the twentieth century sweep of events that brought the black man and his struggle for social 
and economic equality to the forefront of American life. 

Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 130 World Civilizations to A.D. 1500 (HIST 1030) W 
The evaluation of world civilization from prehistory to 1500. May not be taken by students 
who have successfully completed HIST 1040 or 1552. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 131 World Civilizations Since A.D. 1500 (HIST 1031) Ss 
World civilizations since A.D. 1500 and their economic, social, cultural, and political de- 
velopment. May not be taken by students who have successfully completed HIST 1041 or 
1553: 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 150 American History to 1877 (HIST 1050) ie 
The history of the United States from the discovery of America in 1492 to the end of Re- 
construction. May not be taken by students who have successfully completed HIST 1550. 
Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


HIS 151 American History Since 1877 (HIST 1051) W 
The history of the United States from Reconstruction to the present. May not be taken by 
students who have successfully completed HIST 1551 at ECU. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


ISC 1101 Industrial Safety F 
A study of the development of industrial safety: accident occurrence and prevention: analysis 
of accident causes and costs; basic factors of accident control: safety education and 
training; accident reporting and records; employer and employee responsibility: safety or- 
ganizations; first aid; mechanical safeguards; personal protective equipment use; materials 
handling; fire prevention and protection; safety codes; and accident statistics. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


LIB 101 Research Skills (LIBS 1000) F,S 
Designed to introduce college freshmen to the library and its resources. 


Contact Hours: 1.5 (1.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 1.5; Semester Hours: 1 
Prerequisite: None 
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LIB 102 Library Skills (Learning Lab) F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to introduce students to the academic library, its resources, and 
basic research skills. 

Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


MAS 1101 General Masonry Ss 
The history of the bricklaying and masonry industry, raw materials, basic manufacturing 
processes and terminology. Clay and shell brick, mortar, laying foundations, cutting masonry 
materials, bonding, and the use, care, and maintenance of tools. Practice is given in selecting 
the proper mortars, layout and construction of various building elements. 

Contact Hours: 18 (6 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 10 

Prerequisite: None 


MAT 045 Introduction to College Algebra (MATH 0045) As Needed 
Designed to prepare the student for the traditional course in college algebra. Topics covered 
include sets, real numbers, algebraic expressions, fractions, linear equations, special prod- 
ucts and factors, and graphing. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


MAT 091 Basic Math | F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to aid students who have deficiencies in the basic math skills. The 
course includes the competencies needed to apply the four operations of whole numbers 
and fractions. The course will also emphasize the concept of measurement. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5» 

Prerequisite: None 


MAT 092 Basic Math Il F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to equip students with the necessary basic math skills to enter their 
curriculum courses. The course includes the competencies needed to apply the four op- 
erations with fractions, decimals, percentages, and basic geometry. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: MAT 091 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


MAT 093 Basic Computational Skills F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to further develop student skills in arithmetic computation. This 
course is also designed to prepare students for courses requiring a background in applied 
geometry, compound numerical problems, signed values, and beginning algebra skills. 
Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: MAT 092, or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


MAT 100 Basic Algebra F, W, S, SS 
This course covers number systems used in algebra (such as whole numbers, integers, 
and rational numbers) and the basic operations with the numbers. Solutions of first degree 
equations, as well as applications of certain formulas used in technical programs, will be 
studied. This course will provide the student with the algebra skills necessary for entering 
curriculums requiring technical math. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: MAT 092 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


MAT 101 College Algebra or 
This course is designed to guide the student from basic arithmetic through the beginning 
of higher mathematics. Using a practical approach the student will analyze general and 
abstract situations enabling him/her to solve problems using arithmetic concepts. Algebraic 
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operations, exponents, algebraic fractions, and some topics in geometry will be covered. 
Extensive work will be done with solutions to linear and quadratic equations with respect 
to practical applications. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: Satisfactory placement test scores or completion of appropriate courses in the 
Guided Studies Department 


MAT 102 Geometry WwW 
This course is designed to familiarize the student with the basic topics of geometry. The 
study will include such topics as graphing, logarithms and exponents, and variation. In 
addition, the student will work with various geometric shapes concentrating on triangles, 
circles, and geometric solids. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: MAT 101 


MAT 103 Trigonometry Ss 
This course is designed to incorporate the principles of arithmetic, algebra and geometry 
in solving practical problems related to angles and triangles. More specifically, the student 
will determine values of trigonometric functions, solve right angle related problems, graph- 
ically represent trigonometric functions and concentrate on topics related to oblique trian- 
gles. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: MAT 102 


MAT 104 Calculus | As Needed 
The fundamental concepts of analytical geometry, differential, and integral calculus are 
introduced. Topics included are limits, the derivative of algebraic functions, applications of 
the derivatives to curve sketching and problems of maxima and minima and related rates. 
In addition, the integral, the theorem of integral calculus and the applications of simple 
integrals to area problems are presented. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisites: MAT 101, MAT 102, MAT 103, or permission of the instructor 


MAT 105 Calculus Il As Needed 
Numerous applications of the integration are covered. Topics included are areas between 
curves, volumes of revolution, work and average value problems. In addition, differentiation 
and integration techniques, and series are presented. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisites: MAT 101, MAT 102, MAT 103, MAT 104 or permission of the instructor 


MAT 107 Basic Mathematics for Nurses F 
This course is designed to assist the student to develop skills in math computation using 
selected apothecary, metric, and household measurements. Basic concepts and operations 
of addition, subtraction, multiplication, division, fractions, decimals, ratios and proportions 
are utilized to prepare the student with the basic skills to accomplish this. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 


Prerequisite: MAT 100 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 
Corequisite: None 


MAT 110 Business Mathematics F 


This course offers the student practical business applications of basic mathematics. Em- 


phasis is given to calculations and the solution of problems associated with bank statements, 
discounts, loans, and installment buying. 
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Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 
Prerequisite: Satisfactory placement test scores or completion of appropriate courses in the 
Guided Studies Department 


MAT 111 Consumer Mathematics As Needed 
This course is designed to offer the student concepts that will enable him to be an intelligent 
consumer in our society. Together with these business related ideas, the students will 
encounter certain topics in mathematics that will be used to help make decisions dealing 
with budgets, banking, taxation, consumer credit, and buying. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: MAT 1109 or permission of the instructor 


MAT 163 College Algebra (MATH 1063) W 
Class meets daily. Covers the usual topics: sets; linear, quadratic, polynomial, and expo- 
nential functions; inequalities; permutations; combinations, the binomial theorem; and math- 
ematical induction. May not be taken by students who have successfully completed MATH 
1065 or 1085 at ECU. 

Contact Hours: 7 (7 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Appropriate score on MAT Pre-Test 


MAT 214 Statistics As Needed 
An introduction to statistics including data collection, tabulation, analysis and significance. 
Special emphasis will be placed on practical applications, including sampling, sampling 
errors, population dynamics and significance. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: EDP 113 


MAT 1101 Fundamentals of Mathematics F 
Basic operations of addition, subtraction, multiplication, and division of whole numbers and 
fractions are covered. In addition, the metric system is introduced and some basic geo- 
metrical concepts are presented. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: Satisfactory placement test scores or completion of appropriate courses in the 
Guided Studies Department 


MAT 1101r Vocational Mathematics-Applications W 
This course consists of applications of concepts of basic mathematics studied in MAT 1101 
to the individual's area of interests-such as welding, automotive mechanics, carpentry, air 
conditioning, etc. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: MAT 1101 


MAT 1109 Basic Mathematics W 
This course is designed to provide the college student with a review of basic mathematical 
skills. Topics include whole numbers, decimals, fractions, ratios, percents, proportions, and 
systems of measurement. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Satisfactory placement test scores or completion of appropriate courses in the 
Guided Studies Department 


MEC 1113 Shop Processes _ ss 
Study of practices used in woodworking shops; introduction to how materials can be utilized, 
and to the processes of shaping, forming, and fabricating of wood. Demonstration of the 
woodworking lathes, grinders, drills, shapers, planers, saws, and finishing machines. A 
study of the capabilities of these machines. 
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Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 
Prerequisite: Completion of first quarter of carpentry courses 


MEC 1115 Treatment of Ferrous Metals W 
Investigates the properties of ferrous metals and tests to determine their uses. Instruction 
will include some chemical metallurgy to provide a background for the understanding of 
the physical changes and causes of these changes in metals. Physical metallurgy of ferrous 
metals, producing iron and steel, theory of alloys, shaping and forming, heat treatments for 
steel, surface treatments, alloy of special steel, classification of steels and cast iron will be 
topics for study. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


MEC 1121 Duct Construction and Installation Ss 
Emphasis will be placed on the fabrication and assembly of duct systems. The theory and 
layout of square and round duct will be covered also. Opportunities will be provided for 
experience in assembling, insulating, and installing both square and round duct. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


MEC 1133 Electrical and Mechanical Maintenance | S 
Electrical and Mechanical Maintenance acquaints the student with the basic fundamentals 
of installation, maintenance, repair and proper adjustments of machinery. Installation and 
maintenance of electrical, mechanical, hydraulic, and pneumatic devices as well as the 
location, leveling, rigging and fastening of these devices are covered. The use of precision 
measuring devices and tools will be used in checking accuracy, squareness, alignment, 
and correct centerline distances for pre-start conditions. 

Contact Hours: 9 (3 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: MEC 1140, DFT 1104, DFT 1113 


MEC 1133a_ Electrical and Mechanical Maintenance | As Needed 
This course is an electrical and mechanical maintenance course which acquaints the student 
with the basic fundamentals of installation, maintenance, repair, and proper adjustments of 
machinery. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisites: MEC 1140, DFT 1104, DFT 1113 and/or permission of instructor 


MEC 1133b Electrical and Mechanical Maintenance | As Needed 
This course is a continuation of MEC 1133a. Installation and maintenance of electrical, 
mechanical, hydraulic and pneumatic devices will be covered. The use of precision meas- 
uring devices and tools will be used in checking for accuracy, squareness, alignment and 
correct centerline distances for pre-start conditions. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


MEC 1134 Electrical and Mechanical Maintenance II SS 
Electrical and Mechanical Maintenance provides students with practical experience in wir- 
ing, installing, and connecting the various types of electrical control circuits for lighting, 
heating, and power installations used in industrial environments. Training is provided in the 
identification and testing of circuits, in making mechanical adjustments, and in trouble- 
shooting and maintaining various types of machines. Schematic diagrams showing the plans 
of operation for each system, electrical or mechanical, are used. 
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Contact Hours: 9 (3 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 5 
Prerequisite: MEC 1133 


MEC 1136 Building Mechanics F 
The building mechanic is known as a general handyman or utility repairman. He uses the 
tools of the several trades to install and adjust mechanical equipment, connect electrical 
motors and switches. He maintains floor surfaces with modern protective materials, repairs 
and paints woodwork, brick and plaster walls, windows, doors and maintains locks, plumbing 
and other hardware. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: Completion of first four quarters of carpentry courses 


MEC 1140 Hydraulics-Fundamentals W 
This course is arranged to give the student a general knowledge of the basic components 
of hydraulic systems, as well as a general understanding of the basic laws and formulas 
used in simple hydraulic calculations. Course covers such topics as the use of standard 
hydraulic symbols, pumps, control valves, control assemblies, actuators and basic main- 
tenance procedures. 

Contact Hours: 6 (3 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


MEC 1140a Hydraulics - Fundamentals As Needed 
This course is arranged to give the student a general knowledge of the basic components 
of hydraulic systems, as well as a general understanding of the basic laws and formulas 
used in simple hydraulic calculations. 

Contact Hours: 2 (2 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


MEC 1140b Hydraulics - Fundamentals As Needed 
This course is a continuation of MEC 1140a. This course covers such topics as the use of 
standard hydraulic symbols, pumps, control valves, control assemblies, actuators, and basic 
maintenance procedures. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor 


MUS 228 Music Appreciation (MUSC 2208) Ss 
Introduction to the basic materials of music and their utilization in the understanding and 
enjoyment of music of different styles and periods. Musical elements, forms, stylistic features, 
and the role of music in our society. Emphasizes development of aural awareness. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3; Semester Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


NUR 100 Orientation to Nursing Education F 
This course is designed to orient and prepare students for expectations and requirements 
of the Nursing Education Options Program. Content will include information concerning NEO 
philosophy, policies, and procedures, and the grading system. Study skills related to syllabus 
objectives will be discussed. Survival skills, professional behavior skills, and ethical/legal 
issues in nursing will be addressed. 

Contact Hours: 1 (1 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: None 

Corequisite: None 
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NUR 101 Fundamentals of Nursing F 
The student is introduced to basic nursing knowledge and skills with an emphasis on meeting 
needs common to all clients. The role of nutrition in meeting client's physiological and 
psychosocial needs is correlated throughout the course with emphasis on client teaching. 
The course is designed to orient the student to the health-illness continuum through utilization 
of the nursing process. The roles of the nurse are stressed through exploring fundamental 
nursing functions. Body mechanics, medical and surgical asepsis, care planning, obser- 
vational skills, communication skills, and other nursing functions are treated in this course. 
The student shall begin developing a sense of caring through exploring man as an individual, 
member of family and society, and as a Client of health care services. The audiovisual lab 
and the nursing skills lab are used for practice. 

Contact Hours: 16 (0 clinical, 8 class, 8 lab); Credit Hours: 12 

Prerequisite: None 

Corequisite: BIO 123 


NUR 101a Fundamentals of Nursing FE 
This Course is designed to provide a review for the LPN so that he/she may successfully 
challenge NUR 101 - Fundamentals of Nursing. The content, as follows, is inclusive of the 
theory content provided the generic nursing student enrolled in the NEO program. The 
student is introduced to basic nursing knowledge with an emphasis on meeting needs 
common to all clients. The role of nutrition in meeting client’s physiological and psychological 
needs is correlated throughout the course with emphasis on client teaching. The course is 
designed to orient the student to the health-illness continuum through utilization of the nursing 
process. The roles of the nurse are stressed through exploring fundamental nursing func- 
tions. Body mechanics, medical and surgical asepsis, care planning, observational skills, 
communication skills, and other nursing functions are treated in this course. The student 
shall begin developing a sense of caring through exploring man as an individual, member 
of family and society, and as a client of health care services. 

Contact Hours: 8 (0 clinical, 8 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 8 

Prerequisite: None 

Corequisite: None 


NUR 102 Adult Nursing | Ww 
This is a study of the most common and uncomplicated medical and surgical conditions. 
This course includes a study of pre- and post-operative care, classification of diseases as 
well as an introduction to cancer, geriatric nursing, and hazards of immobility. The classi- 
fication, source, effects, legalities, and usage of drugs as therapeutic agents are studied.

This course is designed as a two-part course focusing on maternal-infant care and child 
care. Prenatal, labor and delivery, and postnatal care are included in maternal-infant, as 
well as an assessment of obstetrical complications. The normal infant and the infant who is 
experiencing difficulty are discussed. Child care introduces the student to etiology, treat- 
ment, and nursing care of common and acute disorders and illnesses that effect the infant 
through adolescence.

Prerequisite: NUR 103 

Corequisite: None 


NUR 200 Transition Nursing SS 
This is a 5 1/2 week course designed to assist the LPN to make a successful transition into 
the second level of the NEO curriculum. The focus of the course in both theory and clinical 
will be the nursing process. Students will assess, plan, implement, and evaluate patients 
and their nursing care in medical-surgical units of the local hospital. 

Contact Hours: 16 (12 clinical, 4 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 (Hours are for 5 1/2 week 
session.) 

Prerequisite: Must be LPN who has or is completing requirements to enter the NEO program 
in the upcoming fall quarter. 


NUR 202 Adult Nursing III W 
This course is a 5 '/2 week study of complicated and critical illnesses related to body systems. 
Emphasis is placed on meeting client needs through utilization of the nursing process. The 
psychosocial impact of critical illness on the client and family is discussed. Major emphasis 
is placed on comprehensive assessment of the client. Complicated disorders of the car- 
diovascular and respiratory systems and fluid and electrolyte imbalances are discussed. 
viel with advanced problems in affiliating hospitals will be selected for application of 
eory. 

Contact dats 18 (12 clinical, 6 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 (Hours are for 5 1/2 week 
session. 


Prerequisites: NUR 204, BIO 206, BIO 224 
Corequisite: BIO 225 
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NUR 202a Adult Nursing Ill W 
A study of complicated and critical illnesses related to body systems is undertaken in this 
course. Emphasis is placed on meeting client needs through utilization of the nursing process 
with major emphasis on an assessment. The psychosocial impact of critical illness on the 
client and family is presented. Complicated disorders of cardiovascular, respiratory, and 
fluid and electrolyte imbalances are discussed. This course is designed for the returning 
NEO student. 

Contact Hours: 6 (0 clinical, 6 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 (Hours are for 5 1/2 week session.) 
Prerequisites: NUR 104, BIO 206, BIO 224, or returning NEO student 

Corequisite: BIO 225 


NUR 203 Adult Nursing IV Ss 
This course is a continuation of study of complicated and critical illnesses related to body 
systems. Emphasis is placed on meeting client needs through utilization of the nursing 
process. Teaching/learning theories are reviewed and emphasis is also placed on patient 
teaching during this quarter. Complicated disorders of the neurological, musculoskeletal, 
genitourinary, gastronintestinal, endocrine, and integumentary systems are discussed. The 
role of the RN in Home Health is addressed. Clinical experiences are planned in critical 
care areas and with patients experiencing advanced problems in affiliating hospitals and 
in Home Health. 

Contact Hours: 19.5 (12 clinical, 7.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: TALS 

Prerequisites: NUR 202, BIO 225 

Corequisite: None 


NUR 203a Adult Nursing IV S 
This course is designed to allow the student an opportunity to synthesize all previously 
learned knowledge, concepts and skills in planning and implementing nursing care or 
directing this process for a group of clients. Emphasis is placed on the care of the client 
with complicated and critical illnesses through utilization of the nursing process. Complicated 
disorders of the gastrointestinal, endocrine, integumentary, neurological, musculoskeletal, 
and genito-urinary systems are discussed. The role of the nurse in home health is also 
addressed. This course is designed for the returning NEO student. 

Contact Hours: 7.5 (0 clinical, 7.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 7.5 

Prerequisites: NUR 202, BIO 225, or returning NEO student 

Corequisite: None 


NUR 204 Maternal Child Nursing Il F 
This course is designed as a two-part course concerning complex and complicated needs 
of the maternal and child client. Principles of growth and development and life cycles will 
be utilized in providing nursing care along the childbearing-childrearing continuum. Em- 
phasis is placed on the psychosocial aspect of the childbearing family and the newborn 
through adolescence. Clinical experiences are provided in areas in acute care and am- 
bulatory settings serving clients with complex needs. 

Contact Hours: 19 (12 clinical, 7 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 11 

Prerequisites: NUR 104, BIO 206, BIO 223

NUR 204a Maternal Child Nursing Il F 
This course is designed as a two-part course concerning complex and complicated needs 
of the maternal and child client. Principles of growth and development and life cycles will 
be utilized in providing nursing care along the childbearing-childrearing continuum. Em- 
phasis is placed on the psychosocial aspect of the childbearing family and the newborn 
through adolescence. This course is designed for the returning NEO student. 
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Contact Hours: 7 (0 clinical, 7 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 7 
Prerequisites: NUR 104, BIO 206, BIO 123 
Corequisite: BIO 224 


NUR 205 Leadership Ss 
This is a 5 1/2 week course designed to facilitate the progression of the student into the work 
setting. The student must synthesize all previously learned knowledge, concepts, and skills 
into implementation of the nursing process. The student will assume a leadership role in 
directing the care of a group of clients. The student is also given an opportunity to participate 
as a team member in primary or team nursing in affiliating hospitals. 

Contact Hours: 21 (18 clinical, 3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5 (Hours are for 5 1/2 week 
session.) 

Prerequisites: BIO 206, BIO 225, NUR 203 

Corequisite: None 


NUR 206 Psychiatric Nursing W 
This 5 1/2 week course is a study of the nurse’s role in caring for persons experiencing 
altered behavior patterns with emphasis on the mental health-illness.continuum, personality 
development, the “self” as a therapeutic agent, management of organic and functional 
clinical syndromes, and community mental health resources. Clinical experiences are pro- 
vided in acute and chronic units of psychiatric centers, a local mental health center, chemical 
dependence units, and a hospice agency. 

Contact Hours: 20 (12 clinical, 8 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 6 (Hours are for 5 1/2 week 
session.) 

Prerequisites: NUR 204, BIO 224 

Prerequisite or Corequisite: PSY 205 


NUR 206a Psychiatric Nursing WwW 
This 5 '/2 week course is a study of the nurse’s role in caring for persons experiencing 
altered behavior patterns with emphasis on the mental health-illness continuum, personality 
development, the “self” as a therapeutic agent, management of organic and functional 
clinical syndromes, and community mental health resources. This course is designed for 
returning NEO student. 

Contact Hours: 8 (0 clinical, 8 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 (Hours are for 5 1/2 week session.) 
Prerequisites: NUR 204, BIO 224, or returning NEO students 

Prerequisite or Corequisite: PSY 205 


ORI 101 Orientation F 
This course is designed to help freshmen students make an easier transition from high 
school to the College’s environment, to familiarize students with policies, procedures, and 
objectives of the College, to help increase student efficiency, and to encourage appropriate 
study habits and attitudes. 

Contact Hours: 1 (1 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: None 


PAD 1124a Painting and Refinishing As Needed 
Instruction is given in preparing interior surfaces and exterior areas for painting and refin- 
ishing. Training is given in the operation of sanding and spray equipment as well as the 
application of stains, fillers, putties, and paint by hand. Instruction is offered in protecting 
property, erection of scaffolds, application of various types of materials, plus the evaluation 
of quality of finishes. 


Contact Hours: 6 (0 class, 6 shop): Credit Hours: 2 
Prerequisite: None 
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PAD 1124b Painting and Refinishing As Needed 
This course is a continuation of PAD 1124a. 

Contact Hours: 6 (0 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: PAD 1124a 


PHI 165 Introduction to the Old Testament (PHIL 1695) As Needed 
History, literature, and religion of ancient Israel. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5, Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PHI 166 Introduction to the New Testament (PHIL 1696) As Needed 
History, literature, and religion of early Christianity. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PHY 100 Fundamentals of Physics As Needed 
This course is designed for students who desire to enroll in Physics 101, 102, or 103, but 
have deficient background skills. Topics which will be covered include introduction to meas- 
urement, the metric system, basic mathematical tools used by the physicist, and survey of 
physics topics. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Corequisite: MAT 101 


PHY 101 Physics: Work, Energy, Power, Force, and Motion F 
Major areas covered in this course are work, energy, power, force, and motion. Units of 
measurement and vector solutions to problems are a vital part of this course. A practical 
approach is used in teaching students the use of essential mathematical formulas. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: MAT 101 or satisfactory placement test score 


PHY 102 Physics: Heat and Properties of Matter W 
Fundamentals of solids, liquids, and gases are covered in this course. In addition, heat and 
thermodynamics, with specialized problems in these areas, are part of the course. 
Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: PHY 101 


PHY 103 Physics: Light, Sound, and Electricity Ss 
Basic theories of light, sound, and electricity, methods of production, and transmission and 
transforming of electricity are studied. Electron theory, electricity by chemical action, elec- 
tricity by friction, electricity by magnetism, induction voltage, amperage, resistance, wattage, 
and transformers are major parts of the Course. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: PHY 101 


PHY 1101 Applied Science Ss 
A comprehensive study of the basic principles of physics. The divisions included are general 
laboratory procedures, properties and relationships of matter and energy, systems of meas- 
urement, force and motion, friction, and power transmission. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


PLU 1110 Plumbing Pipework S 
This course will introduce the student to the tools, fittings, and small equipment used by 
plumbers. Time will be spent in the shop where the student will learn how to handle the 
materials and tools used to perform pipe fitting jobs correctly and safely. The drainage 
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waste and vent system will be covered also. Applications of the North Carolina State Building 
Code will be included. 

Contact Hours: 7 (4 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


PLU 1110a Plumbing Pipework As Needed 
This course will introduce the student to the tools, fittings, and small equipment used by 
plumbers. The drainage waste and vent system as well as the hot and cold water supply 
system will be covered also. Applications of the North Carolina State Building Code will be 
included. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PLU 1110b Plumbing Pipework As Needed 
In this course time will be spent in the shop where the student will learn how to handle the 
materials and tools used to perform pipe fitting jobs correctly and safely. Procedures for 
diagnosing and correcting plumbing malfunctions will be emphasized. Applications of the 
North Carolina State Building Code will be included. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


PLU 1115 Plumbing and Installation Ss 
The students are introduced to the tools, fittings, and equipment used by plumbers. They 
spend considerable time learning to handle these materials and tools correctly by: cutting 
pipe, threading, caulking, and sweating joints of the various kinds of pipe and tubing. 
Plumbing installations are made to provide practical applications. Heating devices, the 
storage, and circulation of hot water will be studied. The student will receive instruction in 
installation of various plumbing fixtures and the proper use of traps. Field trips should be 
taken to study various types of installation. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1101 Internal Combustion Engines F 
Development of a thorough knowledge and ability in using, maintaining, and storing the 
various hand tools and measuring devices needed in engine repair work. Study of the 
construction and operation of components of internal combustion engines. Testing of engine 
performance; servicing and maintenance of pistons, valves, cams and camshafts, fuel and 
exhaust systems, cooling systems, proper lubrication; and methods of testing, diagnosing, 
and repairing. 

Contact Hours: 18 (3 class, 15 shop); Credit Hours: 8 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1102a Engine Electrical Systems Ww 
This course gives a thorough study of the electrical system of the engine. Basic fundamentals 
and the service procedure of the cranking, charging and ignition systems will be covered. 
Contact Hours: 13 (4 class, 9 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1102b Fuel Systems W 


This course gives a thorough study of the fuel system of the automobile. Basic fundamentals 
and the service procedure for the fuel tank, fuel lines, fuel pump, carburetor, carburetor 
circuits, manifold and air intake systems will be covered in detail. 
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Contact Hours: 7 (4 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 5 
Prerequisite: None 


PME 1103 Automotive Air Conditioning Ss 
This course is a general introduction to the principles of refrigeration; a study of the assembly 
of the components and connections necessary in the mechanisms, the methods of operation 
and control; and proper handling of refrigerants in charging the system. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1104 Auto Tune-up (Ignition) As Needed 
This course gives a thorough study of the ignition electrical system and basic fuel system 
of the typical internal combustion gas engines. Basic fundamentals and the service pro- 
cedure of the ignition and fuel systems will be covered. 

Contact Hours: 7 (4 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1105 Advanced Auto Tune-up (Charging & Starting) As Needed 
This course gives a thorough study of the starting, charging, and fuel system of the engine. 
Basic fundamentals and service procedures of the starting, charging, and fuel metering 
systems will be covered. 

Contact Hours: 6 (3 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: PME 1104 or PME 1102a & b 


PME 1106 Automotive Fuel Systems As Needed 
This course gives a thorough study of the fuel.systems used on today’s auto, truck, etc. 
Many types of service procedures completed on fuel system components will be covered. 
Contact Hours: 6 (3 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 4 
Prerequisites: PME 1105 or PME 1101, PME 1102b 


PME 1107 Automotive Computer Systems W 
This course is designed to provide theory of operation of fuel delivery systems (microcom- 
puter controlled) and functional diagnosis of the solid state logic controlled circuits. Systems 
such as fuel, air, ignition, idle speed control and torque converter clutch are among those 
that will be covered. Emission control components, the use of special tools and on-car 
diagnosis procedures will be emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: Permission of the instructor 


PME 1108 Electronic Fuel Injection Ss 
This course is designed to provide theory of operation of the electronic fuel injection (mi- 
crocomputer controlled-throttle body fuel injection design) systems. Functional diagnosis 
of the electronically controlled circuits, components and fuel delivery system will be covered. 
The use of special tools, diagnostic equipment and on-car diagnosing procedures will be 
emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1109 Port Fuel Injection SS 
This course is designed to provide the student with technical knowledge and skills required 
to service and diagnose port fuel injection systems on today’s microcomputer controlled 
fuel delivery systems. Electronic control modules, port fuel injection codes, and emission 
related systems will be studied as well as engine control schematics. 
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Contact Hours: 4 (2 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisites: PME 1107, PME 1108 


PME 1120 Automotive Emission Control and 

Computer Systems As Needed 
This course is designed to provide theory of operation of emission control systems. Systems, 
both computer controlled as well as those not computer controlled, will be covered. Systems 
such as fuel, air, ignition, air management, idle speed, and exhaust will be included. The 
principles and functions for testing and adjusting these devices which bring emissions up 
to federal standards will be stressed. 
Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: None 


PME 1122 Emission Control Systems As Needed 
This course is a comprehensive study of various systems which are being used on modern 
transportation vehicles. This study includes principles and functions of testing and adjusting 
systems making up controlling devices which bring emission control within federal stan- 
dards. 

Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1123 Brakes, Chassis, & Suspension Systems S 
Principles and functions of the components of automotive chassis. Practical job instruction 
in adjusting and repairing of suspension, steering systems and braking systems. Units to 
be studied will be shock absorbers, springs, steering systems, front end alignment, and 
drum and disc brakes. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1124 Automotive Power Train Systems SS 
Principles and functions of automotive power train systems; clutches, transmission gears, 
torque converters, drive shaft assemblies, rear axles, and differentials. Identification of 
trouble, servicing, and repair. 

Contact Hours: 9 (3 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


PME 1224 Automatic Transmission SS 
In order to round out the automotive curriculum, a special course is incorporated here to 
give greater depth in the understanding of the automotive field. A whole new area of service 
and repair has been opened up to the auto mechanics. This course acquaints the student 
with the basic principles of automatic transmissions with detailed analysis of the components, 
fluid couplings, and torque converter. Theory of hydraulic pressures coupled with gear 
trains, with emphasis on identification of troubles which develop in these components and 
the correct servicing and repair. 

Contact Hours: 10 (4 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite or Corequisite: PME 1124 


PML 1101 Nurse’s Assistant (Day) F 
The nursing assistant curriculum prepares graduates to provide basic health and personal 
care to selected patients. Emphasis is placed on the unique health care needs of the older 
adult in both acute and long-term care facilities. The course includes classroom and clinical 
components and emphasizes the process of aging, death and dying, patient rights, the role 
of the nurse’s assistant, basic nursing procedures related to daily needs, communication 
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skills with patients, families and staff, therapeutic activities, accident and fire safety, em- 
ployee duties, and a team approach to care. 

Contact Hours: 30 (11 class, 4 lab, 15 clinical); Credit Hours: 18 

Prerequisite: None 


PML 1101a Nurse’s Assistant (Evening) F 
The nursing assistant curriculum prepares graduates to provide basic health and personal 
care to selected patients. Emphasis is placed on the unique health care needs of the older 
adult in both acute and long-term care facilities. The course includes classroom components 
and emphasizes the process of aging, death and dying, patient rights, the role of the nurse's 
assistant, basic nursing procedures related to daily needs, communication skills with pa- 
tients, families and staff, therapeutic activities, accident and fire safety, employee duties, 
and a team approach to care. 

Contact Hours: 15 (11 class, 4 lab, 0 clinical); Credit Hours: 13 

Prerequisite: None 


PML 1101b Nurse’s Assistant (Evening) WwW 
This course is a continuation of PML 1101a. Application of classroom theory is accomplished 
through clinical experiences in hospital and nursing homes. The role of the nurse's assistant 
is emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 15 (0 class, 0 lab, 15 clinical); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: PML 1101a 


POL 101 National Government F 
This course reviews the history which led to the framing of the American Constitution, 
explores the three branches of the federal government today, and stresses the influence 
that national government has on the daily lives of all American citizens. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


POL 102 State and Local Government WwW 
This course is a study of state and local government, state-federal interrelationships, the 
functions and prerogatives of the branches, problems of administration, legal procedures, 
law enforcement, police power, taxation, revenues, and appropriations. Special attention 
will be given to North Carolina. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PSY 100 Educational and Personal Development | F, W, S, SS 
A course designed as a group interaction to develop study skill techniques, proper life 
coping skills, goal setting activities, and high self-esteem. 

Contact Hours: 5 (3 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


PSY 101 Study Skills As Needed 
This course is designed for students who realize the need of good study skills and would 
like to review and/or improve their study skill techniques. PSY 101 has the same.content 
and objective as the class portion of PSY 100. 

Contact Hours: 2 (2 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 
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PSY 102 General Psychology F,W,S 
A study of the various fields of psychology, the development process, motivation, emotion, 
frustration and adjustment, mental health, attention and perception, problems of group living. 
Attention is given to applications of these topics to problems of study, self-understanding 
and adjustment to the demands of society. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PSY 103 Adolescent Psychology W 
A study of the nature and source of the problems of adolescents in western culture; physical, 
emotional, social, intellectual and personality development of adolescents. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, O lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: PSY 102 


PSY 115 Child Growth and Development | F 
The total development of the child from O - 5 years of age will be studied. Areas of devel- 
opment will include sensory, emotional, creative, intellectual, social, and physical devel- 
opment. Factors influencing these areas will be emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PSY 116 Child Growth and Development II W 
The total development of the child from 5 - 12 years of age will be studied. Areas of 
development will include sensory, emotional, creative, intellectual, social, and physical de- 
velopment. Factors influencing these areas will be emphasized. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: PSY 115 


PSY 120 Growth & Development Ss 
A study of the general principles of growth and development of the individual from birth to 
adulthood with emphasis on intellectual, physical, emotional, and social development. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 

Corequisite: None 


PSY 150 General Psychology (PSYC 1050) F,W,S 
The first half of a general survey of the fundamental principles underlying human behavior. 
Includes personality, social, learning, and development. Prerequisite for all other psychology 
courses. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3; Semester Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


PSY 205 Abnormal Psychology F,S, SS 
A study of the symptoms, contributing factors, treatment and outcomes of the mentally ill 
and mentally defective as well as maladjusted, antisocial persons. Classifications and no- 
menclature of psychoneurosis, psychoses, and other illnesses and the care and handling 
of these persons are discussed. 

Contact Hours: 3 (0 clinical, 3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: PSY 102 or PSY 150 

Corequisite: None 
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PSY 206 Applied Psychology As Needed 
A study of major facts and ideas of psychology and how to apply these to one’s own life. 
Among these facts are basic steps of self learning and other basic processes of learning. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


PSY 1101 Human Relations F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to prepare the student to handle human relationships effectively 
on the job and thus meet management's expectations of individual and group productivity. 
Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


RDG 091 Reading Improvement | F, W, S, SS 
This course is a special ten-hour reading course designed for students with reading skills 
determined by scores on the reading diagnostic test. The course is designed to increase 
proficiency in the basic skills of vocabulary, comprehension, word attack, and rate. This 
course will emphasize individual instruction. 

Contact Hours: 10 (3 class, 7 lab); Credit Hours: 6 

Prerequisite: None 


RDG 092 Reading Improvement Il F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed for students with reading skills determined by scores on the reading 
diagnostic test. The course develops appropriate skills in vocabulary, comprehension, word 
recognition, study habits, and dictionary usage. 

Contact Hours: 9 (5 class, 4 lab); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: RDG 091 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 

Corequisite: PSY 100 


RDG 093 Reading Improvement III F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed for students with reading skills determined by scores on the reading 
diagnostic test. The course will focus on student deficiencies in comprehension, vocabulary, 
study skills, and dictionary skills. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: RDG 092 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 

Corequisite: PSY 100 


RDG 094 Textbook Reading F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to emphasize vocabulary, comprehension, word recognition, study 
habits, and dictionary usage appropriate to the adult reader. Emphasis will be on reading 
exercises drawn from curriculum textbooks. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: RDG 093 or satisfactory diagnostic test score 


RDG 099 Critical Reading Skills F, W, S, SS 
This course is designed to develop critical reading skills essential for postsecondary ed- 
ucational success. Emphasis is placed on study skills, resource/reference skills, vocabulary, 
reading rate, and literal, interpretive, and evaluative comprehension skills. 

Contact Hours: 5 (5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: Satisfactory diagnostic test score 


RDG 100 Skills Improvement in Technical Reading As Needed 
This course is designed as an aid to students entering the Nursing Education Options 
Program, or other technical programs, to enable them to understand scientific and technical 
vocabulary, and to increase comprehension of scientific and technical materials. Emphasis

will be on vocabulary studies and reading exercises from the different sciences and technical 
materials. Study skills, reading rate and flexibility, and self-evaluation are built-in components 
of the reading exercises. Reference works with an emphasis on current periodicals will also 
be stressed.

SOC 101 Principles of Sociology F, W 
This course covers the nature, concepts, and principles of sociology, society, culture, so- 
cialization, groups, institutions and organizations, the class system, social change and social 
processes. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, -0 lab); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


SOC 125 Courtship and Marriage (SOCI 1025) As Needed 
Designed to introduce freshman students to critical thinking and empirical knowledge relative 
to affectional involvement. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


SOC 201 The Child, the Family, and the Community Ww 
Included in this course will be a study of social and cultural influences upon the development 
of a child’s life in the context of the family and the community. 

Contact Hours: 4 (4 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 


SOC 211 Introduction to Sociology (SOCI 2110) F,W,S 
The nature, concepts and principles of sociology; society, culture, socialization, groups, 
institutions and organizations, the class system, social change, social processes. 

Contact Hours: 4.5 (4.5 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 4.5; Semester Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


SPH 201 Voice and Diction (SPCH 2001) F 
Improvement of articulation and pronunciation through drills and the delivery of simple 
speeches. 

Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3, Semester Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


SSC 101 U.S. Constitution (Learning Lab) F, W, S, SS 
The study of the U.S. Constitution through programmed instruction covering the original 
Constitution, the Bill of Rights, and the Amendments. 

Credit Hours: 1 

Prerequisite: None 


THE 100 Introduction to Theatre (THEA 1000) As Needed 
Concerns the audience's appreciation of the art of playwright, actor, director, and designer. 
For nondrama majors. 


Contact Hours: 3 (3 class, 0 lab); Credit Hours: 3; Semester Hours: 2 
Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1101 Basic Gas Welding F 
Welding demonstrations by the instructor and practice by students in the welding shop. 
Safe and correct methods of assembling and operating the welding equipment. Practice 
time will be given for carbon steel welding, bronze welding, silver soldering, and flame- 
cutting methods applicable to mechanical repair work. 
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Contact Hours: 3 (0 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 1 
Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1102 Advanced Inert Gas Welding (MIG) As Needed 
Course work centers around short arc and wire welding, running a continuous electrode in 
all positions, and on both sheet metal and material of medium thickness.

Prerequisite: WLD 1103 

Prerequisite: WLD 1103 


WLD 1122 Commercial and Industrial Practices Ss 
Designed to perfect through practice skills as in simulated industrial processes and tech- 
niques; sketching and layout on paper the size and shape description, listing the procedural 
steps necessary to build the product, and then actually follow these directions to build the 
product. Emphasis is placed on maintenance, repairing worn or broken parts of special 
welding applications, field welding. 

Contact Hours: 11 (5 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisites: WLD 1141, WLD 1142, DFT 1104. DFT ay 


WLD 1123 Advanced Inert Gas Welding (MIG) Ss 
Students will be taught the manual control and operations of the MIG welding process on 
ferrous and non-ferrous metals. Advanced procedures in GMAW, including flux core, are 
the main focus on the course. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: WLD 1142 


WLD 1124 Pipe Welding SS 
Designed to provide practice in the welding of pressure piping in the 2G through 6G fixed 
position using shielded metal arc welding processes according to sections VIII and IX of 
the ASME code. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisites: WLD 1141, WLD 1142 


WLD 1125 Certification Practices | Ss 
This course involves practice in welding certification coupons according to the ASME code. 
The student's work undergoes tests including the guided bend to check the quality of the 
weld. The welding in this course is done on ferrous metals using the SMAW process and 
OAW process. 

Contact Hours: 3 (1 class, 2 lab); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: Permission of instructor

WLD 1126 Certification Practices Il Ss 
This course involves practice in producing certification coupons according to the ASME 
and API codes to certification laboratory tests. The work is done on plate and non-ferrous 
materials using GMAW and GTAW.

WLD 1127 Advanced Inert Gas Welding (TIG) SS 
Students are introduced to advanced process of heliarc welding both in non-ferrous and 
ferrous metals.

WLD 1130 Shop Experiences As Needed

WLD 1139 Fundamentals of Oxyacetylene Welding F 
Introduction to the principles and history of oxyacetylene welding and cutting, the nomen- 
clature of the equipment, assembly of the unit, preparation of metals, types of joints, welding 
procedures and testing of the weld. Welding procedures are mastered and greater under- 


Standing and developing of skills occurs. Safety procedures are heavily stressed throughout 
this program of instruction. 
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Contact Hours: 5 (2 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 3 
Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1140 Fundamentals of Electric Arc Welding ss 
The operation of various AC transformers and AC-DC motor generators as welding machines. 
Studies are made of proper heat ranges for various metal thickness, polarities, and elec- 
trodes for use in joining various metal alloys by the same process. After student is capable 
of running beads, tests are given. This is done so that the student may detect his own 
weaknesses in welding. Safety procedures are emphasized throughout the course in prep- 
aration for certification. 

Contact Hours: 4 (1 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 2 

Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1141 Beginning Welding F 
Introduction to welding, which includes the basics of oxyacetylene (OAW) welding, cutting 
and brazing. During the first six weeks the student will also study the nomenclature of 
welding in order to build a basic frame of reference. During the last five weeks the basics 
of the electric arc (SMAW) will be introduced. Mandatory safety procedures are heavily 
stressed during both areas of study. 

Contact Hours: 18 (3 class, 15 shop); Credit Hours: 8 

Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1141a Beginning Welding As Needed 
This course provides instruction in the basics of acetylene welding, stressing safety pro- 
cedures for welding with gas based on OSHA requirements. The program of learning ad- 
vances the student to the mastery of the flat weld with the gas torch. 

Contact Hours: 11 (2 class, 9 shop); Credit Hours: 5 

Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1141b Beginning Welding As Needed 
Advanced techniques for welding in all five positions will be covered. Continued practice 
in cutting and brazing and metal identification will be stressed. 

Contact Hours: 7 (1 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: WLD 1141a 


WLD 1142 Intermediate Welding W 
Advanced arc technology will be studied during the first six weeks, including AC trans- 
formers, AC-DC rectifiers, and motor generators. Emphasis will be placed on AWS and 
NEMA electrode identification, proper heat ranges for various metal thicknesses, electrode 
diameters, and the use of polarities. Students will be introduced to GMAW (MIG) or wire 
welding. 

Contact Hours: 15 (3 class, 12 shop); Credit Hours: 7 

Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1142a Intermediate Welding As Needed 
This self-paced individualized course involves all the basics of electric arc welding including 
the fundamentals involved in each of the five welding positions. Machine settings and 
electrode identification of the basic carbon steel electrodes will be included. 

Contact Hours: 8 (2 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None 
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WLD 1142b_ Intermediate Welding As Needed 
Advanced technology involving certifiable multi-bead welds from 1G to 4G test positions 
will serve as the framework for this course. Emphasis will be placed on welder qualification 
and certification reading of the weld symbols. All welds will pass the guided bend and 
tensile strength test and be done in the off position. 

Contact Hours: 7 (1 class, 6 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: WLD 1142a 


WLD 1145 Basic Arc Welding As Needed 
This is the first course of a two-course basic electric arc welding program with emphasis 
on the fundamentals of welding in all positions. Studies are made of welding heats, polarities, 
and electrodes for use in joining various metal alloys by the arc welding process. After the 
student is capable of running beads, butt, and fillet welds in all positions, tests are conducted 
in order that the student may detect his weaknesses in welding. Safety procedures are 
emphasized throughout the course. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: None 


WLD 1146 Advanced Arc Welding As Needed 
This is the second course of a two-course basic electric arc welding program with emphasis 
on the fundamentals of welding, safety, and the development of advanced skills to the level 
required for certification in all positions. Advanced studies will include vertical and overhead 
practice in the manipulation of the lo-hydrogen electrode. 

Contact Hours: 6 (2 class, 4 shop); Credit Hours: 3 

Prerequisite: WLD 1145 


WLD 1147 Introduction to Basic Gas and Arc Welding Ss 
An introduction to the principles of electric arc and oxyacetylene welding and cutting. Safety 
is heavily stressed and the student will reach the expertise of the flat weld with both arc 
and acetylene. 

Contact Hours: 6 (3 class, 3 shop); Credit Hours: 4 

Prerequisite: None
